REPORT  OF  GRAND  SECRETARY. 


To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  : 

The  Grand  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretary  has  the  honor  to  sub¬ 
mit,  as  directed  by  law,  his  annual  report.  The  following  resolutions  indi¬ 
cate  the  services  required  to  be  performed  by  him  during  the  recess  : 

SPECIAL  DUTIES  ASSIGNED  TO  THE  GRAND  SECRETARY. 

I.  Resolved,  That  the  R.  W.  Grand  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secre¬ 
tary  be  directed  to  forward  to  the  post-office  address  of  the  several  members 
of  this  Grand  Body,  sixteen  copies  of  the  Daily  Journal  of  to-day.  (Satur¬ 
day,  Sept.  26,  1874.) 

,2.  Resolved,  That  the  Right  Worthy  Grand  Corresponding  and  Recording 
Secretary  be  directed  to  furnish  each  Representative  of  this  R.  W.  G.  L.,  not 
previously  supplied,  with  a  full  set  of  the  Revised  Journal  and  one  copy  of 
the  Digest. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  R.  W.  Grand  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secre¬ 
tary  be  directed  to  furnish  each  Representative  present,  unless  heretofore 
supplied,  with  one  copy  of  the  Book  of  Forms. 

4.  Resolved,  That  the  Right  Worthy  Grand  Corresponding  and  Recording 
Secretary  be  directed  to  forward  to  P.  G.  Rep.  F.  G.  Schwatka,  Salem,  Ore¬ 
gon,  one  bound  copy  of  the  Journal  of  this  R.  W.  G.  L.  for  the  years  1871-3, 
a  copy  of  the  same  forwarded  to  this  brother  having  been  lost  in  the  mail. 

5.  Resolved,  That  the  German  translation  of  the  ceremony  for  instituting 
Subordinate  Lodges  prepared  by  Bro.  Geo.  W.  Ravens,  of  Ottawa,  Illinois, 
be  returned  to  the  author  for  correction  in  the  points  indicated  by  the  com¬ 
mittee. 

6.  Resolved,  That  when  the  translation  has  been  so  perfected,  to  the  satis¬ 
faction  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire  and  R.  W.  Grand  C.  and  R.  Secretary,  it  be 
adopted  and  printed  as  the  official  translation,  and  furnished  at  the  same 
price  as  other  rituals. 

7.  Resolved,  That  the  R.  W.  Grand  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secre¬ 
tary  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  prepare  a  form  of  Withdrawal  Cards 
for  members  of  Degree  Lodges  of  the  Daughters  of  Rebekah,  and  procure  an 
electrotype  plate  of  the  same. 

8.  Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Printing  Supplies  be  directed  to  have 
such  number  of  cards  printed  on  bond  paper,  as  the  G.  C.  and  R.  Secretary 
may  require. 

9.  Resolved,  That  the  cards  be  furnished  to  State  Grand  Lodges  at  the  same 
price  as  other  cards. 

10.  Resolved,  That  jurisdictions  be  permitted  to  make  the  contemplated 
exchange  of  rituals  at  minimum  rates,  and  present  certificates  of  destruction 
of  old  books  so  exchanged,  at  anytime  prior  to  January  1,  1875;  after  which 
time  no  drawback  shall  be  allowed  on  account  of  any  such  exchange. 

II.  Resolved,  That  such  jurisdictions  as  have  been  charged  the  maximum 
prices  for  rituals,  by  reason  of  failure  to  make  proper  certificate  of  destruc¬ 
tion,  prior  to  September  1,  1874,  be  credited  with  the  amount  in  excess  so 
charged,  on  tendering  the  required  return  prior  to  January  1,  1875. 

12.  That,  inasmuch  as  the  annual  dues  for  1872  of  the  Subordinate  En¬ 
campments  of  Nebraska  were  paid  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  Represen- 
•  tative  tax  of  S75  for  that  year  has  been  charged  against  that  Grand  Encamp- 
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ment,  it  is  due  to  that  Grand  Body  that  the  said  tax  should  be  remitted  to 
the  extent  of  the  dues  paid  to  this  Grand  Lodge  by  the  Encampments  for 
that  year;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  is  hereby  authorized  to  give  the  Grand 
Encampment  of  Nebraska  proper  credit  for  the  amount  it  is  entitled  to. 

13.  Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  credit  the  account  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Wisconsin  with  $6.75,  the  amount  charged  for  the  five  copies  of 
German  Degree  Books  on  the  fourth  of  August  last. 

The  complaint  relative  to  the  deficiency  of  the  supply  to  said  jurisdiction 
of  the  Revised  Journal  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  does  not  properly  come  under 
the  consideration  of  this  committee,  and  therefore  we  recommend  its  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  Grand  Secretary  of  this  Grand  Lodge  for  correction  and  adjust¬ 
ment. 

14.  Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be,  and  hereby  is,  directed  to  credit 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Vermont  the  sum  charged  for  the  second  Representative. 

15.  Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Encampment  of  South  Carolina  pay  the 
amount  of  seventy-five  dollars  which  they  have  on  hand,  Representative  tax 
for  the  year  1873,  and  that  a  note  under  the  seal  of  the  Grand  Encampment  be 
given  for  seventy-five  dollars  for  the  year  1874. 

16.  Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretary  be, 
and  he  is  hereby,  empowered  to  deliver  to  the  officers  of  Friendly  Union 
Lodge,  No.  1,  of  Providence,  R.  I.,  the  original  Charter  of  that  Lodge,  now 

in  his  possession.  \ 

17.  Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretary  be 
authorized  to  rent  a  suitable  fire-proof  apartment,  to  be  paid  for  by  this  R. 

W.  Body;  and  that  the  library,  and  other  valuable  property,  now  in  his  pos¬ 
session,  or  which  may  come  into  his  possession,  be  removed  thereto  at  'as 
early  a  day  as  possible.  And  further,  that  if  it  becomes  necessary  to  remove 
from  the  premises  now  occupied  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  in  consequence  of 
the  changes  contemplated,  or  any  other  cause,  that  officer  be  and  he  is  here¬ 
by  authorized  to  rent  an  office,  at  the  expense  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

18.  The  Committee  on  Foreign  Relations  beg  leave  to  report  that  the  re¬ 
ports  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire  and  the  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  German  Empire,  have  been  forwarded  to  and  received  by  this 
Grand  Body. 

This  Grand  Lodge  is  very  sensible  of  the  courtesy  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  German  Empire,  in  promptly  forwarding  to  us  the  reports  of  the  Grand 
Sire  and  Grand  Secretary  of  that,  jurisdiction,  and  we  thank  them  for  their 
attention. 

We  recommend  that  these  important  documents  be  placed  in  charge  of 
the  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  to  be  preserved  by  him 
among  the  archives  of  the  Order. 

19.  We  desire  to  congratulate  the  Grand  Lodge  upon  the  fact  that  the  re¬ 
turns  this  year  are  more  correct  than  in  former  years,  which  we  attribute  in 
good  measure  to  the  fact,  that  the  correction  of  many  errors  has  been  se¬ 
cured  by  correspondence.  Without  in  this  report  pointing  out  the  especial 
points,  we  would  suggest  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  that  a  few  slight  changes  in 
the  forms  of  reports  would  improve  them. 

20.  Resolved,  That  the  action  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire  in  issuing  a  Dispen¬ 
sation  for  a  Grand  Lodge  in  Wyoming  Territory,  be  ratified  and  approved, 
and  that  a  Charter  be  granted  to  said  Grand  Lodge. 

21.  Resolved,  That  the  action  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire  in  granting  a  Dis¬ 
pensation  for  a  Grand  Lodge  in  the  Territory  of  Utah,  be  ratified  and  ap¬ 
proved,  and  that  a  Charter  be  granted  to  said  Grand  Lodge. 

22.  The  Committee  on  Petitions,  to  whom  was  referred  the  papers  in  the 
following  cases  of  applications  for  Subordinate  Lodges  and  Encampments, 
to  wit; 

Royal  Purple  Encampment,  No.  1,  at  Vermillion,  Dakota  Territory. 

Harmony  Encampment,  No.  1,  at  Winnipeg,  Manitoba,  Dominion  of

Would  respectfully  report  that  in  each  of  said  cases  a  Warrant  has  been 
issued,  and  the  Lodge  or  Encampment  instituted.  The  following  resolution 
is,  therefore,  submitted  and  its  adoption  recommended,  to  wit: 

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  the  Grand  Sire  in  issuing  said  Warrants  is 
approved,  and  that  a  Charter  be  granted  to  each  of  said  Lodges  and  Encamp¬ 
ments. 

23.  Resolved,  That  a  Charter  be  granted  for  a  Grand  Encampment  in  Ore¬ 
gon,  in  accordance  with  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners,  and  that  when  insti¬ 
tuted  said  Grand  Encampment  shall  have  jurisdiction  over  all  Subordinate 
Encampments  in  that  State. 

24.  Resolved,  That  before  the  Charter  is  issued  in  this  case,  the  petitioning 
Encampments  which  were  chartered  by  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Califor¬ 
nia  shall  be  required  to  procure  Charters  from  this  Grand  Lodge,  as  provid¬ 
ed  for  on  page  5888  of  the  Journal  of  last  session. 

25.  Resolved,  That  upon  proper  application  by  the  Subordinate  Encamp¬ 
ments  of  Nevada,  the  Grand  Sire  is  authorized  to  issue  a  Charter  for  a  Grand 
Encampment  in  that  State,  and  that  when  instituted  it  shall  have  jurisdic¬ 
tion  over  all  the  Subordinate  Encampments  in  the  State. 

26.  The  Committee  on  Petitions,  to  whom  was  referred  the  application  for 
Montreal  Encampment,  No.  1,  to  be  located  at  Montreal,  in  the  Province  of 
Quebec,  respectfully  report: 

That  the  petition  is  in  due  form,  and  signed  by  the  constitutional  number 
of  patriarchs,  whose  cards  accompany  the  application.  It  is  therefore  rec¬ 
ommended  that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners  be  granted. 

27.  Whereas,  The  K.  W.  Grand  Treasurer  having  expressed  a  desire  to 
substitute  another  bond,  in  the  matter  of  sureties,  for  the  one  which  had 
been  approved  by  the  G.  Lodge  in  advance  of  his  installation  into  office  at 
the  present  session,  the  reason  for  the  request  being  that  he  prefers  to  obtain 
as  sureties  on  his  bond  others  than  those  who  are  members  of  this  G.  Lodge, 
which  purpose  could  not  be  accomplished  or  wish  gratified  in  consequence 
of  the  session  of  the  G.  Lodge  being  held  at  Atlanta;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  B.  W.  G.  Secretary  of  this  G.  Lodge  be  and  he  is  here¬ 
by  authorized  to  surrender  to  the  B.  W.  G.  Treasurer,  the  official  bond 
which  the  last-named  officer  gave  to  the  G.  Lodge,  upon  the  condition  that 
the  latter  shall  substitute  therefor  a  good  and  sufficient  bond,  which  shall 
be  first  approved  by  the  M.  W.  G.  Sire  and  B.  W.  G.  Secretary. 

28.  Resolved,  That  Chief  Justice  Washer  be  requested  to  furnish  a  copy  of 
his  address  of  welcome  to  the  Grand  Bepresentatives,  members  of  the  Bar, 
upon  their  visit  to  the  Supreme  Court  room,  in  order  that  it  may  be  spread 
upon  the  Journal  of  our  proceedings. 

29.  Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Cor.  and  Bee.  Secretary  be  authorized  and  di¬ 
rected  to  have  the  form  of  funeral  service  and  the  form  of  anniversary  ser¬ 
vice,  adopted  at  this  session,  copyrighted  at  as  early  a  day  as  possible. 

30.  Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  B.  W.  Grand  Lodge  be  and  are  here¬ 
by  tendered  to  the  public  press  of  the  city  of  Atlanta  for  their  enterprise  and 
promptness  in  the  procuring  and  publishing  comprehensive  proceedings  of 
this  B.  W.  Grand  Body  during  the  present  session. 

31.  Whereas,  The  reception  accorded  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
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States  on  the  occasion  of  its  annual  session  at  the  beautiful  capital  of 
Georgia,  by  our  brother  Odd  Fellows  of  the  jurisdiction,  by  the  public  au¬ 
thorities  of  the  State  of  Georgia  and  city  of  Atlanta,  by  our  brethren  of  the 
Masonic  Fraternity,  and  by  the  citizens  at  large,  has  been  most  cordial  and 
magnanimous;  indeed,  almost  oppressive  in  its  influence  upon  our  hearts; 

And  Whereas,  The  profound  sensibilities  which  these  kind  and  generous 
courtesies  have  awakened,  not  only  challenge  our  admiration  and  sincere  re¬ 
spect,  but  demand  an  utterance  of  our  gratitude;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  princely  hospitalities  and  kindly  greetings  which  have 
met  us  upon  every  hand  during  our  sojourn  among  this  refined  and  intelli¬ 
gent  people,  will  be  long  remembered  and  cherished  as  an  unmistakable  ex¬ 
pression  of  their  sympathy  with  the  exalted  principles  of  that  noble  Order, 
whose  willing  servants  we  are,  and  whose  sovereignty  we  here  represent. 

32.  Resolved,  That  to  the  Honorables  Ex-Governor  Brown,  Mayor  Spen¬ 
cer,  and  Ex-Senator  Miller,  and  to  all  whom  they  represent,  including  Odd 
Fellows,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  citizens  at  large,  and  to  the  press  of  the  city 
of  Atlanta,  we  owe  our  grateful  thanks,  and  hereby  desire  to  assure  them 
that  the  memory  of  their  kind  offices  will  be  borne  with  us  to  our  homes,  to 
be  long  treasured,  and  often  thought  of  in  connection  with  our  visit  to  the 
Empire  State  of  the  South,  and  its  warm-hearted  and  generous  people. 

33.  Resolved,  That  our  most  unfeigned  acknowledgments  are  due  to  the 
ladies  of  Atlanta,  for  their  especial,  assiduous,  and  unremitting  attentions  to 
the  Grand  Representatives,  and  especially  to  the  ladies  accompanying  on 
this  occasion. 

34.  Resolved,  That  to  the  Sir  Knights  of  Coeur-de-Lion  Commandery  of 
Knights-Templar  of  Atlanta,  we  tender  the  assurance  that  the  recollection  of 
our  visit  to  their  Asylum,  and  of  their  magnanimous  reception  of  our  fra¬ 
ternity,  will  ever  be  cherished  by  us,  as  the  tarrying  for  a  brief,  but  most 
pleasant  period  in  one  of  the  green  spots  by  the  wayside  of  life’s  rugged 
journey. 

35.  Resolved,  That  we  appreciate  the  courtesy  and  hospitality  of  the  gen¬ 
tlemen  of  the  Atlanta  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  beg  to  return  to  them  our 
warmest  thanks  for  the  pleasure  they  have  given  us,  and  to  reciprocate  the 
hope,  expressed  by  so  many  of  our  newly  made  Southern  acquaintances, 
that  the  feelings  and  interests  of  all  sections  of  our  common  country  may 
be,  for  all  time  to  come,  mutual  and  indissolubly  united. 

36.  Resolved,  That  as  a  slight  token  of  the  good  faith  of  the  foregoing  reso¬ 
lutions,  and  of  our  desire  to  leave  in  the  city  of  Atlanta  some  memento  of 
our  visit,  which  we  trust  may  not  be  unacceptable  to  our  kind  friends  of  the 
South,  the  R.W.  Grand  Secretary  is  hereby  requested  to  forward,  as  soon  as  it 
can  conveniently  be  done,  a  full  set  of  the  bound  Journals  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  United  States,  including  the  proceedings  of  the  present  session, 
to  the  State  Library  of  Georgia,  asking  acceptance  of  the  same  as  a  slight  in¬ 
dication  of  the  pleasurable  experiences  of  the  members  of  this  body  at  this 
annual  communication. 

37.  Resolved,  That  copies  of  the  foregoing  resolutions,  under  seal  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  and  attested  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  be  sent,  severally,  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Georgia,  to  each  of  the  Subordinate  Lodges  of  Atlanta,  the 
Mayor  of  Atlanta,  Coeur-de-Lion  Commandery,  and  the  Atlanta  Board  of 
Trade,  and  also  be  furnished  to  the  papers  of  the  city  for  publication. 

38.  Resolved,  That  in  the  death  of  the  Senior  Past  Grand  Sire,  Samuel  H. 
Perkins,  the  Grand  Lodge  recognizes  the  loss  of  a  brother  whose  eminent  ser¬ 
vices  entitle  him  to  the  love  of  the  brotherhood,  and  his  character,  to  the  re¬ 
spect  and  esteem  of  all  lovers  of  the  welfare  and  happiness  of  the  human  race. 

Resolved,  That  in  the  life  of  our  beloved  brother  we  find  beautifully  illus¬ 
trated  the  virtues  which  adorn  the  noblest  of  our  race,  a  philanthropist  in 
the  highest  sense  of  the  word,  a  gentleman  of  rich  and  varied  culture.  His 
excellence  was  so  uniformly  displayed,  his  character  so  well  balanced,  that 
it  is  impossible  to  discriminate  as  to  the  particular  grace  in  which  he  was 
pre-eminent.  He  was  one  of  the  masterpieces  of  God’s  creation.

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  tenders  its  cordial  and  fraternal  sympathy 
to  the  family  of  the  deceased  for  their  great  bereavement,  and  begs  leave  to 
commend  them  for  the  only  consolation  that  earth  can  afford,  to  the  veil- 
spent  and  lovely  life  of  our  brother,  and  above  all  to  Hni,  who  doeth  all 
things  well.  May  His  spirit  dwell  in  their  hearts  for  evermore. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  directed  to  forward  a  copy  of  the 
action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  relation  to  the  death  of  Past  Grand  Sire 
Peekixs,  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania,  and  to  the  family  of  the  de¬ 
ceased. 

The  first,  second,  and  third  resolutions  were  complied  with  immediately 
after  the  close  of  the  last  session. 

Before  complying  with  the  direction  contained  in  the  fourth  resolution,  it 
was  deemed  advisable  to  correspond  with  T.  Rodgeks  John  sox,  Grand  Sec¬ 
retary,  San  Francisco,  to  whom  the  Journal  for  P.  G.  Pep.  Schvatka  was 
sent,  and  from  him  it  was  learned  that  the  book  was  forwarded  as  directed 
by  Bro.  Schvatka,  but  the  transmission  was  delayed  by  the  party  in  San 
Francisco,  to  whom  the  package  was  delivered.  A  letter  from  Bro.  Schvatka 
acknowledges  the  receipt  of  the  volume  sent  from  this  office,  June  4,  1874. 

As  required  by  the  fifth  and  sixth  resolutions,  the  German  translation  of 
the  ceremony  for  instituting  Subordinate  Lodges  was  corrected  by  the 
author,  and  has  been  printed  with  the  installation  ceremony  and  supplied 
in  book  form  to  all  jurisdictions  ordering  it. 

The  plate  and  cards  authorized  by  the  seventh,  eighth,  and  ninth  resolu¬ 
tions,  were  procured  soon  after  the  adjournment,  and  the  cards  supplied  to 
all  Grand  Lodges  sending  orders  for  them. 

The  Grand  Lodges  of  Nebraska,  North  Carolina,  New  York,  Vermont.  Mis¬ 
souri,  California,  Delaware,  Texas,  Tennessee,  and  West  Virginia;  the  Sub¬ 
ordinate  Lodges  in  Montana;  the  Grand  Encampments  of  Nebraska,  New 
York,  Delaware.  Texas,  Connecticut,  Tennessee,  and  the  Subordinate  En¬ 
campment  in  Montana,  received  credit  for  old  rituals  destroyed,  having 
furnished,  within  the  prescribed  time,  the  return  entitling  them  to  credit  in 
accordance  with  the  tenth  and  eleventh  resolutions. 

In  obedience  to  the  twelfth  resolution.  I  placed  S48. 74  to  the  credit  of  the 
Grand  Encampment  of  Nebraska,  the  amount  of  dues  paid  by  the  Subordi¬ 
nate  Encampments  of  Nebraska  during  the  year  1872. 

The  proper  credit,  as  directed  in  the  thirteenth  resolution,  was  promptly 
made.  The  jurisdiction  referred  to,  applied  for  a  copy  of  the  revised 
Journal  for  each  Rebekah  Degree  Lodge,  but  no  authority  for  such  a  distri¬ 
bution  having  been  given  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  I  declined  to  furnish  them. 

The  fourteenth  resolution  was  duly  complied  with. 

The  money  and  notes  from  the  Grand  Encampment  of  South  Carolina, 
as  authorized  by  the  fifteenth  resolution,  were  promptly  received;  credited 
to  the  account  of  that  body,  and  paid  to  the  Grand  Treasurer. 

In  obedience  to  the  sixteenth  resolution,  the  Charter  therein  referred  to 
was  delivered  to  Friendly  Union  Lodge.  The  correspondence  of  the  occa¬ 
sion  is  herewith  submitted. 

Efforts  to  procure  a  suitable  fire-proof  apartment  for  the  library,  etc.,  have 
been  made,  but  without  success  in  obtaining  such  accommodations  as  are 
needed  for  the  safe  preservation  of,  and  free  access  to  the  property,  conse¬ 
quently  the  authority  conveyed  by  the  seventeenth  resolution  has  not  been 
used.  It  is  believed,  however,  that  suitable  rooms  for  the  desired  purpose 
will  be  obtainable  at  an  early  day. 

The  documents,  as  directed  by  the  eighteenth  resolution,  have  been  care¬ 
fully  preserved. 

The  authority  conferred  by  the  nineteenth  resolution,  has  been  availed  of 
to  make  a  few  changes  in  the  forms  of  reports. 

Resolutions  twenty,  twenty-one,  and  twenty-two  require  Charters  to  be  is¬ 
sued  to  certain  Grand  and  Subordinate  Bodies  instituted  during  the  recess, 
and  some  of  them  have  applied  for  “Charters,”  believing  they  were  entitled 
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to  a  different  instrument  than  that  furnished  at  the  institution.  It  is  prop¬ 
er  to  say,  that  a  Warrant  issued  by  the  Grand  Sire  during  the  recess,  is,  by 
Section  1  of  Article  IV.  of  the  Constitution,  “of  force  until  recalled  by  this 
Grand  Lodge,”  hence,  unless  specially  directed,  no  other  instrument  is  is¬ 
sued. 

The  Warrants  authorized  by  the  twenty-third,  twenty-fourth,  twenty-fifth, 
and  twenty-sixth  resolutions  were  duly  issued,  and  the  bodies  regularly  in¬ 
stituted.  The  returns  of  the  officers  deputed  for  such  service,  are  herewith 
presented. 

A  new  bond  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  was  substituted  for  the  one  given  at 
the  last  session,  after  approval  by  the  Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Secretary,  in 
pursuance  of  the  twenty-seventh  resolution. 

The  request  made,  as  directed  by  the  twenty-eighth  resolution,  was 
promptly  responded  to,  and  the  address  appears  on  pages  6331  and  6332  of 
the  Journal. 

The  copyrights  required  to  be  obtained  by  the  twenty-ninth  resolution 
(as  directed  by  the  Committee  on  Printing  Supplies)  were  procured  as  soon 
as  the  works  were  ready  for  publication. 

The  thirtieth  resolution  was  complied  with  by  the  publication  of  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  in  the  newspapers  of  Atlanta. 

The  series  of  resolutions  numbered  from  thirty-one  to  thirty-five,  were 
executed  as  early  as  possible.  The  proceedings,  commemorative  of  the  visit, 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  the  State  of  Georgia,  were  placed  on  Diploma  Blanks, 
and  promptly  transmitted  as  indicated  in  the  thirty-seventh  resolution, 
through  the  kind  offices  of  Bro.  L.  J.  Glenn.,  G.  Rep.  The  acknowledg¬ 
ments,  so  far  as  received,  accompany  this  report. 

The  thirty-sixth  resolution  was  not  carried  into  effect  until  a  late  day  in 
July,  awaiting  the  index  to  volumes  6,  7,  and  8,  in  order  to  make  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  complete.  I  concluded  to  delay  no  longer,  but  have  seven  volumes 
specially  bound  for  the  presentation,  and  transmit  the  eighth  volume  when 
the  index  referred  to  is  furnished.  Bro.  Luther  J.  Glenn,  Grand  Represen¬ 
tative,  was  requested  to  become  the  medium  for  conveying  your  gift  to  the 
State  Library  of  Georgia;  who  performed  the  duty  assigned,  as  will  appear 
by  the  documents  accompanying. 

The  proceeding  of  the  Grand  Lodge  on  the  announcement  of  the  decease 
of  Past  Grand  Sire  Perkins,  designated  as  thirty-eight,  was  engrossed  and 
copies  transmitted  to  Bro.  J.  W.  Stokes,  R.  W.  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  who  de¬ 
livered  them  to  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania,  and  the  family  of 
the  deceased.  The  correspondence  of  the  occasion  is  herewith  submitted. 

GENERAL  CORRESPONDENCE - REPORT  ON. 

The  correspondence  of  the  year  has  been  as  voluminous  as  in  any  of  its 
predecessors.  The  foreign  as  well  as  the  home  Grand  Bodies,  through  their 
Grand  Secretaries  and  Grand  Scribes,  have  generally  promptly  advised  of 
the  condition  and  progress  of  the  Order  in  their  several  jurisdictions,  and 
it  will  be  seen  that  the  laborers  have  been  earnest  and  active;  though  in. 
some  instances  unsuccessful  in  retaining  the  membership  held  a  year  ago. 
It  is  gratifying  to  state  that  a  decrease  in  membership  is  exhibited  in  a  very 
few  jurisdictions,  and  where  such  has  resulted  it  cannot  be  attributed  to 
want  of  zeal  and  ability  on  the  part  of  the  officers,  who  have  labored  un¬ 
tiringly  to  counteract  the  effect  of  a  general  prostration  of  the  business  in¬ 
terests  of  the  country. 

The  following  summary,  presenting  a  view  of  the  condition  of  the  Order 
in  the  several  jurisdictions,  is  submitted  : 

Alabama. — Bro.  Wm.  A.  Shields,  the  faithful  Grand  Secretary  of  this  ju¬ 
risdiction,  forwarded  his  report  on  the  10th  of  April,  and  expressed  his  re¬ 
gret  that  ill  health  prevented  its  earlier  transmission.  Concerning  the  Order 
in  this  important  field  of  labor,  he  says  : 

“We  have  increased  in  Lodges  more  than  in  membership  during  the  past 
year,  but  the  growth  in  the  latter,  though  small,  is  very  healthy — only  the 
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best  material  being  taken  in,  while  the  worthless  and  unprofitable  are  grad¬ 
ually  falling  out  of  ranks  by  reason  of  being  ‘  dropped  from  the  rolls  for 
non-payment  of  dues.’ 

“  Though  we  make  but  a  poor  appearance  as  compared  with  many  of  our 
sister  jurisdictions,  we  live  in  the  hope  that  better  things  are  in  store  for  us 
in  the  near  future,  and  that,  ere  long,  Alabama  will  attain  the  rank  in  Odd 
Fellowship  to  which  her  population  justly  entitles  her. 

“  It  is  a  matter  of  regret  to  me  that  I  am  unable  to  make  a  report  of  the  Re- 
bekah  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction.  Two  only  of  the  Lodges  have  reported, 
and  they  are  so  unsatisfactory  it  is  impossible  to  make  a  return  to  the  G.  L. 
of  U.  S.” 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Encampment  was  received  February  26th,  from 
Richard  E.  Jones,  R.  W.  Grand  Scribe,  and  exhibits  a  slight  increase  in 
membership. 

Arizona. — No  direct  information  from  Arizona  Lodge,  No.  1,  has  been  re¬ 
ceived.  From  the  report  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California,  it  appears  the 
supervision  of  that  body  has  terminated. 

Arkansas. — The  faithful  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  this  juris¬ 
diction,  Bro.  Thomas  R.  Welch,  transmitted  the  report  on  the  15th  of  June, 
with  an  accompanying  letter  herewith  presented,  which  fully  explains  the 
situation  : 

“  I  have  delayed  until  the  present  sending  the  annual  report  to  the  R.  W. 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  in  the  hope  that  I  would  receive  reports 
from  all  the  working  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction.  In  this  I  have  been 
disappointed,  some  of  our  Subordinate  Lodges  having  failed  to  make  any 
report  to  this  office.  Our  beloved  Order  has  passed  through  many  and 
severe  trials  during  the  year.  Our  whole  State  Was  thrown  into  terrible 
confusion  by  the  political  revolutions  of  last  year,  and  our  city  was  the 
scene  of  embattled  hosts  marshalled  under  opposing  commanders  to  main¬ 
tain  the  authority  of  rival  Governors.  Thank  God,  our  political  sky  has 
been  cleared  of  all  war-clouds,  and  peace  and  prosperity  are  the  heritage  of 
our  people.  At  no  time  for  many  years  was  the  prospect  of  extending  our 
beloved  Order  throughout  the  State  as  good  as  it  is  at  present.  Our  num¬ 
bers  are  slightly  reduced  by  the  troubles  and  the  financial  distress  of  the 
State ;  but  we  hope  that  returning  prosperity  to  our  people  will  again  in¬ 
crease  our  Lodges  and  strengthen  their  influence  to  do  good.  With  the 
blessing  of  God  upon  the  labor  of  our  members,  we  hope  to  make  a  much 
more  favorable  report  for  the  year  1875.” 

Of  the  eleven  Encampments  instituted  in  this  State,  five  only  have  report¬ 
ed.  Bro.  P.  0.  Hooper,  the  faithful  D.  D.  G.  Sire,  in  a  letter  dated  July 
22d,  says, 

“I  have  made  every  effort  to  get  reports  from  the  Subordinate  Encamp¬ 
ments,  and,  so  far,  without  success.  This  branch  of  the  Order  does  not  seem 
to  prosper  in  this  State,  and  I  am  now  endeavoring  to  form  a  Grand  En¬ 
campment,  which  I  hope  may  be  instituted  in  the  fall,  and  stimulate  the 
Encampments  to  action.” 

Australia. — See  Foreign  Correspondence. 

British  Columbia. — The  report  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  this  Province  was 
received  on  the  13th  of  April,  from  Bro.  James  D.  Robinson,  R.  W.  Grand 
Secretary,  and  exhibits  a  small  increase  in  membership  since  the  institution 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  April  25,  1874. 

Vancouver  Encampment,  No.  1,  continues  subordinate  to  the  Grand  En¬ 
campment  of  California,  and  reported  to  that  body  a  membership  of  fifty-six 
on  the  31st  of  December,  1874. 

California. — No  special  advice  from  this  great  jurisdiction  has  reached 
this  office.  The  reports  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand  Encampment, 
through  the  courtesy  of  the  faithful  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Scribe,  Bro. 
T.  Rodgers  Johnson,  were  received  on  the  1st  of  May.  Notwithstanding  the 
withdrawal  of  the  membership  of  British  Columbia  and  Arizona,  the  report  of 
the  Gr.  Lodge  exhibits  an  increase  of  nearly  six  hundred  members.  The 
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membership  in  the  Encampment  branch,  on  account  of  the  withdrawal  of 
the  six  Encampments  in  Nevada,  is  slightly  decreased. 

Chile. — See  Foreign  Correspondence. 

Colorado. — The  E.  W.  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Scribe,  Bro.  Henry  E. 
Hyatt,  whose  promptness  is  commendable,  transmitted  the  reports  of  the  Gr. 
Lodge  and  Grand  Encampment  at  an  early  day.  The  former  reached  this 
office  on  the  17tli,  and  the  latter  on  the  20th  of  March.  From  his  accom¬ 
panying  letters  I  quote  as  follows  : 

“lam  laboring  under  many  (and  in  some  cases  serious)  disadvantages, 
on  account  of  papers  of  the  action  of  the  late  Grand  Secretary  not  being 
passed  to  my  hands — amongst  others  the  duplicate  copy  of  returns  to  the 
G.  L.  of  U.  S.  for  the  year  1873. 

“  I  have,  however,  taken  the  S.  A.  returns  for  a  basis,  and  think  I  have  the 
report  correct. 

“Again,  the  blanks  for  S.  A.  returns  distributed  by  the  late  Gr.  Secretary 
were  not  well  understood;  consequently  the  number  of  weeks  for  which 
benefits  were  paid  were  not  generally  reported  to  June  30,  1874;  but  I  hope 
to  produce  uniformity  in  the  S.  A.  returns  by  having  new  blanks  generally 
distributed.  The  Order  in  this  distant  jurisdiction  is  in  a  healthy  condi¬ 
tion,  numerically  and  financially. 

“  Our  increase  in  the  Encampment  branch  of  our  beloved  Order  during 
the  past  year  is  very  small,  but  we  are  looking  for  great  improvements  dur¬ 
ing  the  current  year;  and  when  we  become  a  State,  I  trust  the  entire  Order 
will  start  out  with  renewed  vigor,  and  advance  in  prosperity.” 

Connecticut. — The  excellent  and  able  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Scribe 
of  this  enterprising  jurisdiction,  Bro.  Frederick  Botsfoed,  is  always  among 
the  earliest  to  transmit  the  annual  returns,  hence  the  report  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  reached  this  office  on  the  26th  of  January,  the  Grand  Encampment 
on  the  10th  of  February. 

The  report  of  only  one  Grand  Body  was  received  in  advance  of  Con¬ 
necticut.  From  the  interesting  and  gratifying  letter  of  this  valued  corre¬ 
spondent  I  make  the  following  extract : 

“Herewith  please  find  annual  report  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Connecticut 
for  the  year  1874.  In  view  of  the  present  depressed  condition  of  all  busi¬ 
ness  interests  in  this  State,  the  exhibit  is  peculiarly  gratifying,  showing  as 
it  does  an  advance  (though  small)  in  numerical  strength  and  financial  abil¬ 
ity.  Our  gain  in  membership  is  four  hundred  and  nineteen,  and  in  Lodges 
five,  since  last  report.  The  last  Lodge — Lessing,  No.  94,  of  Bridgeport — was 
instituted  December  14,  1874.  and,  consequently,  its  membership  is  not  in¬ 
cluded  in  my  report.  My  worthy  and  respected  predecessor,  Past  Grand 
Secretary,  Lucius  A.  Thomas,  in  his  preface  to  the  second  volume  of  the 
bound  Journal  of  Proceedings,  says  'At  the  commencement  of  the  present 
volume  (1850)  there  were  sixty-eight  Lodges,  with  a  constituency  of  5,878, 
and  a  fund  of  more  than  $50,000;’  and  at  the  time  of  writing  that  preface 
(1860)  he  further  says,  ‘there  are  now  twenty-six  Lodges,  with  a  member¬ 
ship  of  1,630  and  a  fund  of  $41,000;’  and  in  conclusion  further  says,  in  lan¬ 
guage  prophetic,  ‘  as  in  all  human  affairs,  reaction  always  follows  depres¬ 
sion,  we  may  confidently  look  with  hope  to  a  revival  of  the  Order  in  the 
State;  and  though  it  may  not  reach  its  former  numbers,  it  will  doubtless 
have  more  of  strength,  permanency,  and  utility.’  The  opinion  of  that  vet¬ 
eran  Odd  Fellow  has  been  more  than  verified.  .  We  have  now  forty-one 
Lodges,  4,966  members,  and  a  general  fund  of  one  hundred  and  thirteen  thou¬ 
sand  one  hundred  and  ninety-eight  dollars  and  four  cents.  And  viewing  the  field 
from  my  official  stand-point,  I  predict  that  the  end  is  not  yet ;  that  in  this 
jurisdiction  the  word  is  ‘still  onward,’  and  that  the  next  decade  will  de¬ 
velop  a  strength  in  our  noble  fraternity  beyond  the  brightest  anticipations 
of  the  most  enthusiastic  Odd  Fellow. 

“  That  your  life  and  health  may  long  be  spared  to  labor  in  the  glorious 
cause,  is  the  earnest  prayer  of  your  devoted  friend,  admirer,  and  brother.” 

Dakota. — The  reports  of  the  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction  were  received  in 
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good  season,  and  notwithstanding  the  afflictions  sustained  by  the  brethren 
of  the  Territory  during  the  year,  the  returns  represent  a  favorable  condition 
of  the  Order. 

Two  new  Encampments — Yankton,  Xo.  2,  at  Yankton,  and  Hesperian,  Xo. 
3,  at  Elk  Point — have  been  instituted  during  the  recess,  with  flattering  pros¬ 
pects  of  success. 

The  very  efficient  D.  D.  G.  Sire,  Bro.  T.  -J.  Kixkaid.  has  manifested  his 
usual  activity  in  promoting  the  good  of  the  Order  in  the  Territory  under  his 
supervision,  and  thus  writes  concerning  the  present  condition  and  future 
prospect  in  Dakota  : 

‘•Herewith  I  inclose  to  you  my  report  of  the  institution  of  Yankton  En¬ 
campment.  Xo.  2,  as  per  instructions  and  commission.  The  time  set  for  the 
institution  of  the  Encampment  was  on  the  26th  day  of  April,  but  owing  to 
the  high  water  in  the  Missouri  Paver  and  in  the  Big  Sioux  Biver,  the  rail¬ 
road  bridge  was  carried  away  by  the  flood  and  the  track  was  washed  away 
for  six  miles,  which  prevented  my  going  to  Yankton  until  the  4th  of  May, 
but  the  brethren  had  a  grand  good  time  in  Y'ankton,  celebrating  the  fifty- 
sixth  anniversary  of  our  Order  in  the  17.  S.  The  day  was  very  fine,  and  the 
military  brass  band  was  down  from  Fort  Randall,  and  a  good  many  of  the 
members  of  Echo  Lodge,  Xo.  2,  were  down,  and  they  all  say  that  they  en¬ 
joyed  themselves;  though  it  was  a  great  disappointment  to  the  members  of 
Echo  Lodge  who  came  down  to  join  the  Encampment,  but  they  will  be  grati¬ 
fied  at  a  future  time.  I  instituted  the  Encampment,  installed  the  officers,  and 
conferred  the  three  Encampment  degrees  oh  ten  applicants,  and  five  more 
were  balloted  for  and  elected.  I  worked  all  night  until  half-past  six  o'clock 
in  the  morning,  and  I  stayed  the  next  day  with  them  and  posted  them  up. 
They  were  all  well  pleased.  There  will  be  an  effort  made  to  have  the  Deputy 
Grand  Sire  appointed  in  the  Territory  for  the  next  year,  and  I  hope  they 
may  succeed  and  get  one  who  will  be  acceptable  to  all  the  Lodges. 
Some  of  them  want  me  continued  until  they  get  a  constitutional  number  of 
Lodges  in  the  Territory  to  have  a  Grand  Lodge  of  their  own;  and  others 
want  the  office  forthwith.  Some  want  a  Grand  Lodge  now.  but  I  do  not 
believe  it  will  be  for  the  good  of  the  Order  to  establish  a  Grand  Lodge  in 
the  Territory  until  they  have  a  constitutional  number  of  Lodges.  Some  of 
the  Lodges  can  hardly  live  now,  and  if  they  have  another  grasshopper  raid 
in  the  Territory  this  year,  I  look  for  some  of  the  Lodges  to  surrender  their 
Charters;  and,  on  the  contrary,  if  they  should  have  a  good  crop  this  season, 
I  am  sure  I  can  have  two  more  Lodges  instituted  in  the  Territory  before  the 
first  of  January,  1876.  They  would  have  been  in  good  running  order  now 
but  for  the  pests  of  grasshoppers  last  year.  I  tell  the  brothers  to  have  pa¬ 
tience,  and  all  things  will  work  together  for  good.  "Whether  I  remain  their 
Deputy  or  not,  I  will  do  all  I  can  to  cany  on  the  good  work  in  their  juris¬ 
diction.” 

Delaware. — Bro.  Isaac  W.  Haelaai,  the  esteemed,  prompt,  and  earnest 
Grand  Secretary,  transmitted  the  report  of  the  Grand  Lodge  on  the  17th  of 
February,  and  his  example,  as  well  as  others  who  make  an  effort  to  furnish 
the  report  at  an  early  day,  is  highly  commended.  The  accompanying  letter 
is  interesting,  and  a  faithful  exhibit  of  the  condition  of  the  Order,  which, 
though  not  as  favorable  as  was  hoped  for,  is,  under  the  circumstances,  not 
discouraging : 

••  In  submitting  the  annual  report  of  this  jurisdiction  for  the  year  1874.  I 
cannot  regard  it  as  an  opportunity  for  favorable  comment  upon  the  success 
of  our  work.  That  we  are  losing  in  membership  is  a  fact  made  painfully 
apparent  by  reference  to  the  statistics.  That  the  financial  situation  is  un¬ 
satisfactory.  the  following  figures  will  show:  Total  expenses  for  the  year,  in¬ 
cluding  relief  and  for  other  purposes,  S28.477.63  :  total  receipts,  $18,150.18. 
showing  a  deficit  of  over  $10,000,  to  be  made  up  from  reserve  and  invested 
funds.  This  deplorable  condition  of  affairs  is  mainly  due,  with  other  causes, 
to  the  utter  inability,  experienced  by  a  great  number  of  our  brotherhood,  to 
obtain  remunerative  employment — thus  entailing  suspensions  and  decreas- 
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ing  revenue.  Tlie  surety  against  bankruptcy  is  in  the  enactment  of  a  law 
equalizing  dues  and  benefits. 

“Since  my  last  report  one  Lodge  has  ceased  to  work,  but  within  the  last 
three  months  two  others  have  been  instituted;  so  that  we  have  one  more 
Subordinate  than  heretofore  reported.  This  slight  increase  in  the  number 
of  Lodges,  the  first  for  many  years,  may  be  the  advance  guard  of  greater 
prosperity,  and  a  hopeful  indication  for  a  brighter  look  out  next  year. 

“Rebekah  Degree  Lodges  find  but  small  favor  in  our  State.  Their  many 
advantages  are  apparently  not  known,  or  are  entirely  overlooked.  There  is 
but  one  Lodge  of  this  branch  of  the  Order  in  this  jurisdiction,  but  its  prog¬ 
ress  is  impeded  by  some  cause  not  reported.  The  statement  inclosed  will 
show  a  decrease  in  membership  and  a  slight  gain  financially. 

“The  most  pleasant  feature  of  this  report  consists  in  the  ability  to  pre¬ 
sent  it  at  an  early  day.” 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Encampment  was  transmitted  by  Bro.  Edwin 
Hirst,  R.  W.  Grand  Scribe,  on  the  21st  of  July.  An  examination  of  the 
document  indicates  this  branch  of  the  Order  to  be  in  a  healthy  condition, 
though  not  increasing  in  membership. 

District  of  Columbia. — The  accomplished  Grand  Secretary  of  this  juris¬ 
diction,  Bro.  P.  Hall  Sweet,  presented  the  return  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in 
good  season,  as  it  reached  this  office  on  the  8th  of  March,  accompanied  with 
the  following  letter  : 

“You  will  perceive,  by  comparing  this  with  my  last  annual  report,  a 
slight  decrease  in  initiations  and  membership,  but,  in  view  of  all  the  cir¬ 
cumstances  by  which  we  have  been  surrounded  (so  many  being  out  of  em¬ 
ployment),  the  Order  here  has  done  nobly.  The  future,  I  trust,  will  develop 
a  higher  degree  of  prosperity;  and  not  forgetful  of  our  high  calling,  may  we 
exemplify  in  our  lives  the  sublime  teachings  of  this  great  brotherhood.” 

Bro.  L.  B.  Allyn,  the  energetic  Grand  Scribe,  presented  the  report  of  the 
Grand  Encampment  on  the  ‘21st  of  January,  the  first  received  at  this  office, 
and  thus  referred  to  the  condition  of  the  Patriarchal  branch  of  the  Order: 

“You  will  perceive  that  financially  we  have  improved,  but  in  numbers 
decreased.  There  has  been  some  ‘weeding,’ and  I  think  the  Subordinates 
are  now  in  good  working  trim,  and  our  next  report  will  show  the  effect  of 
the  pruning.” 

Florida. — This  jurisdiction  has  sustained  during  the  year  the  loss  of  its 
Grand  Secretary,  C.  H.  Fisher,  and  its  Grand  Master,  Bro.  Alex.  L.  Bull — a 
serious  affliction  to  the  brotherhood,  who  could  illy  spare  the  devoted  labor¬ 
ers.  The  present  highly-esteemed  Grand  Secretary,  Bro.  0.  E.  Dyke,  Jr., 
transmitted  the  report  of  the  Grand  Lodge  on  the  11th  of  March.  A  slight 
decrease  in  membership  is  exhibited. 

Bro.  Samuel  Quaile,  the  efficient  D.  D.  Grand  Sire,  in  his  letter  of  Jan¬ 
uary  9th,  accompanying  the  reports  of  Aucilla  Encampment,  No.  2,  and  Ex¬ 
celsior  Encampment,  No.  4,  wrote  : 

“Our  repiorts  for  the  past  year  are  not  very  flattering,  yet  we  have  no 
cause  to  be  discouraged,  for  we  know  our  cause  is  a  good  one,  and  if  prop¬ 
erly  conducted  we  must  prosper.” 

An  appilication  for  Key  West  Encampment,  No.  5,  was  made  on  the  29th 
of  March,  and  the  Encampment  duly  instituted  by  Bro.  Chas.  A.  Fulwood, 
at  Key  West,  on  the  5th  of  July,  with  fair  prospects  of  success,  as  the 
brethren  are  certified  as  earnest,  intelligent,  and  thoroughly  devoted  to  the 
Order. 

Georgia. — On  the  4t.h  of  June  the  returns  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand 
Encampment  were  received  from  the  faithful  and  efficient  Grand  Secretary 
and  Grand  Scribe,  Bro.  John  G.  Deitz,  accompanied  by  the  following  in 
reference  to  this  valuable  and  enterprising  jurisdiction  : 

“  Herewith  find  annual  reports  of  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand  Encampment 
of  this  jurisdiction,  much  later  than  I  intended,  but  the  best  I  could  do,  as 
some  of  the  Subordinates  have  failed  in  their  returns  to  this  office.  I  very 
much  regret  that,  with  an  increase  of  the  number  of  Lodges,  our  member-

ship  has  fallen  off.  Still  I  have  strong  hopes  of  the  future.  The  number  of 
suspensions  is  unusually  large,  which  I  regret  to  have  to  record.  There  is  a 
strong  effort  making  to  increase  the  number  of  Lodges.  Some  eight  have 
been  instituted  since  our  last  annual  session,  and  from  all  accounts  they 
will  become  active,  and  exert  considerable  influence  in  their  respective 
neighborhoods.  The  fact  of  Georgia  having  been  honored  by  the  meeting 
of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  within  her  borders  has  had 
the  effect  of  bringing  some  excellent  material  into  the  Order — men  who 
except  for  that  would  not  have  sought  the  institution.  I  assure  you,  our 
people  were  not  aware  of  the  fact  that  our  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States  was  composed  of  such  a  number  of  representative  men.  I  am  sure  the 
moving  feature  of  our  R.  W.  Grand  Body  is  a  good  one,  as  it  enables  the 
people  outside  of  our  Order  to  see  what  material  our  national  Grand  Lodge 
is  composed  of.” 

German  Empire. — See  Foreign  Correspondence. 

Idaho. — No  information  concerning  the  Subordinates  in  this  Territory  has 
reached  this  office,  except  that  contained  in  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Oregon.  The  Lodges  continue  to  work  under  the  Charters  grant¬ 
ed  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Oregon,  and  have  not  applied  for  Warrants,  as 
authorized  in  1873. 

Illinois. — On  the  23d  of  April  the  report  of  the  Grand  Lodge  was  received 
from  the  prompt  and  efficient  Grand  Secretary,  Bro.  N.  C.  Nason.  An  in¬ 
crease  of  nearly  two  thousand  members  is  noted.  Bro.  Nason  furnished  a 
German  translation  of  the  anniversary  ceremony,  and  also  of  the  new  fu¬ 
neral  ceremony.  The  latter  the  Committee  on  Printing  Supplies  ordered 
printed,  to  supply  a  considerable  demand.  I  present  the  following  letter 
from  this  accomplished  officer  on  the  subject  of  Degree  Lodges  of  the  Daugh¬ 
ters  of  Rebekah  : 

“Herewith  I  hand  you  the  report  of  our  Rebekah  Degree  Lodge  for  1874. 
There  is  a  discrepancy  of  137  in  the  membership,  as  claimed  by  the  Lodges 
and  shown  by  the  summary.  The  reports  of  the  Lodges  are  in  a  sad  state  of 
confusion,  and  I  have  no  data  from  which  to  correct  their  errors  and  discrep¬ 
ancies.  Number  of  Lodges  at  beginning  of  year,  65;  instituted  during  year, 
14;  closed  during  year,  15,  number  at  end  of  year,  64;  of  which  forty  only 
have  made  any  pretence  of  reporting. 

“There  seems  to  be  no  prospect  that  the  good  results  hoped  for  and  ex¬ 
pected  from  the  legislation  authorizing  these  Lodges  will  ever  be  realized. 
So  far  as  I  can  learn,  the  experience  of  other  jurisdictions  in  this  respect  is 
about  the  same  as  that  of  Illinois.” 

Also  the  following,  dated  August  19,  1875  : 

“By  the  close  of  1874,  the  Order  in  this  jurisdiction  had  fully  recovered 
from  the  effects  of  the  depressing  influences  of  the  year  1873.  A  net  gain  of 
30  Working  Lodges  and  1,843  contributing  members,  and  an  increase  in  rev¬ 
enue  of  Subordinates  of  $23,496.34,  are  gratifying  evidences  of  general  pros¬ 
perity;  while  a  decrease  of  $4,313.81  in  aggregate  expenditure  for  relief,  and 
an  unlooked-for  diminution  in  the  death  rate,  indicate  favorable  conditions 
as  to  health  and  comfort  among  the  membership. 

“A  comparative  analysis  of  the  statistics  of  the  last  two  years  furnishes 
the  following  items  :

“The  membership  of  Lodges  from  which  reports  were  due  (455  in  1873 
and  489  in  1874),  is  taken  as  the  basis  in  arriving  at  the  above  figures,  and 
the  average  membership  of  the  two  years  (22,575  in  1873,  and  24,273  in  1874), 
for  all  items  except  the  first. 

“The  reported  number  of  weeks  sickness  for  which  benefits  were  paid 
(5,984),  affords  no  foundation  for  estimates  of  any  value;  because,  first,  this 
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item  lias  not  heretofore  been  called  for  in  this  jurisdiction;  second,  persistent 
efforts  have  failed  to  secure  complete  returns;  third,  up  to  1874,  a  large  pro¬ 
portion  of  our  Lodges  paid  only  nominal  benefits,  granting  donations  in  ad¬ 
dition  to  members  who  seemed  to  need  aid. 

“It  will  be  seen  that  the  amount  paid  for  relief  purposes  was  but  18f  per¬ 
cent.  of  the  entire  receipts.  What  the  proportion  of  working  expenses  was  I 
have  no  means  of  determining  with  any  degree  of  certainty;  but,  from  the 
latest  data  at  hand,  it  would  seem  to  have  been  about  50  per  cent,  of  the  re¬ 
ceipts,  leaving,  say,  30  per  cent,  on  hand  and  invested. 

“During  the  first  six  months  of  the  current  year  our  gain  in  number  of 
Lodges  was  21  (It)  new  and  2  revived),  and  in  membership  fully  1,000.  A 
quarter  of  a  century  ago,  Illinois  ranked  eighth  in  number  of  Lodges  and 
thirteenth  in  membership  on  the  roll  of  Grand  jurisdictions;  now  her  place 
is  third  in  Lodges  and  fourth  in  membership.  At  the  close  of  another  simi¬ 
lar  period,  she  will  surely  be  a  competitor  for,  if  she  shall  not  already  have 
attained,  the  highest  rank  in  both  Lodges  and  members. 

“Of  Rebekah  Degree  Lodges,  I  regret  that  I  cannot  give  a  satisfactory 
statement;  11  were  instituted  and  the  Charters  of  15  were  surrendered  dur¬ 
ing  the  year,  leaving  04  counted  as  living  at  its  close.  But  from  only  40  of 
these  was  it  possible  to  obtain  anything  bearing  the  semblance  of  a  report. 
With  few  exceptions,  it  is  evident  that  what  they  pretend  to  report  is  all 
guess-work;  no  reliance  can  be  placed  on  their  figures.  The  conditions  seem 
to  be  as  favorable  for  success  in  Illinois  as  elsewhere,  and  from  a  careful 
examination  of  the  journals  of  other  jurisdictions,  I  am  persuaded  that  our 
Rebekah  Lodges  have  done  as  well  as  any;  but  the  fact  remains  that  the  large 
majority  of  them  die  out  after  a  brief  and  unprofitable  existence.  They  are 
an  injury  to  the  Order  in  various  ways,  and  the  little  good  they  may  accom¬ 
plish  is  more  than  outweighed  by  the  evils  they  will  certainly  be  instrumental 
in  producing.  I  cannot  forbear  repeating  and  emphasizing  my  conviction, 
expressed  in  a  communication  similar  to  this  a  year  ago,  that  it  would  be  good 
policy  to  remand  the  work  of  conferring  the  Degree  of  Rebekah  to  the  exclu¬ 
sive  control  of  Subordinate  Lodges,  as  formerly,  close  up  the  Rebekah  Lodges 
now  existing  whenever  they  fail  to  make  regular  reports;  never  restore  the 
Charter  of  one  when  it  has  been  legally  forfeited,  and  prohibit  the  granting 
of  such  Charters  in  future.  ” 

Bro.  J.  C.  Smith,  P.  G.  Rep. ,  who  holds  the  position  of  Grand  Scribe  of 
this  important  jurisdiction,  presented  the  report  of  the  Grand  Encampment 
in  good  season.  Prom  the  accompanying  letter  of  this  zealous  officer,  dated 
April  22d,  I  quote  : 

“The  report  of  the  Grand  Encampment  was  forwarded  yesterday.  It 
shows  that,  notwithstanding  the  fires,  failure  of  crops,  and  financial  panic, 
Illinois  not  only  holds  her  own,  but  shows  a  moderate  increase.  We  prune 
largely,  hence  show  a  healthy  growth.  This  year  we  are  reviving  several 
defunct  Encampments,  and  establishing  new  ones  in  good  localities.  ” 

Indiana. — The  highly-esteemed  and  faithful  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand 
Scribe  of  this  enterprising  jurisdiction,  Bro.  B.  E.  Foster,  in  his  interesting 
letter  of  May  31st,  accompanying  the  annual  rejiorts  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and 
Grand  Encampment,  thus  expresses  himself : 

“  Inclosed  please  find  reports  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1874.  I 
regret  that  circumstances  prevented  their  transmission  at  an  earlier  date. 

“You  will  see  that  Odd  Fellowship  is  rapidly  gaining  ground  in  the  juris¬ 
diction  of  Indiana.  The  opposition  that  in  the  earlier  years  of  its  history 
impeded  its  progress  is  fast  yielding  before  the  increasing  light  of  the  age. 
Men  are  imperceptibly,  as  it  were,  imbibing  the  very  spirit  and  genius  of 
our  institution,  and  are  seeking  a  place  in  our  ranks.  It  is  also  worthy  of 
note,  that  while  our  numerical  strength  is  greatly  augmented,  we  are  also 
adding  to  our  numbers  those  who  are  occupying  conspicuous  places  in  so¬ 
ciety  as  moral  educators,  and  who  have  hitherto  thrown  their  influence 
against  us.  The  great  principles  of  fraternity  that  underlie  our  organization 
are  permeating  all  classes;  and  men  are  beginning  to  realize  now  as  never 


before,  the  true  relations  that  they  sustain  to  each  other  as  members  of  the 
same  great  family.  The  germinating  seeds  of  Odd  Fellowship  that  were 
sown  by  the  pioneers  of  our  Order  in  this  jurisdiction  are  taking  deep  root 
in  the  hearts  of  our  people,  and  already  we  can  begin  to  see  the  fields  whit¬ 
ening  for  the  harvest. 

“Though  my  present  report  maybe  considered  somewhat  above  the  aver¬ 
age,  it  is  only  the  harbinger  of  a  still  better  showing  that  we  shall  be  able  to 
present  when  the  cycles  of  the  year  1875  shall  have  been  ended;  and  though 
we  lay  no  great  claim  in  our  ability  to  lift  the  veil  of  the  future,  still,  from 
the  signs  of  the  times,  we  have  an  earnest  of  what  we  may  expect  from  the 
noble  band  of  workers  who  are  laboring  and  toiling  in  the  vineyard  of  Odd 
Fellowship. 

“We  have  organized  during  the  year  thirty-seven  new  Lodges,  with  a  net 
gain  in  membership  of  fifteen  hundred  and  forty — making  our  total  mem¬ 
bership  at  the  close  of  December,  1874,  twenty-four  thousand  seven  hundred 
and  thirty.  Our  receipts  have  been  $245,836.56,  being  an  increase  over  the 
year  1873  of  $16,849.73.  The  aggregate  wealth  of  the  Lodges  at  the  close  of 
the  year  was  $996,568.59,  a  little  less  than  one  million  dollars.  The  total  re¬ 
lief  for  the  year  was  $66,248.15. 

“  The  report  of  the  Encampment  branch  will  also  show  a  very  healthy  state, 
both  as  to  numbers  and  financial  condition.  A  marked  improvement  is  also 
noticeable  since  the  beginning  of  the  present  year,  and  I  have  no  doubt  its 
close  will  show  a  very  satisfactory  condition  of  this  branch  of  the  Order. 

“With  reference  to  the  Rebekah  branch,  I  can  only  say  that  the  reports 
sent  in  are  very  unsatisfactory,  and  I  have  found  it  almost  impossible  to  get 
at  the  true  status  of  the  Rebekah  Degree  Lodges.  Charters  have  been  issued 
since  the  organization  of  this  branch  of  the  Order  for  one  hundred  and  fifty- 
two  Lodges,  and  yet  I  have  only  been  able  to  obtain  reports  from  forty-four, 
and  many  of  these  have  been  so  meagre  and  imperfect  that  it  is  impossible 
to  form  any  correct  estimate  of  their  true  condition.  That  there  is  some¬ 
thing  wanting  to  make  this  branch  effective  is  a  self-evident  fact.  What 
that  something  is,  must  be  determined  by  the  wisdom  of  those  into  whose 
hands  the  legislation  for  the  good  of  the  Order  is  committed. 

“With  best  wishes  for  your  health,  and  hoping  to  greet  you  in  September 
in  this  enterprising  city  of  the  West,  I  am  as  ever.” 

Indian  Territory. — The  correspondence  on  the  subject  of  establishing 
the  Order  at  Caddo,  noted  in  my  last  report,  resulted  in  the  opening,  on  the 
8th  of  May,  1875,  of  a  Lodge  at  that  place.  From  the  following  it  will  be. 
seen  that  the  effort  has  met  with  greater  success  than  was  anticipated;  and 
if  the  restrictions  complained  of  can  be  removed,  large  accessions  to  the 
membership  will  follow. 

With  the  return  of  institution,  Bro.  B.  F.  Christian,  P.  G.  M.,  of  Texas, 
Special  Deputy,  wrote  : 

1  ‘  I  have  good  reasons  for  believing  that  I  will  receive  applications  to  in¬ 
stitute  from  three  to  five  other  Lodges  in  a  short  time.” 

On  the  17th  of  June,  Bro.  I.  W.  Stone,  N.  G.,  sent  the  following  : 

“I  inclose  copy  of  our  Constitution  and  By-Laws  for  approval  of  the  Gr. 
Lodge. 

“  We  are  succeeding  beyond  our  most  sanguine  expectations,  and  if  per¬ 
sons  with  a  small  percentage  of  Indian  blood  could  be  admitted,  we  would 
soon  count  our  numbers  by  scores.  We  have  hundreds  of  our  best  citizens 
debarred  on  account  of  this  clause  in  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 
Most  of  them  are  well  educated,  and  would  prove  ornaments  to  the  Order.” 

Iowa. — The  very  efficient  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Scribe,  Bro.  Wm. 
Garrett,  in  transmitting  the  reports,  remarks,  under  date  of  May  1st,  as 
follows  : 

“The  inclosed  report  from  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Iowa,  shows  a 
steady  increase.  Our  gain  is  about  the  same  per  cent,  as  in  former  years. 
Eight  Encampments  and  278  patriarchs;  about  same  proportion  in  annual 
receipts;  about  same  as  last  year  for  relief,  and  same  number  relieved.  Our 
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deaths  were  less,  only  eleven,  with  a  membership  of  over  2,200,  being  a  very 
low  percentage.  We  have  issued  so  far  this  year,  Dispensations  for  four 
new  Encampments,  and  I  expect  to  report  next  year  2, 600  patriarchs  in  good 
standing.  There  are  two  or  three  Encampments  that  will  surrender  their 
Charters,  but  I  think  we  will  issue  Dispensations  to  four  or  five  more  during 
the  year;  hope  to  report  seventy-five  next  year.  I  have  been  able  to  get  a 
fuller  report  this  year  than  heretofore;  only  two  or  three  have  not  reported. 

“I  send  inclosed  the  report  from  Grand  Lodge.  Have  delayed  it,  so  as  to 
get  reports  from  all  the  Lodges,  and  have,  except  from  one.  It  is  the  fullest 
report  I  have  ever  made,  and  you  will  see  we  are  steadily  growing.  Our 
gain  in  Lodges,  34;  membership,  1,611;  58  more' brothers  relieved,  but  not 
so  many  weeks  sickness;  six  more  widowed  families  relieved;  $2,400  more 
paid  for  relief  of  brothers,  but  $300  less  for  relief  of  widowed  families;  less 
for  education  of  orphans,  and  $300  more  for  burying  the  dead.  Total  relief, 
$2,358  more,  and  annual  receipts,  $9,208  more;  deaths,  9  less.  Odd  Fellows 
in  Iowa  are  healthy,  and,  so  far,  our  Mutual  Aid  Associations  have  proved  a 
success.  It  is  a  cheap  insurance  for  Odd  Fellows,  and  certain  to  be  paid, 
on  the  death  of  a  brother,  to  his  family.  Since  the  first  of  January  I  have 
granted  dispensations  for  twelve  new  Lodges;  all  have  been  instituted,  with 
fair  prospects.  One  Lodge  has  also  reclaimed  Charter  and  resumed  work. 
I  expect  petitions  yet  this  month  for  two  or  three  new  Lodges.  Odd  Fel¬ 
lowship  is  firmly  established  in  our  young  and  prosperous  State,  and  will 
continue  to  grow  in  strength  and  usefulness. 

•  ‘  I  am  sorry  to  hear  that  you  have  been  quite  sick  again  this  spring.  God 
grant  that  you  may  soon  be  restored  to  health,  and  long  spared  to  us  to  ren¬ 
der  further  service  to  our  noble  Order.  ” 

Kansas. — Our  highly-esteemed  brother,  Samuel  F.  Bubdett,  the  worthy 
Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Scribe  of  this  jurisdiction,  did  not  furnish  his 
reports  at  as  early  a  day  as  he  has  been  accustomed  to,  and  explains  the 
cause  of  delay  in  the  following  interesting  letter,  dated  April  19th,  which  is 
presented  in  full,  that  the  brotherhood  may  know  the  timely  relief  afforded 
to  the  sufferers  was  worthily  bestowed  and  projmrly  appreciated  : 

“I  am  compelled  to  beg  your  indulgence  this  year  for  not  having  my  re¬ 
port  in  on  or  before  the  15th,  not  because  the  Subordinates  had  failed  in 
any  sense  in  supplying  me  with  their  reports,  but  because  of  the  severe  af¬ 
fliction  under  which  many  of  our  members  are  laboring,  caused  by  the 
drought  and  grasshoppers  last  summer;  and  while  the  Grand  Lodge  officers 
had  obtained  a  goodly  amount  of  ‘material  aid  ’  by  an  appeal  to  the  Lodges 
of  this  jurisdiction,  and  which  did  much  good  in  the  way  of  supplying  pro¬ 
visions  and  clothing  during  the  fall  and  winter  months,  as  spring  approach¬ 
ed  it  was  found  necessary  for  the  Grand  Master  to  appeal  to  sister  jurisdic¬ 
tions  for  help  to  enable  us  to  supply  seed  for  the  spring  crops.  This  he  did 
on  March  12th,  and  the  result  is,  such  an  unusual  amount  of  clerical  labor  has 
devolved  upon  me,  in  receipting  for  and  disbursing  this  help,  that  I  have 
been  compelled  to  let  everything  else  remain  undone,  and  for  this  cause  my 
report  is  a  few  days  late;  but  I  hope  the  ‘  cause  ’  will  be  a  sufficient  excuse. 

“  One  who  has  never  stood  at  one  of  the  centres  of  this  great  brotherhood 
can  form  no  adequate  conception  of  its  *  capabilities  for  good.  ’  I  had  read 
of  the  Portland,  and  Boston,  and  Chicago  fires — of  the  deep-toned  cry  for 
help  from  our  ‘  yellow  fever  stricken  ’  brothers  of  the  South,  and  felt  my 
heart  swell  with  just  pride  at  the  ready  and  hearty  response  of  this  great 
family,  when  one  portion  of  it  was  suffering  pain,  and  imagined  I  knew 
something  of  this  great  brotherhood. 

“While  now,  for  the  first  time  during  a  continuous  membership  of  thirty- 
three  years,  it  has  fallen  to  my  lot  to  receive,  open,  read,  and  answer  the 
almost  countless  missives  that  reach  me  daily — each  breathing  the  strains 
of  the  warm  hearts  of  our  brothers,  who,  while  expressing  regrets  that  they 
could  not  give  more,  in  nearly  every  case  present  such  ‘substantial  eviden¬ 
ces  ’  of  their  sympathy,  that  nothing  more  can  be  asked  for.  Many  of  these 
letters  deserve  publication  and  extensive  circulation,  and  I  am  at  times 
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tempted  to  give  them  to  the  press,  but  perhaps  it  is  better  not;  for  one  could 
scarcely  state  the  truth  without  being  accused  of  ostentation.  My  experiences 
during  the  last  twenty  days  compel  me  to  compare  our  organization  to  a  vast 
machine;  each  and  every  part  is  in  complete  working  order,  awaiting  only 
the'toueh  of  the  engineer  to  set  every  wheel  in  motion — the  result  of  which 
at  once  astounds  not  only  the  engineer  himself,  but  as  well  every  one  who 
chances  to  see  its  completeness  and  power. 

‘  ‘  I  am  reminded,  however,  as  this  letter  increases  in  length,  that  all  this  is 
not  only  unnecessary  but  superfluous  to  one  who  is  as  familiar  with  its  op¬ 
erations  as  you,  and  will  at  once  return  to  the  more  commonplace  facts  of 
my  report. 

“While  you  will  notice  an  increase  of  sixteen  Lodges,  you  will  also  find  a 
decrease  of  293  members,  accounted  for  by  the  large  number  of  suspensions 
for  non-payment  of  dues,  for  reasons  set  forth  in  the  former  part  of  this  let¬ 
ter.  While  our  report  shows  about  the  average  amount  of  relief  and  an¬ 
nual  receipts,  yet  our  Lodges,  as  a  whole,  feel  the  immense  pressure  of  an 
impoverished  people,  which  can  only  be  removed  by  the  return  of  the  ordi¬ 
nary  prosperity  of  an  agricultural  State,  which  we  hope  to  experience  dur¬ 
ing  the  coming  summer. 

“The  above  remarks  are  equally  applicable  to  the  Encampment  branch, 
which  always  feels  the  money  pressure  soonest.” 

Kentucky. — On  the  28th  of  March  the  talented  and  prompt  Grand  Secre¬ 
tary  and  Gr.  Scribe,  Bro.  William  White,  transmitted  the  annual  reports, 
and  accompanied  them  with  the  following  in  relation  to  the  condition  of  the 
Order  in  this  progressive  jurisdiction  : 

“I  inclose  my  reports  for  the  It.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky,  for  the 
Subordinate  and  Rebekah  Lodges  of  the  jurisdiction,  together  with  the  B. 
W.  Grand  Encampment  of  Kentucky,  embracing  the  work  of  the  past  year 
in  this  jurisdiction  in  these  branches  of  the  Order,  which  still  bear  the 
marks  of  progress  and  advancement  in  the  exhibit  of  a  steady  and  healthy 
increase  numerically,  as  to  Subordinates  and  members,  as  well  as  financially. 
Whilst  the  stringency  in  the  monetary  and  commercial  world  has  had  its 
effect,  and  is  manifestly  apparent  in  the  business  and  work  of  the  Lodges, 
showing  a  slight  falling  off  in  comparison  with  that  of  the  previous  report 
and  year,  yet  a  good  and  lively  interest,  with  commendable  zeal,  with  peace 
and  harmony  pervades  both  branches  of  the  Order.  The  reports  from  the 
Rebekah  Degree  Lodges  are  so  partial  and  incomplete  that  I  am  not  able  to 
make  any  comparison  or  any  estimate  of  the  work  of  this  branch  of  the  Or¬ 
der,  save  the  addition  of  two  Lodges  since  my  last  report.  But  taking  the 
work  altogether,  we  have  good  reason  to  feel  encouraged,  and  to  be  grateful 
and  thankful  to  the  Great  Dispenser  of  all  good  that  it  is  so  well  with  us  as 
it  is.” 

Louisiana. — Under  date  of  April  14th,  the  able  and  attentive  Grand  Sec¬ 
retary  and  Grand  Scribe,  Bro.  F.  W.  Dei.esdeknieb,  in  transmitting  the  re¬ 
ports,  wrote  as  follows  concerning  the  depression  in  this  valued  jurisdic¬ 
tion  : 

“  Herewith  I  inclose  the  reports  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand 
Encampment  of  the  jurisdiction  of  Louisiana,  embracing  the  work  of  the 
last  year,  which,  you  will  perceive,  are  neither  gratifying  nor  encouraging. 

“It  is  with  the  utmost  regret  that  I  announce  to  you  I  am  compelled  (too 
often)  to  receive  the  surrender  of  the  Charters  of  Lodges  that  have  hereto¬ 
fore  labored  so  zealously  for  the  advancement  of  our  noble  Order  in  this  ju¬ 
risdiction;  also  to  note  the  rapid  decrease  in  membership  of  those  Lodges 
that  are  still  determined  to  ‘  go  on,  ’  caused  and  owing  solely  to  the  great 
commercial  and  financial  depression  of  affairs  in  our  own  proud  city  and 
State.  I  am,  however,  pleased  to  announce  that,  in  my  humble  opinion  (it 
is  my  opinion  only),  that  the  dark  clouds  which  have  heretofore  lowered 
over  our  beloved  Order  in  this  section  of  our  land  will  soon  be  dispelled, 
and  that  a  brighter  light  will  soon  dawn  upon  us,  which,  I  trust,  will  bright¬ 
en  our  prospects,  and  give  such  a  foreshadowing  of  future  success  as  will 
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cause  crar  zealous  brothers  to  again  buckle  on  their  armor  with  a  determina¬ 
tion  to  work  with  energy  and  vigor  until  we  again  advance  to  the  proud  po¬ 
sition  we  once  held  in  the  galaxy  of  Odd  Fellowship,  when  we  may  reason¬ 
ably  hope  that  the  Order  in  Louisiana  will  prosper  more  than  ever.  ” 

Lower  Provinces,  British  North  America. — Under  date  of  June  23d,  Bro. 
W.  Kilby  Dimock,  the  energetic  Grand  Secretary,  furnishes  an  interesting 
•  and  cheering  letter  accompanying  the  report  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  An  in¬ 
crease  of  313 — making  the  aggregate  membership  1,169 — entitles  this  juris¬ 
diction  to  another  Representative.  Our  brother  writes  : 

“Inclosed  find  the  returns  from  this  jurisdiction,  which  should  have  gone 
on  before.  Several  circumstances  conspired  to  cause  me  to  neglect  this  im¬ 
portant  portion  of  my  duty,  including  a  change  of  residence  and  business. 
If  I  continue  to  occupy  the  position,  it  shall  not  again  occur;  and  I  trust 
you  have  not  been  inconvenienced  by  this  neglect  of  duty,  and  that  it  will 
not  be  severely  censured  in  your  report. 

“Since  the  first  of  the  year  two  new  Lodges  have  been  instituted,  and 
there  are  prospects  of  one  or  two  more  before  many  weeks.  It  is  also  a 
pleasure  to  report  that  every  Lodge  in  the  jurisdiction  appears  to  be  in  a 
healthy  and  prosperous  position.  The  work  of  the  Order  is  thoroughly  ob¬ 
served,  and  there  is  much  honest  rivalry  between  the  Lodges,  especially 
those  in  St.  John  and  Halifax,  which  has  resulted  in  a  large  addition  to  our 
membership.  It  will  be  observed  that  our  numbers  have  increased  nearly 
four  hundred,  or  an  increase  of  forty  per  cent.  In  charitable  appropriations 
there  also  appears  a  commendable  advance,  while  the  revenue  of  the  various 
Lodges  shows  an  increase  of  nearly  one  hundred  per  cent.  Four  new 
Lodges  were  instituted  during  the  year.  Though  many  miles  separated 
from  the  great  bulk  of  our  brothers  in  America,  the  same  spirit  pervades  us 
that  is  the  characteristic  of  the  Order.  From  past  success,  the  brothers  are 
encouraged  to  work  still  harder,  and  we  hope  next  year  to  present  a  still 
more  gratifying  report.” 

Bro.  Cyrus  H.  Kilby,  of  Skowhegan,  Maine,  formerly  a  member  of  Mam- 
bertou  Encampment,  No.  9,  at  Halifax,  on  the  25th  of  June  applied  for  a 
Certificate  to  enable  him  to  renew  his  connection  with  the  Patriarchal  branch 
of  the  Order,  at  his  present  place  of  residence,  which  was  promptly  furnish¬ 
ed  to  him. 

Stuart  Encampment,  No.  10,  was,  it  appears  from  a  report  which  reached 
this  office,  April  1st,  reorganized  in  January,  1875. 

The  report  of  Millicete  Encampment,  No.  11,  was  received  April  1st,  and 
exhibits  a  rapid  growth  from  the  time  of  its  institution,  July  8,  1874 — the 
total  membership,  December  31,  1874,  being  51. 

Bro.  R.  Radford  Barnes,  the  efficient  D.  D.  G.  Sire,  in  transmitting  the 
above  reports,  wrote  as  follows  : 

“Inclosed  please  find  reports  of  Millicete,  No.  11,  and  Stuart,  No.  10.  I 
have  to  apologize  for  not  forwarding  them  before  this,  but  circumstances,  over 
which  I  had  no  control,  have  prevented  me. 

“  I  have  not  visited  Stuart,  on  account  of  the  inclement  winter  we  have 
had,  but  will  as  soon  as  spring  opens. 

“I  issued  a  Dispensation  on  December  24th  to  P.  G.  Rep.  James  Yoesten, 
who  installed  the  officers  of  Stuart;  and  from  information  I  have  received, 
they  are  doing  well. 

“I  installed  the  officers  of  Millicete  into  their  offices,  and  am  happy 
to  report  that  they  are  adding  to  their  numbers,  and  bid  fair  to  be  a  first- 
class  Encampment.  They  are  procuring  uniforms,  and  hope  to  parade 
soon. 

“The Order  in  this  jurisdiction  is  flourishing.  We  intend  organizing  two 
Subordinate  Lodges  in  Nova  Scotia  next  week,  and  one  Encampment  in 
Charlottetown  in  August;  so  we  are  not  falling  behind  any.” 

Maine. — The  interest  in  the  Order  in  this  prosperous  jurisdiction  con¬ 
tinues  to  increase — about  twelve  hundred  having  been  added  to  the  mem¬ 
bership  during  the  year.  The  accomplished  Grand  Secretary,  Bro.  Joshua 
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Davis,  transmitted  the  report  of  the  Grand  Lodge  on  the  ‘25th  of  February, 
with  the  following  gratifying  exhibit : 

“Again  I  have  the  pleasure  of  submitting  the  annual  report  of  the  G.  L. 
of  Maine  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1874;  and  it  is  very  gratifying  to 
me  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  interest  in  our  Order  has  not  diminished  in 
this  jurisdiction,  but  has  largely  increased  during  the  past  year. 

“Since  the  last  report  we  have  instituted  ten  new  Lodges.  We  now 
have  forty-two  Lodges,  with  a  membership  of  5,473.  Increase  in  mem¬ 
bership  during  the  year,  1,18‘2.  The  amount  expended  by  Subordinates  for 
relief  and  charitable  purposes  was  $1(3,077.63,  an  increase  of  $4,328.27  over 
the  year  1873.  Amount  of  the  annual  receipts,  $50,805.21.  Current  expen¬ 
ses  separate  from  benefits  and  charities,  $19,214.67.  Total  assets  of  Subor¬ 
dinate  Lodges,  $111,910.69. 

“  Odd  Fellowship  is  steadily  increasing  in  power  and  influence  in  this 
State. 

“A  spirit  of  harmony  and  love  prevails  among  the  fraternity,  and  the 
great  work  of  Odd  Fellowship  has  been  faithfully  performed  by  the  brother¬ 
hood  in  Maine. 

“Hoping  the  inclosed  report  will  prove  satisfactory  to  you,  I  am  frater¬ 
nally  yours.” 

Our  worthy  and  attentive  Bro.  N.  G.  Cummings,  Grand  Scribe,  forwarded 
the  report  of  the  Grand  Encampment  on  the  5tli  of  April,  which  exhibits  an 
addition  of  more  than  four  hundred  to  the  membership — a  handsome  in¬ 
crease,  testifying  to  the  energy  and  ability  of  the  officers  intrusted  with  the 
management  of  this  branch  of  the  Order.  The  following  letter  of  this  faith¬ 
ful  officer  accompanied  the  report  : 

“Herewith  please  find  the  annual  report  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of 
Maine  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1874. 

“  It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  Order  in  this  juris¬ 
diction  was  never  in  better  condition  than  at  the  present  time.  Since  my 
last  report  we  have  instituted  five  new  Encampments  and  added  very  ma¬ 
terially  to  our  membership. 

“While  we  have  made  a  handsome  gain  in  numbers,  we  are  made  happy 
by  the  consciousness  of  having  made  a  large  gain  in  usefulness.” 

Manitoba. — Another  Lodge  has  been  applied  for  in  this  distant  jurisdic¬ 
tion,  and  on  the  ‘2'2d  <Jay  of  May,  1875,  a  Dispensation  was  issued  for  North 
Star  Lodge,  No.  2,  at  Winnipeg. 

The  reports  of  Manitoba  Lodge,  No.  1,  and  Harmony  Encampment,  No.  1, 
were  received  in  due  season  anil  exhibit  a  good  degree  of  prosperity.  Bro. 
James  H.  Emslie  has  proved  very  efficient  as  D.  D.  Grand  Sire,  and  prompt¬ 
ly  discharged  the  duties  devolved  upon  him.  His  communications  with 
this  office  have  been  frequent,  conveying,  at  all  times,  assurances  of  the 
healthy  condition  of  the  Order.  A  desire  to  attach  the  Lodges  to  some  con¬ 
tiguous  Grand  Lodge,  or  organize  a  Grand  Lodge  in  the  Province  is  mani¬ 
fested,  and  if  they  deem  it  advisable,  it  is  probable  the  necessary  papers  will 
be  presented  at  this  session. 

Maryland. — The  highly  esteemed  and  accomplished  K.  W.  Grand  Secre¬ 
tary  and  Grand  Scribe  of  this  ancient  jurisdiction,  Bro.  John  M.  Jones,  is 
ever  prompt  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty,  and  on  the  30th  day  of  January, 
placed  in  my  hands  the  annual  reports,  and  an  accompanying  statement  of 
the  condition  of  the  Order,  which  is  herewith  presented: 

“Inclosed  please  find  annual  reports  of  the  B.W.  Grand  Lodge  and  R.W. 
Grand  Encampment  of  Maryland,  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1874, 
which  I  have  the  honor  of  transmitting  to  you.  In  doing  so,  it  gives  me 
great  pleasure  to  state  that  the  Lodges  and  Encampments  are  apparently  in 
good  condition,  notwithstanding  we  have  decreased  somewhat  in  numbers, 
which,  in  my  judgment,  is  attributable  to  the  depressed  condition  of  busi¬ 
ness  of  all  kinds.  We  have,  however,  accomplished  much  during  the  past 
year  in  relieving  the  wants  of  our  afflicted  brethren,  as  also  the  widows  and 
orphans  under  our  charge;  as  you  will  perceive  by  the  inclosed  reports,  that 
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tlie  sum  of  $83,528.77  has  been  expended  for  that  purpose.  I  am  also 
gratified  to  be  able  to  report  to  you  that  peace  and.  harmony  continue 
throughout  the  entire  Order  in  this  jurisdiction,  the  zeal  and  energy  hereto¬ 
fore  displayed  still  continue,  and  every  effort  is  being  put  forth  by  our 
worthy  Grand  Master,  Bro.  William  Kirk,  to  maintain  the  honor  and  dignity 
of  our  beloved  Order  in  this,  the  oldest  jurisdiction  under  the  R.  W.  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  United  States.  Accept  my  thanks  for  favors  received  during 
the  past  year;  may  you  live  long  and  continue  to  be  in  the  future,  as  you 
have  been  in  the  past,  the  same  wise  counsellor  and  competent  adviser  in 
Odd  Fellowship. 

“With  my  best  wishes  for  your  future  health  and  prosperity.” 

Massachusetts. — The  gains  to  Odd  Fellowship  in  this  important  jurisdic¬ 
tion  during  the  last  year  have  been  large.  The  reports  were  received  on 
the  2d  of  April  from  the  distinguished  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Scribe, 
Bro.  Charles  D.  Cole,  who  furnished  also  a  cheering  letter  on  the  situation, 
as  follows: 

“  It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  am  again  enabled  to  report  to  you  a  continued 
advance  in  the  material  and  numerical  growth  of  the  Order  in  this  ‘old  ju¬ 
risdiction.’  At  no  time,  since  its  institution,  has  there  ever  been  so  much  in¬ 
terest  manifested  in  its  welfare  and  prosperity  as  at  the  present  time.  The 
Lodges  are  very  careful  in  the  admission  of  new  members,  and  I  trust  they 
will  always  continue  to  be  as  watchful,  so  that  none  but  good  and  worthy 
persons  will  be  admitted. 

“  During  the  past  year  the  corner-stones  of  three  new  buildings  for  the  use 
of  the  Order  have  been  laid;  eight  new  halls,  located  in  different  parts  of 
the  State  have  been  dedicated,  and  there  are  several  more  now  nearly  com¬ 
pleted,  which  will  be  dedicated  within  the  next  few  months. 

“During  the  past  year  the  number  of  Subordinate  Lodges  has  been  in¬ 
creased  thirteen,  making  the  total  number  of  Lodges,  one  hundred  and 
eighteen.  The  net  increase  in  membership  has  been  eighteen  hundred  and 
three,  making  the  total  membership  nineteen  thousand  two  hundred  and 
sixty-two;  while  the  receipts  have  amounted  to  $182,832.21. 

“  The  Patriarchal  branch  has  not  been  idle,  although  the  increase  has  not 
been  so  large  the  past  year  as  in  some  of  the  previous  years.  One  Encamp¬ 
ment  has  been  added,  with  a  good  prospect  of  several  more  during  the  pres¬ 
ent  year.  The  membership  has  increased  three  hundred  and  fifty-four, 
making  the  total  membership,  five  thousand  six  hundred  and  sixty.  The 
receipts  have  amounted  to  $29,853.93. 

“  The  Degree  Lodges  of  the  Daughters  of  Rebekah  have  been  increased 
by  the  addition  of  three;  their  membership  has  increased  by  the  addition 
of  two  hundred  and  twenty-four,  and  their  receipts  have  amounted  to 
$2,751.62. 

‘ ‘  Much  interest  is  manifested  in  a  correct  rendering  of  the  work,  and  in  the 
several  Lodges  and  Encampments  the  officers  are  endeavoring  to  excel  each 
other,  with  a  spirit  that  is  truly  praiseworthy.” 

Michigan. — On  the  17th  of  May,  the  reports  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and 
Grand  Encampment  were  received  from  the  zealous  and  able  Grand  Secre¬ 
tary  and  Grand  Scribe,  Bro.  E.  H.  Whitney,  who  supplemented  them  with 
the  following  interesting  review  of  the  Successful  labors  of  the  year: 

“  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  the  reports  from  the  Grand  Lodge 
and  Grand  Encampment  of  this  jurisdiction  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1874. 

“From  the  Grand  Lodge  report  it  will  be  observed  that  38  new  and  active 
working  Lodges  have  been  chartered  during  the  year,  while  none  of  the  old 
ones  have  failed  to  respond  with  reports  to  the  Grand  Body  (save  one, 
which  was  suspended  during  the  year  for  acts  of  insubordination). 

‘  ‘  Our  increase  of  membership,  though  larger  than  for  the  year  next  preced¬ 
ing,  still  leaves  us  a  smaller  net  gain  than  in  1873,  owing  to  a  greater  num¬ 
ber  of  suspensions  and  withdrawals  during  the  year,  occasioned  by  the 
stringency  of  financial  affairs.  We  see  great  cause  for  hearty  good  cheer,

and  rejoice  -with  our  noble  brotherhood  everywhere  in  the  steady  growth 
and  improving  strength  of  our  Order. 

“  Of  the  Rebekah  Degree  Lodges  I  have  much  reason  to  fear  for  their  suc¬ 
cess,  unless  some  new  source  of  prosperity  can  he  discovered  in  their  be¬ 
half.  There  are  outstanding  Charters  for  63  Rebekah  Lodges,  and  only  17 
submitted  the  required  reports  in  December,  1874.  I  am  at  this  time  un¬ 
able  to  state  whether  any  more  are  engaged  in  work  or  not.  Divers  causes 
have  been 'assigned  for  want  of  success  in  this  direction,  the  most  prominent 
among  which,  I  cannot  doubt  to  be  the  conventional  decrees  of  social  life 
and  society  as  governing  the  associations  to  be  formed  by  the  fair  sex.  What 
great  good  we  might  hope  for,  could  this  difficulty  be  obviated,  but,  alas, 
the  fashion  of  this  icorld  at  present  forbids.  The  remedy,  if  any  exists,  lies 
in  the  cause  mentioned,  and  not  in  the  power  of  legislation  within  the  G.  L. 
of  U.  S. 

“  Of  the  Patriarchal  branch  of  our  Order,  I  desire  to  say,  -with  reference  to 
the  reports  forwarded,  that  the  reports  from  Subordinate  Encampments 
show  an  actual  membership  of  2,244,  and  the  reports  submitted  last  year 
were  in  error  as  to  total  membership.  I  am  confident  of  the  correctness  of 
the  present  number  reported,  and  hope  it  may  be  acceptable. 

‘  ‘  The  general  condition  of  the  Order  in  Michigan  is  to-day  stronger  than 
ever,  and  we  believe  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  every  citizen  of  the 
Peninsular  State  will  be  within  hailing  distance  of  the  doors  of  a  Lodge- 
room  or  the  hospitable  tent  of  the  worthy  patriarch. 

“Our  Sentinels  are  vigilant  and  our  Guards  good  and  true  men,  all  devoted 
to  the  great  work  in  hand,  and  pledged  not  to  weary  in  well  doing.  God 
speed  the  day  when  American  Odd  Fellowship  shall  be  crowned  the  great 
exemplar  of  morality  and  universal  love. 

“May  many  years  be  yet  vouchsafed  to  you,  to  aid  those  loving  friends,  by 
whom  you  are  surrounded,  in  the  further  spread  of  the  principles  we  all  love 
and  cherish. 

“  I  hope  to  meet  you  at  the  session  of  the  G.L.  of  LT.S.  in  September  next, 
where  many  of  the  faithful  will  appear.” 

Minnesota. — A  gratifying  increase  in  membership  in  this  valuable  juris¬ 
diction  appears  by  the  report  of  the  Grand  Lodge/received  on  the  3d  of  May, 
from  the  esteemed  Grand  Secretary,  Bro.  Shebwood  Hough,  who  advises  as 
follows: 

“I  am  unable  to  send  you  anything  in  the  way  of  a  report  of  the  Rebekah 
Degree  Lodges. 

“  The  Order  in  this  jurisdiction  may  be  said  to  be  in  a  flourishing  condi¬ 
tion.” 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Encampment  was  received  on  the  26th  of  April, 
from  Bro.  J.  Fletchek  Williams,  the  prompt  and  efficient  Grand  Scribe, 
and  exhibits  the  Patriarchal  branch  of  the  Order  to  be  in  good  condition. 

Mississippi. — The  reports  from  this  jurisdiction  were  received  on  the  20th 
of  July,  from  our  devoted  brother,  Robekt  B.  Mates,  R.W.  Grand  Secretary 
and  Grand  Scribe,  who  furnished  the  following  letter: 

‘  ‘  My  reports  were  delayed  because  an  unusual  number  of  Subordinates 
failed  to  report.  I  wrote  first  to  all  the  District  Deputies,  and  then  to  the 
delinquent  Lodges  and  Encampments,  and  was  rewarded  by  getting  some 
to  report.  When  I  thought  all  the  reports  were  in  which  I  would  receive, 
I  made  my  report  (July  5th),  and  the  next  mail  brought  the  report  of  another 
Lodge.  I  corrected  the  report  and  was  about  to  mail  it,  when  a  spell  of 
sickness  detained  me  at  home  a  few  days.  The  report  shows  an  addition 
of  three  members. 

“I  have  been  inclined  to  think  the  good  of  the  Order  would  be  promoted 
by  abolishing  the  degree  of  Past  Secretary.  While  it  exists,  those  who  pass 
the  other  chairs  want  to  take  it;  consequently  there  is  constantly  a  change 
of  Secretaries,  and  it  sometimes  seems  to  me  that  the  preference  is  given  to 
the  least  competent.  My  blanks  are  as  simple  as  possible,-  yet  two  out  of 
three  of  the  Secretaries  make  gross  mistakes  in  filling  them,  which  I  am  un- 
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able  to  correct.  I  will  only  add,  that  financial  depression  in  our  State  is 
very  injuriously  affecting  our  Order.  Labor  is  unreliable,  taxes  several  hun¬ 
dredfold  higher  than  they  were  ten  years  ago,  and  our  people  so  perplexed 
with  their  private  affairs,  as  to  withdraw  their  attention  from  the  Order.” 

Missouri. — The  prompt  and  faithful  Grand  Secretary  of  this  prosperous 
jurisdiction,  Bro.  E.  M.  Sloan,  forwarded  on  the  8th  of  May  the  Grand 
Lodge  report  with  the  following,  in  reference  to  the  condition  of  the  Order: 

“I  inclose  our  annual  report,  trusting  it  will  be  in  at  least  in  ‘time.’  By 
referring  to  it,  you  will  possibly  be  surprised  at  so  little  progress  during  the 
past  year.  So  much  is  expected  of  the  ‘  growing  West’  in  every  particular, 
that  we  are  of  course  not  permitted  to  urge  any  excuse  for  failure. 

“We  have  gained  comparatively  little  in  membership,  and  have  organized 
only  ten  new  Lodges  within  the  Grand  Lodge  year.  Our  whole  western 
country  from  this,  its  grand  centre,  to  the  mountains,  has  suffered  great 
drawbacks  in  business,  and,  indeed,  all  substantial  interests  have  suffered 
to  a  great  extent.  The  financial  panic,  the  long  continued  and  widely  ex¬ 
tended  droughts,  invasions  by  grasshoppers,  and  destruction  by  a  variety  of 
insects  and  worms,  the  ‘  time-out-of-mind’  enemies  of  agriculture,  have  all 
conspired  to  cause  such  a  general  depression  as  to  make  it  impossible  to  do 
much  more  than  cleverly  ‘hold  our  own.’ 

“We  are,  however,  disposed  to  congratulate  ourselves  that  notwithstanding 
the  combined  untoward  circumstances,  we  are  doing  well.  We  are  fully 
preparing  the  Order  in  this  valley  for  yet  grander  achievements  by  securing 
to  it  the  influence  and  co-operation  of  the  good  and  great  in  every  locality; 
among  our  most  distinguished  citizens  in  church  and  State,  are  our  most 
painstaking  and  zealous  members,  and  thus  increase  the  bounds  of  the  good 
influence  growing  out  of  our  organization. 

“Our  report  for  the  Daughters  of  Bebekah  does  not  show  that  these  sep¬ 
arate  Lodges  flourish  in  sparsely  populated  districts.  In  the  larger  towns 
and  cities  they  doubtless  can  be  made,  and  perhaps  are  in  some  localities 
valuable  auxiliaries  in  our  work ;  but  our  experience  of  five  years  has  not 
proved  satisfactory  to  the  warm  friends  of  their  introduction  as  a  separate  set 
of  Lodges.” 

The  worthy  and  efficient  Grand  Scribe,  Bro.  R.  E.  McNeely  transmitted 
the  report  of  the  Grand  Encampment  on  the  27th  of  May,  and  thus  wrote 
concerning  the  work  of  the  year  : 

“From  the  report  you  will  see  that  we  have  made  but  a  small  increase  in 
membership.  We  have,  however,  an  assurance  of  greater  success  the  com¬ 
ing  year.  ” 

Montana. — The  report  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  this  jurisdiction  was  received 
March  8th,  from  Bro.  Arch.  Graham,  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary.  An  examina¬ 
tion  of  the  document  exhibits  five  Lodges,  with  an  aggregate  membership 
of  171. 

On  the  ‘2d  of  August  the  report  of  Rocky  Mountain  Encamjiment,  No.  1, 
was  received  from  D.  H.  Cuthrert,  D.  D.  G.  Sire.  An  addition  of  two  mem¬ 
bers  is  noted. 

Nebraska. — The  reports  from  this  jurisdiction  were  not  received  at  this 
office  until  the  10th  of  August,  on  account  of  the  ill  health  of  our  esteemed 
Bro.  John  Evans,  the  faithful  and  efficient  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand 
Scribe,  who,  we  regret  to  learn,  has  been  seriously  afflicted.  The  returns 
exhibit  as  favorable  a  condition  of  the  Order  as  could  reasonably  be  expected, 
and  as  the  interesting  letters  of  our  brother  accompanying  the  reports  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand  Encampment  fully  explain  the  situation,  we 
present  them  as  follows: 

“Herewith  find  the  report  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Nebraska  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1874.  During  the  period  covered  by  the  said  report, 
you  will  observe  we  have  gained  ten  (10)  Lodges  and  439  members.  These 
additional  Lodges  are  located  in  new  settlements,  where  the  population  is  in¬ 
creasing  rapidly,  and  with  the  very  best  class  of  people,  which  in  due  time 
will  strengthen  these  Lodges  numerically  and  financially. 
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“The  total  destruction  of  crops  by  the  grasshoppers  last  summer,  over  a 
very  large  portion  of  our  State,  caused  much  distress,  and  rendered  many 
thousands  of  our  people  destitute  and  dependent  upon  the  charitable  for  aid 
to  sustain  them  and  their  stock  until  the  growing  of  another  crop. 

“This  condition  of  facts  tended  to  check,  in  many  localities,  the  growth 
of  our  Order  for  the  time  being.  The  spirit  is  reviving,  and  the  outlook  is 
full  of  promise.  The  State  is  harvesting  one  of  the  largest  crops  in  her  his¬ 
tory,  and  the  zeal  of  our  brothers  is  overflowing,  and  they  express  the  deter¬ 
mination  to  spare  no  effort  to  make  this  one  of  the  strongest  jurisdictions  in 
the  Grand  Fraternal  Confederation. 

“The  noble  response  to  the  appeal  of  our  Grand  Lodge  for  aid  for  our 
‘  grassfioppered'  brothers,  by  our  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  and  those  of  the 
several  States  through  which  the  appeal  was  circulated,  whereby  the  brothers 
were  promptly  furnished  with  the  necessaries  of  life  for  themselves  and  fam¬ 
ilies,  and  kept  from  suffering  or  starving  during  the  dreaded  winter  months, 
has  inspired  a  deep  interest  in  the  working  of  our  Order,  among  the  observ¬ 
ing  and  intelligent  of  our  people,  and  impressed  them  with  a  desire  to  be¬ 
come  identified  with  it.  This  practical  demonstration  of  the  noblest  of  the 
many  attributes  of  our  beloved  Order  will  doubtless  be  the  instrumentality 
that  will  induce  many  hundreds  of  our  very  best  citizens  to  become  united 
with  our  Order,  and  give  it  increased  strength  and  ability  to  render  aid  to 
those  who  so  truly  rendered  aid  to  us,  should  the  great  tidal  wave  of  trouble 
and  misfortune  overwhelm  them — and  who  can  stay  it  ? 

“The  Order  here  is  in  a  healthful  condition;  peace  and  harmony  prevail. 
Many  of  the  Lodges  own  their  respective  halls,  some  of  which  are  very  large 
and  valuable.  The  general  health  of  the  membership  is  good,  the  mortality 
is  small,  and  most  of  our  Lodges  make  ample  provision  for  paying  their 
members  their  proper  dues  in  case  of  sickness.” 

“Herewith  I  send  you  annual  report  (duplicate)  of  Grand  Encampment, 
for  year  ending  December  31,  1874.  We  have  lost  one  Encampment  by  sur¬ 
render  of  Charter,  and  have  gained  one  by  institution. 

“Our  progress  has  not  been  as  we  had  hoped;  but  the  great  devastation 
of  a  large  portion  of  our  State  by  the  grasshoppers  last  summer,  so  impover¬ 
ished  the  brotherhood  in  the  part  of  the  jurisdiction  affected,  and  made  such 
heavy  demands  upon  the  more  fortunate  for  the  relief  of  the  unfortunate, 
that  the  interest  in  the  Patriarchal  branch  of  our  Order  received  a  temporary 
check,  from  which  we  are  now  showing  evidences  of  recovery;  and  the  sub¬ 
ject-matter  of  organizing  Encampments  is  being  earnestly  discussed  in  all 
our  strong  Lodges,  located  where  Encampments  do  not  already  exist.” 

Nevada. — Bro.  E.  V.  Drake  the  efficient  Grand  Secretary  of  this  jurisdic¬ 
tion  transmitted  on  the  25th  of  April  the  report  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and 
with  it  the  following  explanation  of  his  inability  to  present  a  report  of  the 
Degree  Lodges  of  the  Daughters  of  Rebekah. 

“I  inclose  annual  report  of  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Nevada,  for  1874.  It 
is  impossible  for  me,  under  existing  circumstances,  to  make  a  report  from 
Rebekah  Degree  Lodges,  which  I  can  certify  as  being  approximately — or 
even  remotely — correct;  therefore  I  don’t  send  you  any. 

“The  Rebekah  Degree  Lodges  have  not  kept  their  records  and  books  in 
such  manner  as  to  be  able  to  show,  to  a  certainty,  how  many  degrees  they 
have  conferred,  nor  what  proportion  of  persons  receiving  the  degree  have 
become  members.  There  are  but  two  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction  which 
make  any  pretensions  to  vitality;  and  one  of  these  I  can  seldom  get  to  an¬ 
swer  my  letters.  Colfax,  No.  1,  is  doing  splendidly,  and  is  a  great  success; 
but  needs  some  schooling  yet  in  matters  of  records  and  system. 

“Many  of  our  Subordinate  Lodges  have,  I  learn,  of  late  been  conferring 
the  degree  when  occasion  required,  or  offered,  on  both  brothers  and  their 
wives,  but  have  kept  no  record  of  their  proceedings,  not  even  noting  the 
names  of  those  on  whom  the  degree  has  been  conferred. 

“Now,  I  have  worried  over  this  thing  and  tried  to  arrive  at  some  ap¬ 
proximate  result,  so  that  I  could  make  you  a  report,  for  weeks  past,  and  have 
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delayed  my  reports  on  that  account,  but  I've  grown  desperate,  and  hereby 
throw  up  my  hands  in  despair. 

“It  is  my  intention  to  devise  an  entirely  new  set  (or  system)  of  reports  for 
all  Subordinates  in  this  jurisdiction,  by  which  the  requirements  of  the  law 
can  be  more  fully  met,  more  easily  understood  by  Subordinate  Lodge  Secre¬ 
taries  and  officers,  and  at  the  same  time  be  more  exacting  in  matters  of  de¬ 
tails  and  particulars.  Then  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  will  be  able  to  make  its 
reports  fully  and  correctly.  Till  then  (and  under  our  present  system)  it  is, 
I  believe,  absolutely  impossible.” 

The  B.  W.  Grand  Encampment  was  instituted  at  Carson  City,  on  the  2d 
of  March,  1875,  by  D.  O.  Adkison,  Special  Deputy,  and  Joe.  C.  Smith  was 
installed  Grand  Patriarch;  F.  V.  Drake,  Grand  Scribe.  Bro.  Adkison  fur¬ 
nished  the  following  in  reference  to  this  new  Grand  Body . 

“Inclosed  please  find  my  commission  as  Special  D.  G.  Sire  and  report  of 
my  official  action,  which  I  hope  will  meet  with  your  approbation.  Our  Grand 
Encampment  opens  under  the  most  favorable  auspices,  we  had  at  the  insti¬ 
tution  thirty  Past  Chiefs  and  Past  High  Priests,  and  the  utmost  enthusiasm,, 
harmony,  and  brotherly  love  characterized  the  whole  proceedings.  The  offi¬ 
cers  of  all  the  Subordinates  have  been  installed  under  this  jurisdiction,  and  all 
seem  well  pleased  with  the  change,  and  I  predict  a  glorious  future  for  our 
young  jurisdiction.  Our  officers  are  all  good,  hard  workers  in  the  Order.” 

Warrants,  to  take  the  place  of  Charters  granted  by  the  Grand  Encampment 
of  California,  were  issued  to  the  following  Encampments:  Pioneer,  No.  1; 
Carson,  No.  2;  Piute,  No.  3;  Eeno,  No.  5;  Garden  Valley,  No.  6. 

New  Hampshire. — The  able  and  devoted  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand 
Scribe,  Bro.  Joel  Taylor,  transmitted  the  reports  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and 
Grand  Encampment  on  the  first  of  April,  and  presented  the  following,  which 
exhibits  a  very  gratifying  growth  of  the  Order  during  the  year  : 

“  The  Order  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  New  Hampshire  is  progressing  in  mem¬ 
bership,  in  financial  ability,  and  in  moral  power.  During  the  year  1874,  a 
large  and  permanent  gain  has  been  made  in  both  the  Lodge  and  Encamp¬ 
ment  branches  of  the  institution,  and  continued  prosperity  may  reasonably 
be  expected  for  the  future.  Odd  Fellows  in  this  jurisdiction  are  generally 
interested  in  all  efforts  for  the  moral  and  religious  improvement  of  the  com¬ 
munity.  In  the  Lodge  branch  we  have  now  forty-one  Lodges,  with  a  mem¬ 
bership  of  five  thousand  six  hundred  and  forty-six,  an  increase  of  five  hun¬ 
dred  and  fifty-nine  from  1873.  We  have  paid  for  relief,  $14,813.  Amount 
of  annual  receipts,  $39,510.  Amount  of  funds  and  investments,  $119,985. 

“We  have  eight  Eebekah  Degree  Lodges,  with  a  membership  of  six  hun¬ 
dred  and  seventy-one.  An  increasing  interest  is  manifested  in  this  branch 
of  the  Order. 

“The  reputation  of  the  Encampment  branch  in  New  Hampshire  has  been 
fully  sustained  for  activity  and  efficiency  during  the  past  year.  There  are  twen¬ 
ty-one  Encampments  and  a  membership  of  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-one 
an  increase  of  two  hundred  and  thirty-seven  from  the  previous  year.  Paid 
for  relief,  $1,603.  Receipts,  $6,184.  Funds  and  investments,  $14,431.” 

New  Jersey. — On  the  29th  of  July  the  reports  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and 
Grand  Encampment  of  this  jurisdiction  were  received,  accompanied  with  the 
following  letter  from  the  B,  W.  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Scribe,  Bro. 
Lewis  Parker,  Jr.  : 

“Our  reports  are  again  favorable  and  give  abundant  evidence  of  the 
progress  of  the  good  work  in  which  we  are  engaged.  Thus,  year  by  year,  it 
is  demonstrated  that  the  benevolence  of  our  Order  is  not  an  empty  sound; 
but  that  its  quiet  operations  more  than  keep  pace  with  our  fond  expecta¬ 
tions.  Our  old  jurisdiction  is  still  earnest  and  devoted  in  the  glorious  cause, 
full  of  its  original  spirit,  and  active  in  its  charitable  ministrations. 

“Our  growth  in  membership  is  gradual,  but  in  all  departments  of  our 
labors  our  increase  in  the  good  results  accomplished  is  very  marked.” 

New  Mexico. — The  report  of  Paradise  Lodge,  No.  2,  came  to  hand  on  the 
24th  of  February,  through  our  highly  esteemed  brother,  John  Bitter,  who 
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has  so  long  and  faithfully  filled  the  position  of  D.  D.  Grand  Sire  for  this  ju¬ 
risdiction.  The  brethren  of  this  distant  Lodge  are  establishing  a  library, 
and  evince  their  interest  by  ordering  a  complete  set  of  the  Journals  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States. 

New  York. — On  the  5th  of  July  the  reports  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand 
Encampment  of  this  jurisdiction  were  received  from  C.  V.  Clark,  the  ac¬ 
complished  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Scribe.  An  increase  of  42  Lodges 
and  2,800  members  is  exhibited  in  the  Grand  Lodge  returns;  and  2  Encamp¬ 
ments  and  95  members  in  the  Grand  Encampment  report. 

North  Carolina. — On  the  3d  of  May  the  report  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  this 
prosperous  jurisdiction  was  received  from  the  enterprising  and  faithful 
Grand  Secretary,  Bro.  James  J.  Litchford,  and  shows  an  increase  of  more 
than  fifty  per  cent,  in  membership,  an  undoubted  testimonial  to  the  efficiency 
of  the  officers  and  members  who  have  successfully  labored  for  the  good  of  the 
Order. 

The  talented  Grand  Scribe,  Bro.  Richard  J.  Jones,  transmitted  the  report 
of  the  Grand  Encampment,  March  30th,  exhibiting  an  increase  in  this  branch 
of  the  Order  proportionate  to  that  of  the  Lodges,  and  accompanied  by  the 
following  interesting  statement  : 

“Another  turn  in  the  endless  cycle  of  time  has  brought  us  to  that  period 
when  it  is  our  duty  to  render  to  you,  and  through  you  to  the  great  head  of 
our  Order,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  an  account  of  our  steward¬ 
ship.  To  render  this  account  is  sometimes  quite  a  mortifying  task,  and  es¬ 
pecially  so  when  we  read  the  reports  of  some  of  the  large  and  flourishing  ju¬ 
risdictions,  whose  net  gains  per  year  are  more  than  quadruple  our  entire 
membership.  Feeling  this,  we  sometimes  almost  despair  of  ever  persuading 
our  people  to  fully  understand  or  realize  the  sublime  beauties  of  the  Patri¬ 
archal  branch  of  our  Order.  But  we  will  hope  on  and  still  work,  trusting 
to  the  future. 

“During  the  past  year,  although  our  progress  has  not  been  very  rapid, 
we  are  neverthless  able  (by  the  zeal  of  our  Grand  Patriarch,  Grand  Repre¬ 
sentative,  and  other  zealous  co-workers  in  the  Patriarchal  family)  to  report 
an  addition  of  six  Encampments  to  our  list  (two  old  ones  revived  and  four 
new  ones  instituted),  with  an  increased  membership  of  over  thirty-three  per 
cent,  upon  our  last  year’s  report.  The  aggregate  of  all  this,  though  small 
in  itself,  shows  very  plainly  that  there  is  life  in  the  ‘old  Patriarchs  yet,’  and 
that  we  are  neither  standing  idle  nor  falling  back,  if  it  is  our  misfortune  to 
occupy  a  rear  position  in  the  vast  army  of  Odd  Fellows.  Our  increase  gives 
us  some  grounds  to  hope  that  we  may  yet  see  the  day  when  we  will  not  feel 
ashamed  of  our  numbers.” 

Ohio. — The  distinguished  Grand  Secretary  of  this  valuable  jurisdiction, 
Bro.  William  C.  Earl,  who  has  so  long  and  worthily  filled  the  important 
position,  forwarded  the  report  on  the  27th  of  May,  accompanied  with  the 
following: 

“After  a  longer  delay  than  usual,  I  am  able  to  send  you  the  reports  from 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  of  which  it  is  perhaps  useless  for  me  to  say  much. 
They  tell  the  story  of  our  work  in  this  jurisdiction  quite  as  clearly  as  could 
any  words  of  mine.  They  give  the  facts,  but  of  course  give  no  indication  of 
the  spirit ,  the  inner  life  which  lies  behind,  and  gives  impetus  to  all  the  forces 
of  which  it  is  composed.  Behind  the  figures  are  brains  and  hearts  that  are 
as  the  pulsations  of  life.  These  we  cannot  analyze  or  examine  separately, 
but  must  regard  them  in  their  aggregate  form.  Viewed  thus,  is  it  unfair  to 
claim  for  Odd  Fellowship  in  Ohio,  a  majesty  of  form  and  fulness  of  power 
which  makes  it  in  our  generous  rivalry  the  peer  of  any  other  jurisdiction?  I 
will  only  say  here  that  we  of  Ohio,  in  spite  of  the  numerous  organizations 
which  have  sprung  into  existence,  each  setting  up  claims  to  public  favor, 
regard  our  Order  as  something  to  be  proud  of,  and  our  prayers  are  that 
equal  prosperity  may  attend  its  labors  everywhere.” 

Bro.  Joseph  Dowdall,  the  highly  esteemed  and  efficient  Grand  Scribe,  in 
sending  the  report  of  the  Grand  Encampment,  on  the  30tli  of  March,  wrote: 
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“The  Patriarchal  branch  of  the  Order  in  this  State  has  not  increased  in 
numbers  as  largely  the  past  year  as  in  former  years.  There  is,  however, 
a  decided  improvement  in  the  financial  condition  of  the  Subordinate  En¬ 
campments.  The  health  of  the  membership  has  been  excellent,  and  the 
mortality  comparatively  small.  The  march  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  Ohio  is 
onward  and  upward,  and  I  hope  it  may  thus  continue  throughout  all  time.” 

On  the  6th  of  May  he  advised:  “Our  Grand  Encampment  closed  its  ses¬ 
sion  yesterday.  Seventeen  Charters  were  granted  for  new  Encampments, 
and  one  Charter  restored.  All  was  harmonious.” 

Ontario. — The  report  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  this  highly  prosperous  juris¬ 
diction  was  received  on  the  13th  of  April,  from  the  esteemed  and  able  Grand 
Secretary,  Bro.  J.  B.  King,  and  presents  a  noble  exhibit  of  the  work  of  the 
year,  1,700  having  been  added  to  the  membership.  The  following  is  ex¬ 
tracted  from  a  statement  of  the  transactions  of  the  year,  issued  by  the  Grand 


Secretary,  March  18,  1875:

“  Shannon ville  Lodge,  No.  118,  yet  to  be  heard  from. 

“Fourteen  Lodges  have  been  instituted  since  the  last  session  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  in  August,  1874. 

“In  the  matter  of  current  expenses,  as  reported  by  Lodges,  there  is  evi¬ 
dently  an  error.  All  the  new  Lodges,  and  many  old  ones,  report  the  amounts 
paid  for  furniture,  regalia,  Ac.,  as  current  expenses,  which,  at  a  glance,  they 
will  see  is  wrong.  All  such  amounts  should  be  credited  to  the  fund  from 
which  the  money  is  drawn  to  pay  for  them.  The  matters  contained  in  this 
statement  are  important  only  in  so  far  as  they  are  correct,  and  the  attention 
of  all  Lodges  is  called  to  the  error  above  noted,  with  the  hope  that  they  will 
carefully  look  up  the  facts  and  correct  the  mistakes  in  their  next  returns.  ” 

The  efficient  and  worthy  Grand  Scribe,  Bro.  M.  D.  Dawson,  accompanied 
the  report  of  the  Grand  Encampment  with  the  following  letter,  dated 
March  31st- : 

“I  beg  to  inclose  you  the  annual  return  for  the  past  year;  am  sorry  that  I 
could  not  have  sent  it  sooner,  but  the  delay  was  occasioned  by  two  of  the 
Subordinates  failing  to  report,  and  now  I  have  to  send  off  without  them.  We 
are,  however,  in  a  highly  prosperous  condition,  and,  since  the  last  session  of 
our  Grand  Encampment,  have  added  two  new  tents  to  our  fold.  New  halls 
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are  also  being  erected  in  this  jurisdiction,  in  various  places,  strengthening 
the  bond  that  binds  our  brotherhood  together.” 

Oregon. — Bro.  J.  M.  Bacon,  the  accomplished  Grand  Secretary  of  this  dis¬ 
tant  jurisdiction,  transmitted  the  report  of  the  Grand  Lodge  with  commend¬ 
able  promptitude  on  the  15th  of  March,  and  thus  explains  the  situation  : 

“On  account  of  money  being  so  scarce  in  Oregon,  our  increase  is  not  so 
great  as  it  otherwise  would  have  been,  yet  we  are  in  a  very  healthy  con¬ 
dition.” 

Bro.  A.  Noi.tner,  P.  G.  Representative,  has  proved  a  very  efficient  1).  D. 
Grand  Sire,  and  on  the  29th  of  March,  1875,  instituted  the  Grand  Encamp¬ 
ment  of  Oregon,  at  Portland.  A.  J.  Marshall,  was  elected  and  installed  Si. 
W.  Grand  Patriarch;  J.  M.  Bacon,  R.  W.  Grand  Scribe. 

A  duplicate  Charter  was  issued  to  Ellison  Encampment,  No.  1,  and  Charters 
in  place  of  those  granted  by  the  Grand  Encampment  of  California,  were  for¬ 
warded  to  Willamette,  No.  2;  Falls,  No.  4;  and  Orgeana,  No.  5. 

The  following  letter  from  the  esteemed  Deputy,  exhibits  the  condition  of 
this  branch  of  the  Order  : 

‘  ‘  Office  of  D.  D.  Grand  Sire, 
“Oregon  City,  Oregon,  Feb.  20,  1875. 

“  J.  L.  Ridgely,  G.  C.  &  K.  S.,  G.  L.  of  U.  S. : 

“Dear  Sir  and  Brother, — I  herewith  submit  a  report  of  the  condition  of 
the  Encampment  branch  of  our  Order  under  my  jurisdiction. 

“  The  following  Encampments  are  located  and  now  working  under  Charters 
issued  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  within  this  State:  Ellison,  No. 
1,  Portland,  with  a  membership  of  99;  Willamette,  No.  2,  Salem,  38 members; 
Falls,  No.  4,  membership  24;  Orgeana,  No.  5,  membership  32;  Wimawhala, 
No.  6,  Eugene  City,  membership  43.  Charters  were  issued  to  all  the 
above  before  they  made  their  reports  to  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Califor¬ 
nia,  with  the  exception  of  Orgeana,  No.  5.  The  total  amount  of  receipts 
from  the  Encampments  reporting  to  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  is  $1,551.61.  Total 
membership  236.  The  amount  due  the  Grand  Lodge  from  these  Encamp¬ 
ments  is  $155.15,  which  I  have  transmitted.  The  Charter  of  Orgeana  En¬ 
campment  was  not  issued  until  after  the  first  of  January,  and  hence  they 
were  under  the  supervision  of  the  D.  D.  G.  P.  of  the  jurisdiction  of  Califor¬ 
nia,  and  made  the  report  to  that  body. 

“I  am  pleased  to  state  that  this  branch  of  our  Order  is  in  a  flourishing  con¬ 
dition,  and  after  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Oregon  shall  have  been  instituted 
and  officers  selected  from  our  own  State,  I  have  no  doubt  its  progress  will  be. 
marked  with  an  increasing  prosperity.  There  is  the  best  of  material  to  build 
up  from  within  our  State  and  adjoining  Territory,  and  the  zeal  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  needs  only  its  own  officers  to  bring  it  forward.  I  have  no  doubt  but 
what  this  branch  of  our  beloved  Order  will  fully  double  within  the  next  year. 

“I  have  just  returned  from  Olympia,  W.  T.,  where  I  conferred  the  degrees 
on  eight  brothers  who  have  petitioned  for  a  Charter.  There  is  a  membership 
of  one  hundred  in  the  Subordinates  in  that  place,  of  live,  true  Odd  Fellows, 
and  I  can  assure  you  that  when  the  Encampment  branch  is  organized,  it  will 
be  in  the  hands  of  worthy  and  energetic  brothers. 

“The  Order  in  this  far  Northwest  is  in  a  healthy  and  prosperous  condi¬ 
tion,  and  its  course  is  onward. 

“Fraternally  yours,

Pennsylvania. — Bro.  James  B.  Nicholson,  the  distinguished,  able,  and 
zealous  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Scribe  of  this  large  and  important  juris¬ 
diction,  transmitted  the  reports  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand  Encamp¬ 
ment  on  the  6th  of  June.  There  are  now  844  Lodges,  an  increase  of  44;  96,844 
members,  an  increase  of  1,647  during  the  year.  Total  relief,  $378,858.15. 
Receipts,  $814,939.72. 

In  the  Encampment  report  the  addition  of  6  Subordinates  and  138  mem¬ 
bers  is  noted.  Total  relief,  $55,769.35.  Receipts,  $107,028.73. 

The  following  eloquent  remarks  accompanied  the  Grand  Lodge  report: 
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“Now,  the  figures  have  been  presented,  and  yet  the  story  remains  untold, 
and  it  will  never  be  written  by  human  pen.  It  is  impossible  to  trace  through 
the  ramifications  of  society  all  the  good  that  Odd  Fellowship  has  done  in 
Pennsylvania  during  a  year:  not  only  has  misfortune  been  alleviated,  and 
want  relieved,  but  the  direct  practical  results  of  the  inculcation  of  the  great 
truth  of  a  universal  brotherhood  have  been,  and  still  are,  abundantly  man¬ 
ifest  in  obliterating  causes  of  division,  and  in  bringing  man  into  a  nearer, 
closer,  more  fraternal  contact  with  his  fellow-man.  Odd  Fellowship  inspires 
the  hearts  and  animates  the  souls  of  living  men,  who,  with  an  upward  look¬ 
ing  of  their  whole  being,  are  striving  to  place  humanity  upon  a  common 
world-wide  platform,  upon  which  all  good  men  may  stand  irrespective  of 
party,  sect,  or  nationality,  to  labor  for  the  advancement  of  civilization,  and 
the  amelioration  of  the  ills  to  which  humanity  is  subject.” 

In  reference  to  the  Rebekah  Degree  Lodges  the  Grand  Secretary  thus  ex¬ 
presses  himself: 

“Nothing  can  be  more  unsatisfactory  than  the  reports  from  the  Rebekah 
Degree  Lodges;  but  it  cannot  be  justly  said  that  the  imperfections  are  due 
to  any  neglect  upon  the  part  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  for  strenuous  efforts 
have  been  made  to  secure  correct  returns ;  yet,  when  received,  they  serve, 
with  rare  exceptions,  to  exhibit  discrepancies  that  cannot  be  reconciled, 
whilst  from  sixty  Lodges,  out  of  one  hundred  and  one  that  retain  a  nominal 
existence,  no  reports  whatever  have  been  procured. 

“The  Grand  Secretary  has  done  whatever  he  possibly  could  to  encourage 
the  Rebekah  Degree  Lodges,  and  has  urged  upon  various  District  Deputy 
Grand  Masters  to  do  the  same.  Where  there  have  been  long  intervals  of 
time  without  a  meeting,  the  members  have  been  urged  to  reorganize  and 
take  a  fresh  start,  and  the  utmost  indulgence  has  been  exhibited.  If  failure 
to  meet  for  a  certain  period  should  be  held  to  work  a  forfeiture  of  the  Char¬ 
ter,  a  great  many  Charters  might  now  be  called  in;  and  in  those  that  do 
meet  occasionally,  the  amount  of  practical  good  that  is  accomplished  is  not 
in  proportion  to  the  expectations  that  were  indulged  in  at  the  time  of  their 
establishment. 

“There  are  supposed  to  be  one  hundred  and  one  Degree  Lodges  of  the 
Daughters  of  Rebekah  in  operation,  of  which  number  only  forty-one  have 
made  reports.” 

The  following  reference  to  the  beneficial  statement  accompanied  the  re¬ 
port  : 

“The  returns  show  that  in  a  reported  membership  of  94,401,  there  have 
been  59,392  weeks  of  sickness  for  which  benefits  have  been  paid,  being  an 
average  of  62.91  weeks  sickness  per  annum  for  every  one  hundred  members; 
or  to  state  it  in  another  manner:  If  the  sickness  had  been  distributed  pro 
rata  among  the  membership,  every  member  would  have  been  sick  four  days, 
nine  hours,  and  forty-two  minutes  during  the  year.  This  affords  a  basis  for" 
estimates,  but  allowance  must  be  made  when  the  application  is  made  to  an 
individual  Lodge  arising  out  of  the  age  of  the  members,  and  their  occupa¬ 
tions,  as  well  as  the  location  of  the  Lodge.  In  some  Lodges  the  members 
generally  are  engaged  in  more  unhealthy  and  hazardous  pursuits  than  in 
others ;  therefore  in  the  former  there  will  be  more  sickness,  and  consequent¬ 
ly  there  must  be  higher  dues  paid  to  meet  the  demands  upon  the  treasury 
of  the  Lodge. 

“The  report  made  last  year,  based  upon  six  months  experience,  showed 
an  average  sickness  of  62.25,  and  it  is  wonderfully  confirmed  by  the  experi¬ 
ence  of  twelve  months  now  presented;  each  sustains  the  other  in  the  gener¬ 
al  grouping  of  the  facts. 

“In  order  that  the  Lodges  may  see  to  what  they  are  tending  as  years  pass 
by,  the  following  table  is  submitted  in  which  the  Lodges  are  divided  into 
fifties  and  into  hundreds.  It  is  a  glass  into  which  the  young  Lodges  may 
look  and  behold  themselves  as  age  steals  upon  them,  and  they  should  make 
provision  in  due  season  for  the  future  : 
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“General  average  62.91  weeks  sickness  among  every  100  members.” 

Peru. — See  Foreign  Correspondence. 

Quebec. — Bro.  G.  Vaeey,  the  untiring  and  talented  District  Deputy  Grand 
Sire  for  this  Province,  instituted  Montreal  Encampment,  No.  1,  on  the  6th 
of  November,  1874.  The  communications  of  this  faithful  officer  have  been 
frequent  and  interesting,  and  we  are  advised,  from  time  to  time,  of  the  con¬ 
dition  of  the  Subordinates  under  his  charge.  The  following  extracts  from 
his  letters  are  presented : 

“You  will  be  gratified  to  see  that  the  Order  has  materially  increased  since 
the  last  annual  report.  The  prospects  for  a  further  increase  during  the 
present  year  are  encouraging,  and  I  trust  those  who  may  be  added  to  our 
number  may  be  such  as  will  not  only  swell  the  ranks,  but  improve  our 
membership.  I  am  happy  to  say  everything  in  the  Qrder  here  is  progressing 
harmoniously,  and  the  Lodges  are  steadily  increasing  in  numbers.” 

A  movement  toward  establishing  a  Lodge  in  the  city  of  Quebec  has  been 
made,  and  the  indications  are  favorable  for  its  accomplishment. 

Rhode  Island. — At  an  early  date  (on  the  10th  of  March)  the  reports  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  and  Grand  Encampment  were  received  from  the  intelligent 
and  efficient  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Scribe  of  this  active  jurisdiction, 
Bro.  J.  F.  Driscol.  The  returns,  exhibiting  an  addition  of  600  to  the  mem¬ 
bership  of  the  Lodges  and  100  to  the  Encampments,  justify  the  remarks  of 
our  brother  as  given  herewith: 

“It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  report  so  favorable  an  account  of  the  doings 
of  our  beloved  Order  during  the  past  year  in  this  jurisdiction.  We  have 
gained  in  numbers  in  both  branches  of  the  Order  during  the  past  year,  and 
there  is  a  corresponding  interest  in  the  various  Lodges  and  Encampments, 
giving  great  promise  for  the  future,  and  every  encouragement  to  press  on¬ 
ward  in  our  efforts  to  be  serviceable  to  our  fellow-men. 

“We  have  had  the  largest  gathering  at  our  Grand  Lodge  ever  held  in  our 
State,  every  Lodge  being  represented.  The  greatest  of  harmony  and  good 
feeling  pervade  our  entire  jurisdiction.” 

Sandwich  Islands. — See  Foreign  Correspondence. 
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South  Carolina.  — Our  esteemed  brother,  Robert  James,  the  R.  W.  Grand 
Secretary  of  this  jurisdiction,  accompanied  the  report  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
with  the  following  letter,  dated  July  27th,  which  fully  explains  the  situation 
in  this  important  field  of  our  labor: 

“I  regret  very  much  the  delay  which  has  occurred  in  forwarding  my  an¬ 
nual  report.  I  was  desirous  of  sending  it  soon  after  the  first  of  April,  but 
sickness  and  other  circumstances  prevented  me  from  carrying  out  my 
wishes. 

“The  report  you  will  perceive  shows  a  gain  of  but  53  members,  with  no 
increase  in  the  number  of  Lodges.  I  have  in  my  former  reports  pointed 
out  the  difficulties  under  which  we  labor  in  this  jurisdiction,  the  most  im¬ 
portant  of  which  was,  as  the  result  of  the  war,  the  want  of  pecuniary  re¬ 
sources  to  enable  us  to  rebuild  our  fallen  Lodges.  The  same  difficulty  still 
exists,  and  as  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  has  not  taken  any  action  in  the 
premises,  as  suggested  in  one  of  my  communications,  where  I  asked  your 
influence  to  obtain,  if  possible,  one  thousand  dollars  by  donation,  from  the 
G.  L.  of  U.  S.,  I  do  not  feel  at  liberty  to  urge  my  personal  views  at  present 
in  making  at  this  time  any  suggestion  whatever.  The  time  is  not  far  distant 
when  our  real  condition  will  be  seen  and  felt  by  those  in  authority,  when 
they  will  realize  that  something  must  be  done  to  save  the  Order  in  this  State, 
when  they  will  be  glad  to  accept  aid,  no  matter  from  what  quarter  it  may 
come,  and  not  consider  it  charity  or  below  the  dignity  of  a  Grand  Lodge  to 
receive  assistance  when  it  is  intended  to  benefit  the  Order  in  the  noble  work 
of  doing  good.” 

No  report  from  the  Grand  Encampment  has  been  received,  though  several 
letters  have  been  addressed  to  the  Grand  Scribe,  requesting  him  to  forward  it. 

Switzerland. — See  Foreign  Correspondence. 

Tennessee. — Bro.  J.  R.  Harwell,  the  faithful  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand 
Scribe,  transmitted  the  returns  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand  Encamp¬ 
ment  on  the  22d  of  April.  The  membership  appears,  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
report,  to  have  increased  95;  the  total  membership  being  4,684;  while  the 
Encampments  have  added  only  10,  increasing  the  membership  to  779. 

I  am  indebted  to  Bro.  J.  P.  Prescott,  P.  G.  M.,  of  this  jurisdiction,  for  an 
interesting  account  of  the  “  procession  and  ceremonies,”  which  took  place  at 
Memphis,  on  the  18th  of  August,  1875,  upon  the  occasion  of  laying  the  cor¬ 
ner-stone  of  an  addition  to  the  “  Leath  Orphan  Asylum.”  This  edifice  is  in¬ 
tended  for  the  accommodation  of  the  orphans  in  charge  of  the  committee  of 
the  several  Subordinates  in  that  city,  having  possession  of  the  unexpended 
fund  contributed  by  the  Order  at  large,  for  the  relief  of  the  brethren  during 
the  terrible  epidemic  which  visited  that  city  in  1873.  The  paper  is  herewith 
submitted. 

Texas. — Bro.  George  W.  Grover,  the  talented  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand 
Scribe  of  this  flourishing  jurisdiction,  sends  his  reports  a  month  earlier  this 
year  than  in  1874.  The  letter  accompanying,  dated  June  21st,  is  as  follows : 

“Herewith  please  receive  annual  returns  of  this  jurisdiction  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1874.  Although  the  Grand  Lodge  report  exhibits  a 
very  large  percentage  in  the  number  of  suspensions  (790),  all  but  nine  are  for 
non-payment  of  dues;  yet  the  summary  shows  an  increase  of  16  in  the  work¬ 
ing  Lodges  resuscitated  or  organized,  and  411  members  over  the  year  1873. 

“  The  Grand  Encampment  report  exhibits  a  like  result — an  increase  of  15 
Encampments  resuscitated  or  organized,  and  101  members — after  deducting 
111  for  Encampments  dropped,  and  difference  in  semi-annual  reports  since 
received,  which  had  not  reported  in  1873.” 

Utah. — On  the  29th  of  January,  the  first  annual  report  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  this  jurisdiction  was  received  from  the  accomplished  Grand  Secretary, 
Bro.  Wm.  Samson.  A  glance  at  the  document  shows  the  number  of  Lodges 
5;  members,  268,  an  accession  of  74  during  the  year.  Paid  for  relief,  $472.70. 
Total  receipts,  $6,060.16.  Reports  from  various  sources  indicate  the  Order 
to  be  in  a  good  condition  and  increasing  as  rapidly  as  the  unfavorable  state 
of  business  in  the  Territory  will  permit.  With  a  return  of  prosperity  to  the 
people,  a  gain  in  Lodges  and  membership  is  anticipated. 
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Oquirrh  Encampment,  No.  1,  continues  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Grand  Encampment  of  California. 

Vermont. — On  the  15th  day  of  July,  the  annual  report  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
■was  received  from  our  esteemed  Bro.  John  B.  Burton,  B.  W.  Grand  Secre¬ 
tary.  The  membership  in  this  active  jurisdiction  has  increased  to  1,092, 
entitling  the  Grand  Lodge  to  an  additional  Bepresentative. 

The  folloiving  encouraging  letter  from  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  dated 
July  13th,  is  submitted  : 

“You  will  see  we  have  made  an  increase  last  year  of  175  new  members, 
and  I  hope  this  year  we  will  prosper  still  better.  July  6th,  I  instituted  a 
new  Lodge  in  the  town  of  Winooski,  with  ten  Charter  members,  and  the 
prospect  for  a  splendid  Lodge  there  is  good.  The  Order  in  Brattleboro 
is  flourishing,  we  have  added  to  our  membership  the  last  term  15,  and  the 
beginning  of  this  term  is  showing  still  more  in  our  favor.  Our  Bebekah 
Lodges  have  a  membership  of  200,  and  our  Encampment  is  the  Pioneer  of 
the  State,  and  is  the  only  Encampment  in  the  State  that  has  a  dress  uniform, 
and  let  me  tell  you,  that  our  old  veterans,  like  Sewell  Morse,  Timothy 
Yr inton,  and  others,  look  well  in  it.

At  a  very  late  day  (August  20th),  after  repeated  efforts  to  obtain  it,  the  re¬ 
port  of  the  Grand  Encampment  was  received  from  Bro.  Frank  H.  Bascom, 
B.  W.  Grand  Scribe.  An  addition  of  29  to  the  membership  is  noted,  the 
total  being  321.  Amount  of  the  annual  receipts,  S998.71. 

Virginia. — Bro.  T.  Wiley  Davis,  the  attentive  Grand  Secretary,  furnished 
the  report  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  June  2d. 

The  return  of  the  Grand  Encampment  was  received  April  10th,  from  Bro. 
J.  A.  Collins,  the  accomplished  Grand  Scribe. 

No  special  information  as  to  the  condition  of  the  Order  in  this  important 
jurisdiction  was  supplied,  but  the  reports  show  that  the  brethren  are  retain¬ 
ing  the  membership  of  the  previous  year,  without  any  increase  of  members 
in  Lodges  or  Encampments. 

Washington. — Through  the  agency  of  Bro.  H.  G.  Struve,  D.  D.  Grand 
Sire  for  this  Territory,  Charters  have  been  issued  to  Vancouver  Lodge,  No.  3, 
and  Western  Lodge,  No.  6,  in  place  of  the  Warrants  granted  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Oregon. 

Alpha  Encampment,  No.  1,  was  instituted  at  Olympia,  April  14,  1875,  by 
A.  Noltner,  P.  G.  Bep.,  of  Oregon,  Special  Deputy,  who  advises  that  there 
can  be  no  reasonable  doubt  of  its  success.  His  cheering  letter  is  herewith 
presented  : 

“Oregon  City,  Oregon,  April  17,  1875. 

“J.  L.  Bidgely,  Esq., 

Grand  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretary: 

‘  ‘  Dear  Sir  and  Brother,  — Inclosed  please  find  my  report  of  the  institution 
of  Alpha  Encampment,  No.  1,  at  Olympia,  W.  T. ;  also  a  resolution  request¬ 
ing  the  Grand  Sire  to  place  said  Encampment  under  the  jurisdiction  of  Oregon. 
It  will  meet  with  the  general  approbation  of  the  patriarchs  of  this  State  to 
have  this  done. 

“The  Encampment  starts  off  with  every  prospect  of  success.  On  the 
night  of  institution  we  exalted  eight  brothers,  giving  them  a  membership 
of  sixteen;  and  there  are  over  one  hundred  members  of  the  two  Subordinate 
Lodges  in  that  place,  with  easy  access  to  all  the  other  Lodges  on  the  Sound. 
All  express  themselves  highly  pleased  with  this  branch  of  our  Order,  and  I 
predict  that  Alpha  Encampment,  No.  1,  will,  before  the  close  of  the  present 
year,  show  a  membership  of  not  less  than  fifty.  It  would  do  your  heart 
good  to  see  the  genuine  spirit  of  Odd  Fellowship  as  illustrated  by  our  breth¬ 
ren  in  the  adjoining  Territory.  They  are  as  bright  in  the  work  as  any  por¬ 
tion  of  the  Union,  and  they  show  their  appreciation  by  attending  regularly 
at  their  Lodge  meetings.  The  Encampment  branch  of  our  beloved  Order 
will  show  a  marked  increase  in  the  near  future,  from  the  fact  that  we  have 
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now  our  own  Grand  Officers  and  some  one  to  attend  to  the  matter.  The 
officers  I  installed  on  the  organization  of  the  Grand  Encampment  are  active, 
energetic,  and  worthy  patriarchs,  and  will  do  whatsoever  is  necessary  for  the 
advancement  of  this  branch  of  our  Order.  The  patriarchs  all  feel  proud 
that  they  have  become  free  from  the  rule  of  our  sister  State,  and  feel  more 
responsibility  in  the  matter,  a  responsibility  which  they  are  fully  able  to 
carry  out  to  success.  Hoping  that  the  last  numbers  that  have  been  added  to 
our  great  brotherhood  may  prosper  and  reflect  credit  on  our  beloved  Order,

West  Virginia. — Bro.  Thomas  G.  Steele,  the  esteemed  and  faithful  Grand 
Secretary,  omitted  his  usual  interesting  review  of  the  progress  in  this  enter¬ 
prising  jurisdiction.  An  examination  of  the  report  of  the  Grand  Lodge  re¬ 
ceived  April  26th,  shows  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  Lodges  and 
members. 

After  the  foregoing  was  in  type,  the  following  came  from  Bro.  Steele  : 

“Graeton,  W.  Va.,  August  20,  1875. 

“My  return,  forwarded  some  time  ago,  gives  the  condition  of  the  Order  in 
this  jurisdiction.  We  are  still  onward  in  the  good  work,  endeavoring  to  use 
the  ‘  now  ’  in  the  earnest  hope  of  a  rich  reward  in  the  future.  Since  the  date 
of  my  return,  five  new  Lodges  have  been  organized,  and  application  has 
been  made  for  two  others.  I  note  this  fact  as  a  foretaste  of  the  reward  that 
awaits  all  earnest  workers  in  the  Order.  I  hear,  with  great  regret,  that  your 
ill  health  continues.  May  God,  in  His  mercy,  spare  you  to  us  yet  a  little 
longer.  ” 

Bro.  H.  A.  Uthman,  the  worthy  Grand  Scribe,  transmitted  the  report  of 
the  Grand  Encampment,  with  the  following,  dated  March  29tli : 

“The  report  is  not  as  complete  as  I  should  like  to  have  it,  but  it  is  the 
best  that  I  can  do,  as  some  Encampments  have  not  sent  the  information  that 
is  required.  I  hope  that  in  time  we  shall  have  correct  reports.  Our  return 
exhibits  an  increase  in  membership,  though  not  as  great  as  was  anticipated  at 
the  commencement  of  the  year,  but  considering  the  financial  condition  of  the 
country  for  the  last  year  or  more;  that  so  many  of  our  brethren  have  been 
idle  a  considerable  portion  of  the  time,  I  think  we  have  done  well  in  this 
jurisdiction,  and  am  satisfied  that  on  the  revival  of  business  our  Order 
will  prosper  accordingly.” 

Wisconsin. — Bro.  L.  B.  Hills,  the  very  efficient  and  accomplished  Grand 
Secretary  and  Grand  Scribe  of  this  highly  prosperous  jurisdiction,  sends  his 
reports  in  good  season,  with,  as  usual,  an  interesting  letter  containing  im¬ 
portant  suggestions.  His  communication  of  April  14th  is  as  follows: 

“Herewith  I  hand  you  my  annual  reports  of  the  Grand  Encampment  and 
Grand  Lodge  of  this  jurisdiction  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1874, 
with  certificates  of  Representatives  elect. 

“I  also  inclose  a  statement  of  the  ages  of  the  members  in  this  jurisdiction 
by  decades.  Also  the  amount  paid  for  sickness  and  funeral  benefits  for 
1874,  with  the  amount  of  real  and  personal  property  yielding  revenue. 

“I  suppose  the  blanks  you  send  out  contain  all  the  items  of  which  we  are 
required  to  make  returns;  but  I  confess  I  fail  to  see  of  what  special  value  to 
the  statistician  the  returning  the  number  of  weeks  for  which  benefits  are 
paid  can  be  without  other  important  data,  when  the  fact  is  that  a  large 
amount  of  the  ^ums  reported  as  paid  for  relief  are  not  for  benefits,  but  for 
financial  relief.  It  seems  too,  that  to  make  these  statistics  of  any  great 
value,  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  should  provide  for  the  collection  of  such  items  as 
have  to  be  considered  in  determining  the  relation  of  dues  and  benefits,  and 
furnish  blanks  and  instructions  for  that  purpose;  then  the  reports  from  all 
the  jurisdictions  would  be  uniform,  and  then  the  reports  would  be  of  inesti¬ 
mable  value  to  the  actuaries  of  the  Order.  If  such  a  census  should  be  de¬ 
termined  on,  the  matter  of  preparing  the  blanks  should  be  referred  to  a 
committee  of  Representatives  who  are  experienced  Grand  Secretaries,  and

who  understand  the  chronic  disposition  of  Recording-  Secretaries,  and  possi¬ 
bly  Grand  Secretaries  as  well,  to  misunderstand  what  is  required. 

“Relative  to  the  condition  of  the  Order  in  this  jurisdiction,  the  increase 
in  membership  is  in  about  the  same  ratio  as  in  former  years,  and  the  moral 
force  and  strength  of  the  Order  is  not  one  whit  abated.  A  universal  and 
fraternal  good  feeling  prevails  between  the  Lodges  and  among  the  members. 

“I  must  not  omit  to  state  the  fact,  that  in  the  Patriarchal  branch  of  the 
Order  we  are  cheered  and  encouraged  as  never  before.  Many  of  our  Camps 
are  putting  on  the  prescribed  uniform,  and  there  is  a  continued  increase  of 
interest  in  the  work  and  attendance  of  the  members  such  as  three  years  since 
we  had  not  expected  to  witness.  It  is  cheering  to  appreciate  the  fact  that  the 
Order  in  Wisconsin  is  making  long  strides  forward,  and  doing  its  full  share 
in  working  out  the  great  and  glorious  destiny  of  this  beloved  Order,  that 
has  become  a  first-class  power  on  the  earth.”

Wyoming. — On  the  25th  of  August,  the  annual  report  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
was  received  from  Bro.  L.  Kabis,  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary,  accompanied  with 
the  following,  dated  August  18,  1875,  in  explanation  of  the  delay  : 

“Inclosed  find  report  of  our  Grand  Lodge,  I  mailed  a  report  to  you  in 
April  last,  and  hope  this  will  reach  you  in  time  for  publication.  On  the  25th 
of  February,  1875,  a  Lodge  was  instituted  at  Rock  Springs  in  this  jurisdic¬ 
tion,  to  be  hailed  and  known  as  Excelsior  Lodge,  No.  9.  It  has  a  member¬ 
ship  of  twenty-three.  All  our  Lodges  are  in  a  prosperous  condition,  and  we 
hope  for  an  increase  in  number  of  Lodges  as  well  as  membership  the  present 
year.” 

The  report  exhibits  number  of  Lodges,  December  31,  1874,  eight;  mem¬ 
bers,  three  hundred  and  thirty-one. 

Bro.  W.  L.  Kuykendall,  the  active  D.  D.  Grand  Sire  for  this  jurisdiction, 
forwarded  the  reports  of  Encampments,  Nos.  1  and  2,  early  in  January,  and 
on  the  first  of  April  transmitted  the  following  encouraging  communication : 

“I  have  little  of  interest  to  report  at  the  present  time.  Hope  Encamp¬ 
ment,  No.  2,  and  Wyoming  Encampment,  No.  1,  in  this  Territory,  are  work¬ 
ing  as  well  as  could  be  expected  where  the  Subordinate  Lodge  membership 
is  limited  in  numbers.  The  officers  of  both  Encampments  were  duly  in¬ 
stalled  for  the  present  term  in  due  time,  and  reports  and  percentage  for¬ 
warded,  which  are  now  in  your  possession.  Our  people  feel  assured  that 
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the  fairest  and  most  valuable  part  of  our  Territory  will  be  opened  for  settle¬ 
ment  within  the  next  ninety  days.  With  the  extinguishment  of  the  Indian 
title  to  that  country  it  will  be  settled  up  rapidly;  towns  and  cities  will  spring 
up  here  and  there  in  the  new  acquisition;  in  the  van-guard  of  the  thousands 
that  will  go  to  people  that  country  will  be  a  goodly  number  of  the  brethren, 
who  will  see  that  the  good  cause  is  advanced  by  starting  Lodges  and  En¬ 
campments.  Our  Grand  Lodge  is  in  a  flourishing  condition,  as  also  the  Sub¬ 
ordinates  under  its  control.  We  now  have  nine  Lodges  in  a  population  of 
about  twelve  thousand.  I  have  nothing  more  of  interest  to  record.” 

FOREIGN  CORRESPONDENCE. 

This  correspondence,  since  the  organization  of  independent  Grand  Bodies 
abroad,  has  been  materially  lessened,  nevertheless  the  accession  of  new  ju¬ 
risdictions  necessarily  keeps  up  a  considerable  foreign  epistolary  intercom¬ 
munication,  which  during  the  past  year  has  been  full  of  interest.  With  Aus¬ 
tralia,  South  America,  Germany,  Sandwich  Islands,  and  Switzerland,  par¬ 
ticularly,  we  have  close  relations,  in  all  of  which  countries  Odd  Fellowship  is 
progressing  in  a  highly  satisfactory  manner.  I  subjoin  a  brief  statement  of 
the  condition  in  each,  and  of  the  correspondence  had  during  the  past  year. 

Australia. — It  will  be  recollected  that  at  the  last  session  the  Grand  Secre¬ 
tary  reported  a  letter  from  Henry  Vine,  D.  D.  Grand  Sire,  of  this  jurisdic¬ 
tion  (Journal,  p.  6053),  received  so  late  as  August  17th,  preceding  the  annual 
session,  which  referred  among  other  interesting  subjects  to  the  non-receipt 
of  the  revised  Lectures  and  Charges,  and  the  authorized  copy  of  the  re¬ 
vised  unwritten  work  and  diagrams.  The  reason  why  those  documents 
had  not  been  dispatched,  stated  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  was  “that  the  first 
was  not  ready  until  the  spring  of  1874,  and  the  latter  was  only  just  com¬ 
pleted."  In  order  to  supply  this  very  important  work  at  as  early  a  moment 
as  possible  after  its  completion,  a  package  was  made  up  early  in  October 
last,  addressed  to  Bro.  Vine,  to  be  forwarded  by  mail,  as  the  only  safe  mode 
known  to  us.  Having  arranged  with  the  Post-office  to  pay  $40  as  the  amount 
of  postage  prescribed,  the  package  was  about  to  be  forwarded,  when  the  Post¬ 
master  informed  us  that  such  a  parcel  when  received  in  England  and  Aus¬ 
tralia,  at  the  Post-office,  would  be  sent  to  the  custom-house  to  be  there  opened 
and  subjected  to  duty.  This  information,  of  course,  defeated  our  purpose, 
and  at  once  a  correspondence  was  opened  through  Bro.  C.  B.  B.  Col- 
ledge,  P.  G.  K.,  and  Bro.  Stuart,  P.  G.  S.,  with  the  Post-office  and  with 
the  State  Department,  at  Washington,  with  a  view  to  further  light  in  the 
premises.  No  relief  being  obtainable,  upon  consultation,  it  was  agreed  to 
have  the  unwritten  work  copied  in  cipher,  with  a  proper  key,  and  to  trans¬ 
mit  the  same  in  that  form,  with  the  diagrams.  This  was  accordingly  done, 
December  20,  1874,  through  the  aid  of  Bro.  F.  D.  Stuart,  P.  G.  Sire,  who  was 
employed  to  prepare  the  work.  The  correspondence  is  herewith  submitted. 
The  written  work  was  forwarded  in  the  care  of  Grand  Secretary  Johnson,  of 
California;  of  these  facts  I  took  occasion  to  inform  D.  D.  G.  Sire  Vin^,  by 
letter  of  November  27,  1874.  Opportunity  was  also  availed  of  to  explain  the 
legislation  of  last  session  touching  the  asked  for  modification  of  the  restric¬ 
tive  terms  of  the  Charter  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australia,  relating  to  the  quali¬ 
fications  for  membership.  Reference  was  also  made  to  the  appointment  of 
Bro.  Morse,  as  Special  Commissioner  to  Australia,  and  he  was  earnestly  com¬ 
mended  to  their  favor  and  hospitable  fraternity.  Advice  received  from  G. 
Secretary  H.  Vine,  dated  February  8,  1875,  in  reply,  informed  us  of  the  safe 
arrival  of  the  written  work  and  of  several  volumes  of  the  bound  Revised 
Journal;  it  also  dissents  from  the  view  taken  by  the  Post-office  authorities 
here  touching  the  transmission  of  the  unwritten  work  inviolate  through 
mail  to  Australia.  A  copy  of  the  Journal  of  Proceedings  of  last  session  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Australia  has  been  received,  which  indicates  a  high  degree 
of  general  prosperity  in  the  jurisdiction.  The  Journals  of  the  last  session 
of  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.,  and  the  A.  T.  P.  W.  were  duly  forwarded  and  have  been 
received. 
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Official  information  was  also  transmitted  of  the  appointment  of  Bro.  Mokse, 
as  Special  Commissioner;  and  a  further  detailed  letter  was  addressed  to  Gf. 
Secretary  Vine,  by  Assistant  Grand  Secretary  Boss,  April  26,  1875,  relating 
to  the  death  of  Bro.  Mobse,  and  expressive  of  the  profound  sorrow  felt  by  us, 
that  the  jurisdiction  of  Australia  “was  deprived  of  the  pleasure  and  profit  it 
would  have  derived  from  his  visit,  and  that  this  mission  upon  which  he  so 
earnestly  entered  was  destined  to  be  unfulfilled.”  This  letter  also  made 
a  proffer  of  the  original  book  of  the  revised  unwritten  work  prepared  for  that 
Grand  Lodge,  and  which  was  not  sent  on  account  of  the  hinderanees  which 
our  Post-office  interposed,  in  the  way  of  apprehended  custom-house  in¬ 
spection.  The  cipher  copy  transmitted  was  also  referred  to  by  Bro.  Boss, 
and  explanation  was  made  of  some  matters  relating  to  the  Journals  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  sent  out,  which  were  not  properly  under¬ 
stood.  This  correspondence  is  herewith  submitted. 

Although  no  acknowledgment  of  the  receipt  of  the  cipher  copy  of  the  un¬ 
written  work  has  as  yet  reached  this  office,  we  have  no  doubt  whatever  of  its 
safe  arrival.  So  that  ere  this  the  entire  revised  work  is  in  possession  of  our 
brothers  of  Australia.  The  subject  of  the  appointment  of  a  suitable  brother 
as  special  commissioner  to  this  jurisdiction  is  respectfully  again  submitted, 
and  reference  is  made  to  the  reasons  assigned  therefor  in  the  Grand  Secre¬ 
tary’s  report  of  the  last  session  (Journal,  p.  6053). 

The  printed  proceedings  of  August,  1874,  are  full  of  interest,  containing  a 
full  statement  of  our  condition,  as  well  as  their  own.  which  deserves  especial 
consideration.  Forty-two  Subordinates  are  reported  as  at  prosperous  work, 
with  a  membership  of  2,343. 

Chile. — The  status  of  the  Order  in  this  Bepublic  at  the  last  session  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  is  fully  presented  in  the  report  and  correspondence  of  the  then 
Grand  Sire,  Bro.  Logan,  by  whose  enterprise  and  zealous  persistence  Odd 
Fellowship  was  introduced  into  Chile,  and  under  whose  personal  auspices  it 
has  had  so  large  a  success  within  the  last  sixteen  months.  A  single  Lodge, 
Valparaiso,  No.  1,  was  in  existence  one  year  ago.  Since  then  four  additional 
Lodges  have  been  instituted,  viz.,  Pacific,  No.  2,  German;  Teutonia,  No.  3, 
German;  La  Fayette,  No.  4,  French;  Leavenworth,  No.  5,  English.  An  ap¬ 
plication  is  also  made  for  a  Grand  Lodge  Charter.  Our  correspondence  has 
been  had  with  P.  G.  Sire  Logan,  D.  D.  Grand  Sire  for  the  jurisdiction;  and 
with  Bro.  W.  J.  De  Gress,  of  Valparaiso  Lodge,  No.  1,  each  of  whom  have 
manifested  an  untiring  devotion  to  the  cause,  and  through  -whom  regular 
reports  and  remittances  have  reached  us.  The  most  interesting  portion  of 
this  correspondence  is  herewith  presented.  Odd  Fellowship  appears  to  have 
made  a  successful  lodgment  in  this  country,  and  owing  to  the  individual 
personal  efforts  of  Bro.  Logan,  and  to  the  prestige  of  his  distinguished  offi¬ 
cial  position  as  United  States  Minister  to  Chile,  has  secured  the  respect  and 
confidence  of  the  government  and  the  people.  Under  such  auspices  it  has 
been  rapidly  diffused  throughout  the  Bepublic,  and  is  destined  to  extend  to 
the  neighboring  governments.  To  Bro.  C.  A.  Logan,  P.  G.  Sire,  we  owe  a 
lasting  obligation,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  will  not  fail,  I  trust,  to  testify  its 
high  sense  of  appreciation  of  his  zeal  and  its  effective  success.  Very  recent 
advice  from  Bro.  Logan,  D.  D.  Grand  Sire,  of  July  9th,  conveys  the  applica¬ 
tion  for  the  Grand  Lodge  Charter,  and  the  report  of  the  institution  of  Leaven¬ 
worth,  No.  5,  at  Valparaiso. 

In  view  of  the  Spanish  population  of  the  country,  which  is  numerous  and 
influential,  and  which  also  prevails  generally  in  South  America,  an  earnest 
desire  is  expressed  by  the  D.  D.  Grand  Sire  to  have  the  work  translated  into 
that  language ;  this  they  have  already  done  at  their  own  expense,  and  now  ask 
that  the  same  may  be  printed.  This  correspondence  is  submitted  in  full,  and 
the  request  made  is  earnestly  commended  to  the  favor  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  subjoined  very  full  report  was  received  by  the  mail  of  August  26th, 
showing  the  details  of  the  work  of  all  the  Lodges  for  the  half  year  ending 
June  30,  1875 : 
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Semi-Annual  Beport  of  the  Subordinate  lodges,  I.  0.  0.  F.,  meeting  in  Valparaiso ,  Republic  of  Chile,  S.  A.,  to  the  R.  IT.  Grand  Lodge 

of  the  United  States,  during  the  first  half  year  ending  June  30,  1875. 
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By  advice  accompanying  the  above,  dated  July  24th,  from  Bro.  W.  J.  De 
Gress,  it  appears  that  a  movement  is  on  foot  for  Lodge,  No.  6,  at  Coquimbo. 
The  interesting  letter  is  herewith  submitted. 

The  Lodges  have  paid  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  the  fol¬

Which  amoirnt,  for  so  short  a  time,  is  so  large  and  unprecedented,  that  I 
deem  it  to  be  justly  a  proper  subject  of  special  mention,  and  as  indicating- 
undoubted  prosperity. 

Germany. — Our  official  intercourse  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  German 
Empire  during  the  past  year  has  not  been  confined  to  the  mere  interchange 
of  fraternal  salutations  and  courtesies.  Acknowledgment  is  made  by  Grand 
Sire  Bernheim  and  his  immediate  predecessor,  Bro.  Ostheim,  P.  G.  Sire,  of 
the  receipt  of  the  revised  unwritten  work  and  photographic  diagrams,  and  of 
seven  volumes  of  the  bound  Revised  Journal,  presented  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  the  United  States  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  German  Empire  at  the  session 
of  1873.  The  words  of  love  and  gratitude  expressed  by  these  officers  toward 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  are  so  eloquent  and  impressive  that  I 
have  felt  it  to  be  my  duty  to  print  these  letters  in  full.  This  presentation 
was  made  in  very  handsome  style,  the  works  being  prepared  very  elaborately, 
being  also  bound  in  a  superior  manner,  and  appropriately  inscribed.  The 
letters  accompanying  the  presentation  appear  at  page  6114,  Journal  of  1874. 

The  annual  reports  of  the  Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Secretary  were  acknowl¬ 
edged  by  the  Grand  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretary,  and  the  Pro¬ 
ceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  of  the  last  session  and 
A.  T.  P.  W.  were  duly  transmitted.  A  communication  was  also  forwarded 
informing  our  brethren  in  Germany  of  the  departure  of  Bro.  Morse,  P.  G. 
Rep.,  under  the  appointment  of  Grand  Sire  Durham,  as  Special  Commis¬ 
sioner  to  the  Sandwich  Islands  and  Australia,  Intelligence  was  subse¬ 
quently  conveyed  to  the  Grand  Sire  of  the  sad  failure  of  this  mission  by  the 
return  and  death  of  Bro.  Morse,  which  caused  profound  grief  throughout 
the  juxusdiction. 

A  letter  from  Hungary,  relative  to  the  introduction  of  Odd  Fellowship  to 
that  country,  having  been  received  from  Bro.  Logan,  P.  G.  Sire,  it  was  for¬ 
warded  to  Bro.  F.  S.  Ostheim,  P.  G.  Sire,  for  the  consideration  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  German  Empire.  The  correspondence  relating  to  these  sev¬ 
eral  subjects  is  in  part  submitted. 

I  have  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  an  official  letter  of  condolence  with 
Mrs.  Dr.  Morse  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  German  Empire,  accompanied 
with  a  request  that  I  would  take  proper  steps  for  its  transmission  to  that 
lady.  This  service  was  promptly  performed  through  the  instrumentality  of 
Bro.  G.  Rep.  Nathan  Porter,  of  San  Francisco,  who  cheerfully  acceded  to 
my  special  request  in  the  premises.  The  correspondence  on  the  subject  is 
herewith  submitted. 

I  also  received  from  Grand  Secretary  Wm.  Altvater,  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  the  German  Empire,  a  communication  comprehending  the  historical  ma¬ 
terial  of  the  Order  in  that  jurisdiction,  collated  by  the  various  Grand  and 
Subordinate  Lodges,  sent  to  me  pursuant  to  a  resolution  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  the  German  Empire,  to  afford  the  required  information  to  the  Histori¬ 
ographer  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  on  that  subject.  These 
papers  were  filed  in  the  archives,  their  reception  acknowledged,  and  informa¬ 
tion  respectfully  conveyed  that  at  present  the  work  of  the  Historiographer 
was  confined  to  the  first  decade  of  the  Order  in  the  United  States. 
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Having  requested  a  copy  of  a  fine  photograph  of  Bro.  J.  F.  Morse  belong¬ 
ing  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  German  Empire,  the  desired  picture  was  for¬ 
warded  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  by  Grand  Sire  Bernheim 
on  behalf  the  Grand  Lodge  of  that  jurisdiction :  it  was  received  by  me  on  the 
9th  of  June,  and  was  duly  acknowledged.  This  beautiful  representation  of 
the  founder  of  our  Order  in  Germany,  and  of  one  of  the  most  illustrious  Odd 
Fellows  in  our  history,  was  properly  framed  and  now  temporarily  graces  the 
Grand  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretary’s  office.  Its  proper  disposi¬ 
tion  is  subject  to  the  order  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States.  The 
correspondence  is  subjoined. 

Official  notice  was  received  from  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  the  German  Empire  of  the  expulsion  of  Anthony  Bauman,  a  resident  of 
Biihl,  and  a  member  of  Rotteck  Lodge,  No.  2,  Freiburg,  Baden,  for  defraud¬ 
ing  the  Lodge,  with  a  request  that  this  fact  should  be  made  public  in  this  ju¬ 
risdiction.  Accordingly  circulars  to  that  effect  were  issued  from  this  office 
to  the  Grand  Masters  of  the  several  jurisdictions. 

This  embraces  generally  the  transactions  between  the  two  Grand  Bodies 
during  the  past  year.  It  is  a  source  of  the  greatest  pleasure  to  me  to  report 
that  there  has  been  no  relaxation  of  the  zeal  and  devotion  tor  our  beloved 
Order  in  this  great  jurisdiction,  which  is  destined,  beyond  all  doubt,  to  dif¬ 
fuse  in  time  Odd  Fellowship  throughout  Europe. 

The  printed  proceedings  of  the  following  Grand  Lodges  in  the  German 
Empire  have  been  received  and  acknowledged  :

On  the  23d  of  August,  I  received  the  reports  of  M.  Bernheim,  M.  W.  Grand 
Sire,  and  Wilhelm  Altvater,  B.  W.  Grand  Secretary,  as  made  to  the  R.  W. 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  German  Empire,  at  its  session,  August  9, 1875,  and  present 
the  same  herewith. 

Having  examined  the  annual  reports  of  the  Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  German  Empire  of  the  last  session,  August, 
1875,  above  acknowledged,  I  submit  an  abstract  from  the  report  of  the  Grand 
Secretary,  exhibiting  the  strength  of  the  Order  in  the  jurisdiction  at  this 
time;  also  from  the  report  of  Grand  Sire  Bernheim,  as  an  evidence  of  the 
love  for  Odd  Fellowship  and  its  principles  which  prevails  among  our  German 
brethren,  and  especially  of  their  veneration  for  the  parent  Grand  Body  and 
its  illustrious  Special  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  Bro.  John  F.  Morse,  deceased,  by 
whom  the  Order  was  founded  in  the  Fatherland . 

The  report  of  Grand  Secretary  Altvater,  contains  the  following  statistics  : 

“July  1,  1875.  Number  of  Lodges,  29.  Number  of  Encampments,  5. 
Lodge  membership,  1,653.  Encampment  membership,  204.  Total  relief, 
Marks,  7,974.73.  Total  receipts,  Marks,  67,635.32. 

“500.25  Marks  were  contributed  for  the  relief  of  the  brethren  in  Kansas.” 

I  quote  the  following  from  the  report  of  M.  Bernheim,  M.  W.  Grand  Sire  : 

“As  in  past  years,  so  also  during  my  term  of  service,  our  relations  with 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  have  been  of  the  most  friendly  charac¬ 
ter.  The  last  Journal  of  Proceedings  is  replete  with  sentiments  of  friendship 
for  us.  A  great  surprise  was  prepared  for  us  in  the  presentation  of  seven 
handsomely  bound  volumes  of  the  Journal  of  that  body,  accompanied  by  a 
cordial  letter  in  which  great  interest  was  expressed  for  the  success  of  our 
efforts.  In  the  midst  of  the  most  pleasant  episodes  dark  clouds  too  frequent¬ 
ly  appear  upon  the  horizon,  and  as  the  immortal  poet  has  well  said  : 

‘  E'en  while  we  hope 
Misfortune  has  already  reached  us.’ 

Bro.  John  F.  Morse,  the  untiring  champion  of  our  holy  cause  has  passed 
into  the  spirit-land.  With  sorrowing  hearts  let  us  devote  a  silent  tear  to 
him,  and  by  our  good  deeds  honor  his  memory.  ” 
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It  also  appears  from  these  elaborate  documents,  which  are  well  worthy  of 
perusal,  that  exclusive  of  the  new  Lodges  instituted  in  the  District  Grand 
Lodge  jurisdictions,  three  new  Charters  have  been  granted  by  the  Grand 
Sire  in  the  general  jurisdiction,  one  of  which  has  been  designated  Morse 
Lodge,  No.  14. 

Pebtx. — In  this  Republic  there  are  two  Lodges  working  under  the  immedi¬ 
ate  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  viz. :  Lima  Lodge, 
No.  1,  at  Lima,  and  Callao  Lodge,  No.  2,  at  Callao.  Under  date  of  January 
27th,  the  very  efficient  D.  D.  Grand  Sire,  Bro.  N.  Hubwitz,  in  transmitting  the 
semi-annual  reports,  remarks  that  “although  they  are  not  so  favorable  as  he 
could  desire,  yet  they  are  comparatively  very  good  in  view  of  the  times, 
which  have  been  and  continue  to  be  bad.”  His  letter  is  long  and  full  of  in¬ 
terest,  and  is  herewith  submitted.  The  Lodges  about  hold  their  own,  and 
considering  the  depressed  condition  of  business  the  D.  D.  Grand  Sire  is 
satisfied  with  this  status  “until  times  change  for  the  better.” 

Bro.  Hitbwitz  was  desirous  of  being  relieved  during  the  year,  but  on  the 
urgent  solicitation  of  the  Cor.  Secretary  consented  to  continue  his  valuable 
services  to  the  Order.  He  has  been  from  the  beginning  earnest,  zealous,  and 
active  in  his  administration,  and  is  entitled  to  the  highest  commendation  for 
his  faithful  services. 

From  the  reports  received,  the  membership  of  Lima  Lodge  is  42,  and  that 
of  Callao  Lodge,  33,  which  is  a  small  increase  during  the  year.  The  amount 
of  relief  disbursed  was  S378.80,  besides  additional  private  contributions. 
Total  receipts,  $2,907.87. 

Sandwich  Islands. — In  this  jurisdiction  Odd  Fellowship  numbers  in  its 
ranks  some  of  the  most  prominent  citizens  of  the  country,  who  are  its  un¬ 
tiring  and  devoted  friends,  and  have  nobly  stood  by  it  through  a  long  series 
of  years  of  severe  trial  and  conflict.  In  the  infancy  of  the  Order,  1846  to  1853, 
Excelsior  Lodge,  composed  of  a  little  band  of  brothers,  with  great  difficulty 
was  enabled  to  maintain  its  organization,  owing  to  various  causes,  but  chief¬ 
ly  to  the  fact  that  as  a  solitary  and  pioneer  Lodge  in  the  Pacific,  its  resources 
were  severely  taxed;  but  the  membership  being  composed  of  the  right  ma¬ 
terial  struggled  through  the  ordeal;  the  Lodge  has  survived  all  its  difficulties 
and  is  now  in  a  most  excellent  condition.  Polynesia  Encampment,  which 
for  some  years  was  out  of  existence,  was  revived  at  the  session  of  1872,  and 
is  also  in  healthful  condition.  The  correspondence  with  this  jurisdiction  is 
volumnious,  and  on  the  part  of  Bro.  D.  N.  Fiitneb,  D.  D.  Grand  Sire,  is  ex¬ 
ceedingly  interesting.  It  will  be  recollected  that  Bro.  Dr.  John  F.  Mobse, 
Special  Commissioner  to  these  Islands  and  to  Australia,  reached  Honolulu, 
but  was  on  account  of  his  prostrate  condition  compelled  to  return  to  San 
Francisco,  where  he  breathed  his  last.  The  brethren  of  Honolulu  left  no 
effort  unemployed  to  provide  for  his  comfort  and  proper  attendance  while 
in  their  city,  and  rendered  every  service  that  could  be  offered  to  mitigate  his 
sufferings.  They  were  rejoiced  at  his  arrival  among  them,  hoping  that  his 
health  would  be  restored  to  enable  him  to  render  them  that  advantage  and 
special  instruction  which  they  so  much  desired  and  which  he  was  so  well 
qualified  to  confer.  A  communication  was  forwarded  to  this  office  by 
D.  D.  Grand  Sire  D.  N.  Flitneb,  advising  of  Bro.  Mobse's  safe  arrival  and 
of  the  special  interest  awakened  on  the  part  of  the  brethren  of  the  Islands 
as  to  his  comfortable  accommodation,  and  that  suitable  attentions  in  view  of 
his  feeble  health  should  be  provided.  Appreciating  highly  this  fraternal 
kindness,  the  Cor.  Secretary  promptly  made  proper  acknowledgment,  and 
earnestly  commended  the  noble  spirit  which  prompted  it,  as  instinctive  of 
the  great  Order  of  which  all  were  members  united  by  the  tie  of  a  common  hu¬ 
manity.  Subsequent  information  was  received  of  Bro.  Mobse’s  increasing 
illness  and  constrained  return  to  San  Francisco,  of  the  kindly  attentions 
of  the  brethren  in  facilitating  his  departure,  and  of  their  profound  grief  and 
disappointment  under  the  circumstances.  A  very  long  and  gratifying  letter 
was  received  from  the  D.  D.  Grand  Sire,  dated  April  15,  1875,  giving  a  de¬ 
tailed  historical  account  of  the  career  of  the  Order  since  its  introduction  to 
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these  Islands,  and  of  its  beneficial  operations;  relating  also  specially  the 
kind  courtesies  and  attentions  conferred  upon  Bro.  Mouse  during  his  short 
stay  at  Honolulu,  and  expressing  the  profound  sense  of  admiration  which 
his  conversation  with  them  upon  Odd  Fellowship  inspired  in  all  who  were  in 
his  presence  and  within  the  sound  of  his  voice.  A  number  of  questions 
were  also  submitted  in  this  communication  for  decision,  which  were  trans¬ 
mitted  on  June  1st  to  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire.  This  paper  is  too  extended 
for  entire  insertion  in  this  report,  which,  together  with  a  subsequent  com¬ 
munication  of  April  20th,  will  be  submitted  for  the  consideration  of  the 
Committee  on  Correspondence.  The  Order  continues  to  prosper,  although 
not  increasing  in  membership,  the  present  number  is  83,  which  is  about  one' 
in  every  twenty  of  the  white  population.  I,  herewith,  also  present  a  letter 
from  the  same  officer,  of  May  1,  1875,  giving  a  graphic  account  of  the  man¬ 
ner  in  which  our  National  Anniversary,  April  26th,  was  celebrated  in  that, 
jurisdiction.  Altogether  Odd  Fellowship,  although  comparatively  of  small 
stature  in  these  Islands,  is  in  the  hands  of  brothers  who  love  it  for  its  in¬ 
trinsic  worth  and  noble  principles,  and  whose  devotion  has  continued  una¬ 
bated  for  many  years.  It  is  an  exceedingly  important  locality,  for  the  juris¬ 
diction  being  uiion  the  great  highway  of  commerce  between  two  conti¬ 
nents,  and  a  rapidly  advancing  county,  having  large  business  relations  with 
England,  France,  and  the  United  States,  and  a  constantly  increasing  resident, 
population  of  foreigners,  we  should,  therefore,  highly  appreciate  its  acqui¬ 
sition,  and  use  every  effort  to  strengthen  our  Order  within  its  borders. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  our  laws  touching  the  qualifications  for  member¬ 
ship  operate  very  unfavorably  upon  Odd  Fellowship  in  the  Sandwich  Is¬ 
lands,  since  the  King,  who  is  a  member  of  the  Masonic  fraternity,  and  many 
other  eminent  citizens  of  the  country  are  denied  admission  to  our  Order  by 
reason  of  their  color  only.  Under  this  serious  liinderance  it  could  not  be  rea¬ 
sonably  expected  that  Odd  Fellowship  would  be  popular  among  this  people. 

Switzerland. — An  application  having  been  made  from  Fellenberg  Lodge, 
No.  3,  at  Bern,  for  a  duplicate  Charter  to  take  the  place  of  the  Warrant  issued 
by  the  Grand  Sire,  which  had  been  confirmed  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
United  States  (sent  from  this  office,  February  25,  1873,  and  not  received  by 
the  Lodge — see  Journal. of  1873,  page  5715;  and  1874,  page  6123),  it  was 
complied  with,  and  the  same  was  duly  transmitted.  This  Charter  was  re¬ 
ceived  on  April  24,  1875,  and  was  presented  to  the  Lodge  on  the  25th  of 
April,  when  the  Lodges  in  Switzerland  and  Germany  were  having  festive 
meetings  in  commemoration  of  the  anniversary  of  the  Order.  The  corre¬ 
spondence  on  this  subject  is  subjoined.  An  official  communication  was  re¬ 
ceived  from  the  Grand  Lodge,  dated  May  14,  1875,  containing  a  list  of  the 
Grand  Officers,  which  is  herewith  submitted;  and  also  five  copies  of  the  Pro¬ 
ceedings  of  the  Sessions,  April  22  and  July  22,  1874,  with  the  Constitution 
and  By-Laws  adopted,  for  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States.  From  the 
information  in  our  possession,  we  find  that  the  Order  is  doing  as  well  as 
could  be  expected.  Bro.  Rudolf  Aschmann,  G.  Rep.,  and  attached  to  the 
United  States  Legation  at  Bern,  advises,  under  date  of  June  15,  1875,  that 
“our  beloved  Order  is  progressing  delightfully  in  this  little  Republic. 
Zschokke  Lodge,  No.  5,  at  Kulm,  Canton  of  Aargau,  has  lately  been  insti¬ 
tuted,  and  it  is  reported  that  a  new  Lodge  will  soon  be  instituted  at  Soleure, 
the  capital  of  the  Canton  Soleure.”  Grand  Master  Anneb,  in  a  letter  dated 
May  16th,  herewith  submitted,  asks  permission  to  have  printed  on  the  back 
of  the  cards  the  German  text,  as  now  allowed  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
German  Empire,  for  the  reason  that  whilst  the  members  generally  under¬ 
stand  German,  but  few  know  the  English  language.  This  reasonable  re¬ 
quest  will  doubtless  be  granted. 

LIBBAEY  OE  THE  GRAND  LODGE  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES. 

This  collection  of  books  having  been  acquired  by  such  earnest  and  per¬ 
sistent  labor  during  many  years,  and  being  of  so  great  value,  in  view  of  the 
difficulty  of  duplicating  it,  I  have  ever  felt  the  most  anxious  solicitude 
for  its  preservation  against  fire,  from  which  it  has  not  long  since  narrowly" 
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escaped  by  the  burning  of  buildings  contiguous  to  Odd  Fellows’  Hall  in  the 
city  of  Baltimore.  The  Grand  Lodge,  upon  the  suggestion  of  this  office,  has 
authorized  the  renting  of  a  suitable  fire-proof  apartment  for  its  preservation. 
I  have  made  every  effort  to  obtain  such  a  place  in  Baltimore,  but  without 
success,  for  the  reason  that  all  such  depositories  are  of  such  a  character  that 
the  library  would  have  to  be  boxed  up  and  retired  from  use.  This  kind  of  a 
disposition  of  it  does  not  suit,  since  we  are  constantly  using  it,  and  cannot 
do  without  its  being  at  all  times  accessible  to  us.  Under  these  circumstan¬ 
ces,  I  recommend  that,  witji  the  consent  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maryland,  a 
fire-proof  building,  of  dimensions  adequate  to  the  purpose,  be  put  up  ad¬ 
joining  the  present  office  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed 
S3, 000,  and  that  the  Grand  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretary,  Grand 
Treasurer,  and  the  Representatives  from  the  j  urisdiction  of  Maryland  be  charg¬ 
ed  with  the  duty  of  making  satisfactory  terms  for  erecting  such  building. 

Efforts  to  perfect  the  volumes  of  Proceedings  of  several  Grand  Bodies 
heretofore  noticed  as  incomplete,  have  been  continued  during  the  year,  but 
with  little  success.  Reliable  information  has  been  furnished  that  some  of 
the  duplicates  required  cannot  be  obtained,  and  as  the  expense  of  reprinting 
the  numbers  needed  will  not  probably  exceed  one  or  two  hundred  dollars,  I 
beg  leave  to  renew  the  suggestion  made  in  1872,  that  the  G.  0.  and  R.  Secre¬ 
tary  be  authorized  to  perfect  the  volumes  at  the  expense  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
and  that  he  be  further  authorized  to  purchase  such  complete  files  of  publi¬ 
cations  of  the  Order,  or  numbers  required  to  complete  the  files  now  in  his 
office,  as  he  may  be  able  to  obtain.

Geiswold  has  devoted  many  years  to  collecting  the  newspapers 
and  magazines  published  in  the  interest  of  the  Order,  and  has  acquired  a 
valuable  library,  which  he  has  intimated  a  willingness  to  dispose  of  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States.  I  beg  leave  to  commend  the  question  of 
purchasing  this  collection  to  your  favorable  consideration. 

ANNUAL  EEPOETS  FROM  STATE  GRAND  BODIES. 

It  is  almost  impossible  to  convey  even  approximately  a  proper  idea  of  the 
embarrassment  and  vexation  which  this  office  has  been  for  many  years,  and 
continues  to  be,  subject  to  by  reason  of  the  failure  of  a  few  Grand  Secretaries 
and  Grand  Scribes  to  comply  with  the  law  requiring  these  reports  to  be  in 
the  Grand  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretary’s  hands  by  April  first  of 
each  year.  Mention  of  this  fact  has  been  frequently  made  in  my  annual  re¬ 
ports,  and  earnest  appeals  have  been  addressed  to  this  important  corps  of  offi¬ 
cers  to  conform  to  the  law  in  this  respect.  Grand  Sires  have  also,  from  time 
to  time,  brought  the  subject  to  the  notice  of  the  Grand  Bodies,  and  have  sug¬ 
gested  proper  legislation  in  the  State  jurisdictions  to  remedy  the  evil.  Circu¬ 
lars  have  also  been  specially  transmitted  to  stimulate  compliance;  the  blank 
forms  sent  out  contain  the  law  itself  in  detail,  and  attention  is  particularly 
called  to  it;  yet  there  continues  to  be  a  few  delinquent  officers  who  fail  to  be 
reached  by  any  one  of  these  many  appeals  to  their  sense  of  duty,  to  their 
self-respect,  or  to  their  obligations  of  office.  Thus,  whilst  at  least  four-fifths 
of  these  officers  are  faithful,  prompt,  and  efficient,  a  few  are  laggards,  and 
their  remissness  renders  the  promptitude  of  the  others  comparatively  value- 
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less,  for  the  reason  that  no  correct  report  can  he  made  out  for  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  United  States  without  all  of  this  material.  From  April  first 
abundant  time  would  be  allowed  to  the  Grand  Corresponding  and  Eecordii^ 
Secretary  to  make  up  the  statistical  tables  of  the  entire  operations  during 
the  past  year,  so  that  accurate  and  reliable  calculations  could  be  made  at 
leisure;  but  as  many  of  these  reports  are  withheld  until  June,  July,  and 
August,  and  in  fact  some  of  them  until  the  very  eve  of  the  annual  session, 
notwithstanding  importuning  letters,  it  is  impossible  for  the  Grand  Secre¬ 
tary  to  get  his  report  in  any  satisfactory  state  of  forwardness  in  proper  sea¬ 
son,  and  he  is  vexatiously  annoyed  by  delays  which  hurry  and  embarrass 
him  to  a  very  late  day  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty.  Considering  the  great 
importance  of  this  subject,  involving  as  it  does  the  accuracy  of  our  statistics 
and  the  general  comprehensiveness  of  the  Grand  Secretary’s  report,  which 
is  always  looked  for  with  the  greatest  interest,  I  have  felt  it  to  be  my  duty 
once  more  to  ask  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire  to  bring  this  subject  to  the  notice  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  and  to  invite  your  special  attention  to  it  myself.  No  heed 
having  been  given  to  the  frequent  legislation  had  in  the  premises,  appealing 
to  the  State  jurisdictions  to  aid  the  Grand  Lodge  to  enforce  existing  laws,  I 
beg  very  respectfully  to  recommend  that  a  i>enalty  of  some  kind  be  pre¬ 
scribed  for  delinquency  in  this  respect. 

No  penalty,  I  presume,  would  be  more  effective  for  such  default  than  a  dis¬ 
qualification  of  the  Grand  Representatives  of  such  jurisdictions,  and  no  such 
disqualification  could  be  prescribed  except  by  constitutional  amendment. 
Unless  some  reform  is  brought  about,  so  as  to  enforce  obedience  to  this 
law,  the  Grand  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretary,  especially  when  the 
annual  session  is  held  away  from  Baltimore,  will  continue  to  be  subject  to 
serious  embarrassment  in  this  most  important  field  of  his  duty.  The  excuses 
rendered  by  delinquent  Grand  Secretaries  are  for  the  most  part  unsatisfac¬ 
tory,  since  an  energetic  administration  of  State  Grand  Bodies  -would  easily 
coerce  offending  Secretaries  of  Subordinates  to  make  their  reports  in  time, 
and  a  faithful  execution  of  the  law  (Digest,  Secs.  943,  1734)  which  requires 
a  Subordinate’s  semi-annual  report  to  be  made  and  transmitted,  or  placed 
in  the  hands  of  the  installing  officers  before  the  installation  of  the  Lodge 
officers  elect  for  the  ensuing  term,  would,  it  is  believed,  correct  the  evil. 
The  subject  is  earnestly  submitted  to  your  favorable  attention. 

EEPORTS  FROM  SUBOEDI NATES. 

All  the  Lodges  under  the  immediate  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  United  States  presented  the  required  reports  in  good  season;  but  several 
Encampments  (as  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  tables)  failed  to  furnish 
returns  of  the  work  of  the  year  1874. 

DEGREE  BODGES  OF  THE  DAUGHTERS  OF  EEBEKAH. 

n  Since  the  legislation  of  1868,  providing  for  the  separate  organization  of  this 
branch  of  the  Order  under  Charters  by  the  State  Grand  Bodies,  several  sup¬ 
plementary  enactments  have  been  adopted,  to  supply  supposed  omissions  in 
the  general  law,  and  further  to  amend  and  perfect  the  system.  The  most 
important  of  these  was  that  of  1872,  requiring  reports  from  these  Subordinates 
to  their  respective  State  Grand  Bodies,  and  from  the  several  Grand  Bodies  to 
this  Grand  Lodge.  No  form  of  report  having  been  adopted,  there  was  but  a 
very  limited  compliance  with  this  law.  Accordingly  in  1873,  a  form  of  re¬ 
port  was  provided,  and  resolutions  were  passed  to  enforce  annual  returns. 
The  result  was,  that  at  the  session  of  1874,  only  nineteen  jurisdictions  made 
the  returns  required,  most  of  which  were  so  meagre  and  unsatisfactory  as  to 
lead  to  the  general  opinion  that  the  administration  of  this  branch  of  the  Or¬ 
der  was  in  a  very  loose  and  unpromising  condition.  The  Committee  on  the 
Degree  informed  the  Grand  Lodge  that  the  reports  from  the  several  Grand 
Lodges  on  the  subject  “are  in  many  instances  incomplete,  erroneous,  and 
inconsistent,  but  that  said  imperfections  are  due  only  to  the  neglect  of  said  G-rand 
Lodges,  and  that  there  is  no  necessity  for  further  requirements  of  this  body.” 
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The  returns  at  the  present  session,  if  possible,  indicate  a  still  more  unsatis¬ 
factory  state  of  affairs  in  this  department.  In  fact,  almost  every  Grand  Sec¬ 
retary,  who  has  taken  the  trouble  to  report  on  the  subject,  has,  as  will  be 
perceived  by  referring  to  the  “Home  Correspondence,”  rendered  a  very  un¬ 
favorable  account  of  the  condition  of  the  Rebekah  Degree  Lodges  in  the 
respective  jurisdictions.  It  would  appear,  that  these  Lodges  after  having  been 
formed  are  left  almost  entirely  to  themselves,  the  State  Grand  Bodies  regard¬ 
ing  them  as  rather  nominally  than  substantively  subject  to  their  supervision 
and  direction,  and  scarcely  heeding  the  enactments  of  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S,  as  at 
all  mandatory  upon  them.  The  effect  of  this  “neglect  of  the  State  Grand 
Bodies,”  as  the  committee  of  last  year  characterized  it,  is  that  the  system  or¬ 
ganized  under  the  general  law,  subject  to  the  supervision  of  State  Grand 
Bodies,  has  not  been  properly  supported  and  has  to  some  extent  failed  of  suc¬ 
cess.  It  is  apparent,  therefore,  that  further  legislation  is  necessary,  either 
to  coerc.e  obedience  to  existing  laws,  or  to  so  modify  them  as  to  prevent  the 
further  demoralization  of  the  system.  As  things  now  are  it  is  very  doubtful 
whether  the  present  organization  has  advantaged  the  degree,  since  it  has 
failed  to  inspire  that  proper  interest  in  State  Grand  Bodies  which  is  neces¬ 
sary  for  its  success,  and  which  the  law,  under  which  the  authority  is  con¬ 
ferred  upon  these  bodies  to  supervise  the  degree  and  its  work,  contemplated. 
While  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  legislates  exclusively  in  refer¬ 
ence  to  this  degree,  and  the  State  Grand  Bodies  have  no  jurisdiction  what¬ 
ever,  except  the  mere  general  supervision  of  the  Lodges,  it  does  not  appear 
remarkable  that  so  little  interest  in  their  proper  government  has  been  awaken¬ 
ed.  I  regret  to  say  that  the  reports  received  continue  to  be  confused  and 
unsatisfactory.  Until  a  proper  system  of  administration  be  secured  in  this 
branch  of  the  Order,  further  extension  of  jurisdiction  and  enlargement  of 
powers,  which  from  time  to  time  is  asked  for,  would  appear  to  be  unwise. 

TRANSLATION  OF  THE  WORK  INTO  THE  SPANISH  LANGUAGE. 

I  have  already  presented  this  subject  to  the  Grand  Lodge  in  my  report  of 
the  Foreign  Correspondence,  upon  the  earnest  suggestion  of  Bro.  Logan,  D. 
D.  Grand  Sire  for  the  Republic  of  Chile.  More  recently,  an  application  has 
been  made  from  Robert  D.  Murray,  D.  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Florida,  residing  at  Key  West,  representing  that  there  is  in  that  city  four 
thousand  Spaniards,  most  of  whom  are  engaged  in  manufacturing,  and  are 
a  settled  and  permanent  people.  He  is  of  opinion  that  the  Order  would  rap¬ 
idly  spread  in  that  community,  and  in  the  West  India  Islands,  if  the  work 
was  translated  into  the  Spanish  language.  In  view  of  this  additional  request 
for  a  Spanish  translation  of  the  work,  and  of  the  probability  of  the  formation 
of  many  Lodges  among  that  people,  if  the  proper  facility  be  supplied,  it 
would  be  well  to  take  definite  measures  on  the  subject  at  this  session.  The 
present  applicants  offer  a  translation  free  of  expense  if  the  Grand  Lodge  will 
print  it:  a  similar  proposal  is  made  by  Bro.  Logan.  Should  the  Grand  Lodge 
be  disposed  to  favor  the  measure,  proper  legislation  must  be  had  for  the  ex¬ 
amination  and  selection  of  the  manuscript.  It  is  respectfully  recommended 
that  authority  be  conferred  upon  the  Grand  Sire,  to  cause  the  two  transla¬ 
tions  referred  to,  to  be  examined  by  a  competent  scholar,  and  upon  satisfac¬ 
tory  information  as  to  their  respective  merits  to  make  a  proper  selection,  to 
be  printed  and  sold  at  the  price  of  other  supplies  of  the  same  character. 

I  submit  the  following  extracts  from  the  correspondence  of  Bro.  Murray  : 

“May  5,  1875.  *  *  *  It  is  our  desire  to  institute  a  Lodge  among  the 

Cuban  residents,  of  whom  there  are  four  thousand  on  the  island.  We  shall 
begin  with  those  who  understand  English  and  are  members  of  Key  West 
Lodge,  and  as  soon  as  possible  get  permission  to  work  in  the  Spanish  lan¬ 
guage.  Your  opinion  has  already  been  asked  by  our  late  Grand  Master  Bull. 
*  *  *  I  can  furnish  a  translation  complete  and  perfect  in  a  couple  of  weeks. 

The  organization  of  a  Spanish  Lodge  here  will  conduce  to  the  introduction 
of  the  Order  to  Cuba. 

“A  desire  exists  in  Nassau,  New  Piovidence,  Bahamas,  to  have  a  Lodge 
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there.  I  have  given  a  committee  all  necessary  information  and  hope  to  hear 
from  them  soon. 

“  August  10,  1875.  In  regard  to  the  translation  of  the  Subordinate  work 
into  Spanish,  I  called  to  my  assistance  Bro.  J.  J.  Figueroa,  an  accomplished 
linguist  and  teacher,  and  have  almost  completed  the  translation.  The  ill¬ 
ness  of  Bro.  Figueroa,  together  with  the  prevalence  of  yellow  fever  here,  has 
retarded  our  labors  the  past  three  weeks.  The  work  will  be  completed  by  the 
first  of  September,  and  ready  for  the  printer,  with  all  necessary  instructions. 
The  printing  can  be  done  by  the  Grand  Lodge  printer  as  well  as  by  one  ac¬ 
quainted  with  the  Spanish.  I  hope  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  will  authorize  its  issue, 
as  it  is  greatly  needed  at  the  present  time.”

Special  communications  have  been  received  at  this  office  relative  to  the 
death  of  the  several  P.  G.  Representatives  named  below,  which  are  pre¬ 
sented  in  the  correspondence  accompanying. 

B.  W.  DENNIS,  P.  G.  M.  AND  P.  G.  REP. ,  OP’  MICHIGAN. 

During  the  recess  this  distinguished  Odd  Fellow  and  universally  beloved 
brother  has  been  removed  from  this  world,  and  his  spirit  has  passed  to  end¬ 
less  life.  The  long  and  devoted  labors  of  this  earnest  philanthropist  in  our 
moral  field  are  so  well  known,  and  will  be  so  fully  presented  at  the  proper 
time  and  place  by  his  immediate  jurisdiction,  that  no  attempt  will  be  made 
to  trespass  upon  that  especial  prerogative.  His  valuable  and  continued  ser¬ 
vices  in  this  Grand  Body,  and  under  its  commission  as  a  Special  Deputy 
Grand  Sire  to  Vermont,  are  fresh  in  the  memory  of  the  whole  brotherhood, 
which  in  addition  to  his  unremitting  good  works  in  Michigan,  will  justly 
consecrate  his  memory  to  all  future  time,  and  assign  to  him  an  exalted  place 
among  the  immortal  benefactors  of  the  race.  Herewith  I  submit  a  series  of 
resolutions  of  respect  to  his  memory  and  condolence  upon  his  death,  passed 
by  Dennis  Lodge,  No.  96,  and  Elise  Lodge,  Daughters  of  Itebekali,  jurisdic¬ 
tion  of  Michigan.

In  the  death  of  this  illustrious  brother  Odd  Fellowship  has  sustained  a 
loss  which  will  continue  to  be  felt  for  many  years,  and  which  will  be  the 
more  lamented  as  time  shall  develop  the  rich  fruits  which  his  earnest  and 
intelligent  labors  have  produced.  He  died,  as  is  well  known,  in  harness,

having  breathed  his  last  in  San  Francisco,  on  December  30,  1874,  soon  after 
reaching  that  city  upon  his  constrained  return  from  Honolulu,  whither  he 
had  voyaged  under  a  commission  from  Grand  Sire  Dubham  to  visit  the  Sand¬ 
wich  Islands  and  Australia  to  instruct  our  brethren  in  those  distant  juris¬ 
dictions.  It  is  a  source  of  the  most  profound  regret  that  the  Odd  Fellows  of 
those  remote  countries  did  not  have  the  benefit  of  his  presence,  and  that  this 
golden  opportunity  failed  of  accomplishing  a  highly  important  and  long 
contemplated  mission.  The  high  character  of  Bro.  Morse,  his  distinguished 
rank  in  his  profession,  his  large  intellectual  and  scientific  grasp  of  mind, 
his  general  scholarly  endowments,  and  his  universal  popularity  rendered 
him  one  of  the  most  useful  members  of  society,  so  that  his  death  may  be 
justly  regarded  as  a  public  calamity.  To  our  Order  especially  it  has  been  a 
shock  which  has  been  so  severe  as  to  be  felt  from  its  centre  to  its  circum¬ 
ference.  The  proceedings  had  in  California  and  other  jurisdictions  relative 
to  his  death  are  submitted,  and  the  subject  will  justly  challenge  the  espe¬ 
cial  attention  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

WILLARD  RICHARDSON,  P.  G.  M.  AND  P.  G.  REP.,  OP  TEXAS. 

This  worthy  and  well-known  Odd  Fellow  departed  this  life  July  ‘26th,  at 
his  residence  in  Galveston,  Texas,  in  the  73d  year  of  his  age,  and  was  follow¬ 
ed  to  the  tomb  by  an  immense  concourse  of  people,  embracing  Odd  Fellows, 
Masons,  members  of  the  press,  and  citizens  at  large.  His  loss  was  univer¬ 
sally  mourned  “as  a  citizen  unpretentiously  useful — a  writer,  a  thinker,  a 
worker,  a  doer,  a  patriot,  and  philanthropist — whose  life  from  the  buoyant 
vigor  of  youth  to  the  mellow  ripeness  of  age  was  interwoven  with  all  that 
has  been  best  in  the  development  and  progress  of  his  adopted  State,  which 
he  loved  with  an  affection  equally  wise  and  devoted.”  As  an  Odd  Fellow, 
his  active  career  and  zealous  devotion  endeared  him  to  his  jurisdiction,  and 
secured  for  him  so  large  a  popularity,  that  he  was  returned  as  a  Representa¬ 
tive  to  this  Grand  Body  for  several  years  continuously.  As  a  member  of  this 
body,  although  retiring  and  modest,  he  was  known  to  his  many  personal 
friends  as  a  very  superior  man,  having  large  scholarly  and  intellectual  en¬ 
dowments,  and  very  well  matured  and  sound  views  of  Odd  Fellowship.  He 
held  almost  every  office  known  to  the  Order  in  his  State,  and  was  a  Grand 
Representative  at  the  time  of  his  death.  Under  appointment  of  the  Grand 
Master  of  the  State,  M.  D.  Herring,  he  had  written  the  history  of  Odd  Fel¬ 
lowship  in  Texa,s,  comprising  a  volume  of  350  pages,  running  through  a 
period  of  37  years.  “Thus  has  ended  another  long,  laborious,  and  useful 
life,”  and  Odd  Fellowship  has  sustained  the  loss  of  an  able  and  faithful 
supporter. 

The  names  of  several  other  P.  G.  Representatives  who  have  deceased  dur¬ 
ing  the  recess  appear  in  the  report  of  the  M.  \V.  Grand  Sire.  Some  of  them 
were  eminent  and  active  laborers  in  their  day,  one  of  them,  viz. :  Bro.  Mau¬ 
rice  Fennell,  of  Maryland,  was  the  contemporary  of  Wildey,  Welch,  and 
Entwisle,  and  it  is  believed  was  about  the  last  survivor  of  the  members  of 
the  “Grand  Lodge  of  Maryland  and  the  United  States,”  his  name  appearing 
as  Assistant  Grand  Secretary  of  that  body,  and  also  as  Proxy  Representative  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts,  at  the  several  preliminary  meetings  held 
for  the  organization  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States.  He  was  also 
present,  as  Proxy  Representative  of  Massachusetts,  upon  the  organization  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  January  15,  1825.  Another  in  that 
list,  viz. :  Bro.  James  D.  McCabe,  of  Virginia,  was  a  distinguished  and  zeal¬ 
ous  Odd  Fellow,  and  was  the  author  in  part  of  the  present  Patriarchal 
work.  Appropriate  notice  will  be  taken  of  these,  and  of  all  others  named  in 
the  report  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire,  by  their  respective  jurisdictions.

and  suspended  in  the  Grand  Lodge-room  at  Macon,  and  that  the  Grand  Sec¬ 
retary  forward  a  copy  of  this  resolution  to  the  II.  W.  Grand  Corresponding 
and  Recording  Secretary,  James  L.  Ridgely.”

MANCHESTER  UNITY. 

I  have  great  pleasure  in  making  known  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  that  although 
we  have  no  affiliation  with  the  Manchester  Unity,  and  consequently  no  offi¬ 
cial  relations,  that  the  best  of  feeling  prevails  between  that  great  organization 
of  Odd  Fellows  and  our  Order.  Correspondence  entirely  unofficial  is  main¬ 
tained  between  prominent  and  zealous  members  of  the  two  Orders,  and  oc¬ 
casionally  interchanges  of  interesting  documents  are  made.  During  the  last 
year,  in  recognition  of  the  kind  courtesy  extended  to  this  office  by  Bro.  James 
Spry,  Provincial  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Plymouth  District  of  the 
Manchester  Unity,  by  sending  several  pamphlets  relating  to  the  transactions 
of  the  Manchester  Unity,  and  especially  concerning  the  great  reforms  intro¬ 
duced  in  the  matter  of  dues  and  benefits,  I  took  occasion  to  transmit  to  him 
a  copy  of  the  Revised  Journal  of  the  last  session.  A  postal  card  in  reply,  was 
received,  and  is  of  sufficient  interest  to  justify  its  mention,  in  view  of  the 
fact,  that  it  might  be  advantageous  to  authorize  by  law,  the  interchange  of 
official  documents,  with  organizations  of  a  kindred  character  to  our  own. 
This  postal  card,  which  I  respectfully  submit,  informs  me  of  the  transmis¬ 
sion  by  mail  of  the  Quarterly  Magazine  of  the  I.  0.  0.  F.,  Manchester  Unity, 
for  July,  1875,  and  acknowledges  the  receipt  of  the  Revised  Journal  of  last 
session.  The  magazine  contains  an  account  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Annual 
Movable  Committee  of  the  Manchester  Unity,  on  Whitmonday,  1875,  which 
is  full  of  interest  and  is  herewith  submitted.  In  this  connection,  I  take  occa¬ 
sion  to  make  the  following  abstract  from  the  Companion  and  American  Odd, 
Fellow ,  published  at  Columbus,  Ohio,  copied  from  a  Macon,  Ga.,  paper,  from 
which  it  would  appear  that  our  English  brethren  illustrate  nobly  the  princi¬ 
ples  of  the  Order,  and  justly  challenge  our  admiration  and  gratitude. 

“BURIED  BY  ODD  FELLOWS. 

“Mr.  Felix  Corput,  Noble  Grand  of  the  United  Brothers’  Lodge,  No.  5,  I. 
O.  O.  F.,  hands  us  the  following  note,  which  arrived  yesterday,  addressed  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Lodge.  We  have  never  seen  an  instance  which  presents 
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in  more  beautiful  aspect  the  grand  mesh  of  benevolence  which  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship  is  weaving  around  the  earth.  The  mystic  links  of  the  Order  which 
symbol  the  highest  traits  of  human  character  are  large  enough  to  embrace 
the  world,  and  so  widely  have  they  extended,  so  vast  has  become  the  broth¬ 
erhood,  that  let  a  man  fall,  there  are  hands  ready  to  lift  him  up,  and  if  he 
perish,  there  are  those  who  will  see  that  he  has  proper  burial.  It  will  be  a  con¬ 
solation  to  the  friends  of  poor  Spritz  to  know  that  his  body  was  so  kindly 
eared  for,  and  decently  entombed.  Here  is  the  letter,  we  publish  it  as  a  mat¬ 
ter  of  local  interest,  and  at  the  same  time  to  exemplify  the  beautiful  workings 
of  the  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  : 

“  Scilly  Isle,  St.  Mary’s,  May  17,  1875. 

“  Dear  Sir  and  Brother, — In  the  pocket  of  one  of  the  unfortunate  suffer¬ 
ers  by  the  loss  of  the  ‘  Schiller '  on  our  shore,  was  found  a  card  showing  that 
Brother  H.  Spritz  was  a  member  of  United  Brothers’  Lodge  of  Odd  Fellows, 
of  Macon,  Ga.,  and  was  in  good  standing  in  his  Lodge. 

“Not  knowing  our  brother  in  life,  we  knew  him  only  in  death,  and  paid 
our  last  token  of  respect  by  following  his  remains  to  their  last  resting-place, 
in  regalia.  If  you  can  give  me  any  information  as  to  his  parents’  where¬ 
abouts,  I  shall  feel  obliged,  as  I  wish  to  communicate  with  them.

INDEX  TO  JOURNAL  OE  G.  L.  OP  U.  S. 

At  the  session  of  1873,  the  sum  of  S300,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be 
necessary,  was  appropriated  for  indexing  volumes  6,  7,  and  8,  Journal  G.  L. 
of  U.  S.,  in  style  of  the  fifth  volume.  The  Grand  Secretary  reported  at  the 
session  of  1874  (Journal,  6024),  that  the  index  authorized  at  the  last  session 
was  not  completed,  and  that  rather  than  defer  the  publication  of  the  7th  vol¬ 
ume  of  the  Journal  to  which  it  was  designed  to  attach  it,  he  had  concluded 
to  add  to  the  index  the  Proceedings  of  1874,  and  to  form  volume  8  out  of  the 
material.  This  work  was  completed  by  Bro.  John  H.  White,  R.  W.  G.  Rep. , 
to  whom  it  was  assigned,  and  the  manuscript  placed  in  my  possession,  Aug. 
13,  1875.  The  delay  was  unavoidable,  as  Brother  White  could  not  possibly 
accomplish  it  at  an  earlier  moment,  in  view  of  his  business  engagements  and 
severe  illness  in  his  family.  Of  these  facts  he  advised  me,  with  a  suggestion 
that  some  other  person  be  employed.  Satisfied  in  my  own  mind  that  it  was 
in  most  excellent  hands,  that  no  change  would  improve  its  character,  and 
that  the  brotherhood  would  cheerfully  accept  the  delay,  considering  its  great 
importance  and  its  proper  execution,  I  declined  the  suggestion,  and  pressed 
Bro.  White  to  continue  his  labors.  This  explanation  is  due  alike  to  Bro.  White 
and  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  manuscript  is  voluminous,  and  it  would  be  im¬ 
possible  to  have  it  printed  in  time  for  this  session.  It  occurred  to  the  Grand 
Secretary  that,  under  the  circumstances,  it  would  be  wise  to  include  in  this 
index  the  proceedings  of  the  present  session,  so  that  it  would  comprehend 
the  entire  legislation  up  to  1875  inclusive,  and  that  by  combining  the  Jour¬ 
nals  of  1874  and  1875  and  the  index,  a  much  better  sized  and  more  useful 
volume  would  be  produced.  Accordingly,  I  wrote  to  Bro.  White,  express¬ 
ing  these  views,  and  asking  his  opinion  and  co-operation.  He  promptly  re¬ 
plied,  assuring  me  that  he  could  incorporate  the  index  of  the  Journal  of 
1875  without  difficulty  upon  returning  him  the  manuscript,  and  that  he 
would  agree  to  have  it  ready  for  the  press  in  four  weeks  after  receiving  the 
Revised  Journal  of  1875. 

I  respectfully  ask  the  approval  of  my  course  in  the  premises,  and  if  ap¬ 
proved,  proper  legislation  to  enable  me  to  carry  out  the  plan  proposed.  In 
this  event,  volume  8,  with  index  from  1868  to  1875  inclusive,  may  be  reason¬ 
ably  expected  to  be  out  of  press  during  January,  1876. 

GRAND  CORRESPONDING  AND  RECORDING  SECRETARY. 

During  the  past  summer  I  was  compelled  to  withdraw,  under  medical  ad¬ 
vice,  from  all  occupation  involving  thought  and  mental  effort.  As  a  conse¬ 
quence,  the  duties  of  the  office,  for  the  time  being,  chiefly  devolved  upon 


my  worthy  Assistant,  who  ably  and  cheerfully  performed  them.  Nothing, 
however,  outside  the  routine  work,  was  done  without  consultation  with 
me,  and  my  approval.  For  this  valuable  service,  I  beg  to  make  my  ac¬ 
knowledgments.  This  temporary  relief  and  a  sojourn  in  the  country  for  a 
few  months  for  the  most  part,  has  improved  my  health  sufficiently  to  enable 
me  to  be  present  with  you-  at  this  session,  and  to  take  part  in  its  labors,  al¬ 
though  I  am  by  no  means  fully  restored.  The  labors  of  this  office  are  mas¬ 
sive  beyond  the  general  opinion,  and  are  constantly  increasing.  The  aid  of 
the  Assistant  has,  however,  greatly  relieved  me,  and  I  hope  that  the  duties 
will  be  in  the  future,  as  they  have  been  in  the  past,  satisfactorily  met.  This 
statement  is  madej'rom  a  mandatory  sense  of  duty  to  the  Grand  Lodge.

Our  progress,  if 
not  so  extended  as  we  could  have  wished,  has  been  solid,  and  indicates  a 
general  undiminished  devotion  to  the  cause.  Advices  from  every  quarter 
exjrress  the  utmost  confidence,  that  when  commerce  and  the  industries  of 
the  country  shall  have  resumed  a  healthful  channel,  Odd  Fellowship  will 
share  with  its  accustomed  good  fortune  in  the  common  welfare. 

CONCLUSION. 

I  rejoice  with  you,  my  brethren,  that,  by  the  favor  of  a  kind  Providence, 
we  are  assembled  in  our  fifty-first  annual  communication,  as  the  supreme 
council  of  a  brotherhood,  united  in  a  cause  which  binds  us  by  the  cords  of 
love,  and  which  we  cherish  as  among  the  noblest  in  which  men  could  be 
engaged. 

We  are  here  in  the  beautiful  capitol  of  a  great  commonwealth;  great  in  the 
character  of  its  people  in  the  broadest  sense  of  the  term;  pre-eminently  great 
in  the  elements  of  wealth,  which  make  up  a  prosperous,  enlightened,  and 
patriotic  State.  We  are  here  for  the  advancement  of  that  cause  by  the  spe¬ 
cial  invitation  of  our  brethren  whose  devotion  to  it  has  inspired  the  gener¬ 
ous  hospitalities  and  fraternities  which  have  everywhere  met  us  since  our 
sojourn  among  them.  The  stranger  to  our  Order,  perhaps,  wonders  at  our 
presence  and  the  splendid  welcome  with  which  are  received;  doubtless  he 
inquires  our  purpose  in  being  here,  far  away  from  our  homes  and  business 
pursuits.  A  word  in  response  to  such  possible  inquiry  may  not  be  inappro¬ 
priate. 

ODD  FELLOWSHIP. 

Odd  Fellowship — its  promotion,  diffusion,  and  preservation  alone,  assem¬ 
bles  this  body  of  citizens  from  every  State,  District,  and  Territory  of  our 
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confederacy,  and  from  the  neighboring  nationality  of  Canada.  Like  all  other 
institutions  devised  for  the  benefit  of  mankind,  it  is  the  fruit  of  a  progres¬ 
sive  civilization.  By  this  power  it  has  been  wonderfully  advanced  and  de¬ 
veloped  in  the  expansion  of  its  capabilities,  and  the  enlargement  of  its  field 
of  labor.  After  more  than  fifty  years  of  unremitting  effort  in  its  proper 
sphere,  it  has  become  a  fixed  institution  of  society  as  a  reliable  secular  aid 
against  the  pressure  of  suffering  humanity.  It  has  grown,  as  many  other 
Orders  of  kindred  character,  formed  in  a  good  degree  upon  its  example,  out 
of  the  demand  for  auxiliaries,  by  the  physical,  as  well  as  the  moral  needs  of 
men.  Progress  and  civilization,  which  are  practically  correlative  terms,  are 
always  moving  under  the  light  of  accumulating  experience,  constrained  by 
a  continuous  “necessity  as  the  mother  of  invention.”  All  our  institutions, 
whether  social,  political,  religious,  or  moral  are  the  creatures  of  this  mystic 
force,  and  have  been  controlled,  modified,  reformed,  and  perfected  under 
its  processes,  so  that  their  present  excellence  has  been  graduated  from  rude 
and  simple  originals.  Under  this  law  of  the  social  organization,  mutual  co¬ 
operation  against  the  trials  of  life  has  been  introduced,  as  alike  the  instinct 
of  a  common  humanity  and  the  suggestion  of  a  wise  providence.  It  has  en¬ 
abled  men  to.  uplift  and  succor  each  other  in  adversity,  free  from  public  de¬ 
pendence,  and  to  promote  a  spirit  of  fraternity  which  knits  them  together 
in  spite  of  the  partition-walls  set  up  to  estrange  and  separate  them.  Al¬ 
though  but  feebly  supported  in  its  inception,  it  has  conquered  its  way  by 
persistent  effort.  In  the  present  century  it  has  had  a  grand  success.  Every¬ 
where  are  such  associations  formed,  and  the  principle  is  universally  recog¬ 
nized,  that  of  all  the  obligations  of  men  to  society  none  are  paramount  to  the 
duty  of  helping  each  other.  As  a  practical  illustration  of  this  truth,  millions 
are  contributed  in  this  direction  through  lay  or  secular  organizations,  institut¬ 
ed  exclusively  in  the  interest  of  an  improved  humanity.  Citizens  of  all  sects, 
religious  as  well  as  political,  have  been  educated  in  this  school  to  ignore 
selfish  combinations,  and  to  come  together  on  a  common  platform  for  mutual 
support.  The  vast  amount  thus  applied  would  otherwise  have  been  hoard¬ 
ed,  possibly,  for  personal  aggrandisement.  The  most  effective  form  in  which 
this  valuable  auxiliary  is  exerted,  is  in  the  associated  efforts  of  men,  who 
harmonize  in  this  work  however  differing  in  other  respects;  especially  is 
this  the  case  when  such  organizations  are  confederated  and  systematically 
united,  having  their  agencies  and  subordinates  multiplied  in  every  city, 
town,  village,  and  hamlet  throughout  the  earth. 

Who  can  calculate  the  value  of  such  institutions,  not  only  to  their  immedi¬ 
ate  membership,  but  as  substantial  public  supports  ?  Their  withdrawal 
would  be  seriously  felt,  not  only  as  the  loss  of  an  immense  moral  power  in 
society,  but  also  from  the  fact  that  their  absence  would  necessarily  transfer 
the  burden  which  they  bear  to  the  public.  Among  the  many  tributaries 
to  the  general  welfare  of  this  character  which  are  diffusing  blessings  upon 
men,  from  year  to  year,  noiselessly,  yet  most  effectively,  Odd  Fellowship  by 
its  widely  extended  resources  has  done  a  colossal  work.  A  brief  statement 
from  our  records,  w'ithout  the  aid  of  comment,  -will  abundantly  verify  this 
fact:

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The  Lodges  in  Australia  and  Germany  are  not  included  in  the  above  state¬ 
ment. 

These  figures  are  presented,  not  as  a  vindication  of  our  Order  against  as¬ 
persions  which  are  sometimes  cast  against  it,  as  a  selfish  community,  but  to 
show  the  practical  value  of  such  agencies  to  society  at  large,  in  strengthen¬ 
ing'  the  arm  of  government,  adding,  as  they  do,  immense  power  to  it, 
by  the  moral  supports1  which  they  supply.  Not  that  we  would  boast  or  be 
vain-glorious  of  our  good  works,  but  that  necessarily,  in  describing  our  mis¬ 
sion  during  half  a  century  and  more,  its  fruits  must  appear,  and  illustrate 
as  a  natural  outgrowth,  the  divine  principles  upon  which  Odd  Fellowship 
rests.  Yet,  notwithstanding  this  glorious  record,  has  our  pathway  been  im¬ 
peded  and  greatly  hindered.  We  have,  however,  survived  all  opposition, 
and  can  to-day  congratulate  ourselves  that  we  have  at  length  enlisted  the 
favor  of  all  good  men  in  Church  and  State,  of  every  class  and  calling,  and  of 
every  kindred  benevolent  Order,  without  exception,  and  have  thus  conquered 
every  enemy  worthy  of  consideration.  Justly,  therefore,  may  we  exult  upon 
our  signal  prosperity,  especially  when  it  has  been  reached  by  our  own  un¬ 
aided  labors.  Looking  from  the  present  stand-point  upon  the  past  of  Ameri¬ 
can  Odd  Fellowship,  and  from  these  forming  a  rational  estimate  of  its  future, 
our  hearts  may  swell  with  honest  pride,  in  the  consciousness  that  we  have  not 
lived  in  vain.  We  are  here  then  not  only  to  legislate  for  the  present  needs 
of  this  great  brotherhood,  to  promote  its  unity  and  thus  jjreserve  its  health¬ 
ful  life,  but  to  transmit  it  with  increasing  power  and  capability  to  our  descen¬ 
dants.  In  another  half  century,  it  will  in  all  probability  have  girdled  the 
earth  with  its  golden  chain,  and  diffused  its  blessings  upon  millions.  Can 
it  be  a  matter  of  wonder,  that  in  such  a  cause,  we  should  be  here  to  counsel 
together  for  its  welfare,  to  renew  our  vows  of  fidelity  and  devotion  to  it,  and 
to  each  other,  and  to  supplicate  with  uplifted  hearts  for  the  continued  favor 
of  Him,  who  has  ever  been  its  firm  friend  and  support,  and  for  the  promo¬ 
tion  of  whose  original  intendment  of  fraternity  among  men,  it  has  unremit¬ 
tingly  toiled  for  so  many  years?  Oh!  no,  the  wonder  would  be  that  we 
could  be  such  unworthy  descendants  of  the  noble  sires  who  have  bequeathed 
to  us  the  legacy,  as  to  fail  to  realize  its  value  and  our  duty  to  preserve 
and  perpetuate  it.

My  Dear  Sir  and  Brother, — This  communication,  was  intended  to  be  ere 
this  on  its  destination  to  Australia,  but  has  been  delayed  for  several  weeks 
awaiting  proceedings  which  have  been  had  at  Washington,  having  for  their 
object  the  removal  of  hinderances  which  exist  in  the  way  of  supplying  your 
jurisdiction  with  the  revised  work  of  the  Order.  A  package  was  made  up 
early  in  October,  addressed  to  you,  to  be  forwarded  by  mail,  containing  as 
well  the  “revised  unwritten,”  as  “  written  work,”  and  the  amount  of  post¬ 
age  ($40)  agreed  upon.  When  all  things  were  ready  the  Postmaster  inform¬ 
ed  us  that  such  a  package  would  be  sent  by  the  Post-office  authorities  in 
England  and  in  Australia  to  the  custom-house  upon  its  arrival,  opened  and 
subjected  to  duty.  This  of  course  put  an  end  to  our  prospects  in  that  di¬ 
rection.  We  now  are  casting  about  for  private  opportunity,  having  failed  to 
obtain  any  favor  from  the  government.  We  shall  send  the  rituals  per  Grand 
Secretary  Johnson,  at  the  minimum  price,  fifty  cents  per  copy,  which  has 
been  paid  by  every  Lodge  in  this  jurisdiction.  Referring  to  my  last,  dated 
August  22,  1874,  when  I  promised  to  advise  you  after  the  then  approaching 
session  of  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.,  of  its  legislation  touching  the  immediate  inter¬ 
ests  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australia,  I  may  say  generally,  that  the  effort 
made  to  depute  a  commissioner  to  your  country,  although  unanimously  rec¬ 
ommended  by  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Relations,  failed  of  success  on 
account  of  the  opinion  which  prevailed,  that  it  would  cost  several  thousand 
dollars,  which  our  treasury  was  illy  able  to  bear.  You  will  perceive,  how¬ 
ever,  from  the  reports  of  the  Grand  Officers  and  from  the  Daily  Journal, 
which  were  mailed  to  you,  that  our  brethren  hold  you  all  in  affectionate 
memory  and  ever  cherish  the  hope  that  it  will  not  be  long  before  our  rela¬ 
tions  and  intercourse  will  be  placed  upon  a  perfectly  satisfactory  basis.  We 
hope  that  by  one  of  those  fortunate  turns  which  the  affairs  of  men  some¬ 
times  take  so  unexpectedly  and  advantageously  for  the  general  good,  that 
we  shall  have  a  representative  in  your  presence.  The  failing  health  of  our 
worthy  brother  Dr.  John  F.  Morse,  P.  G.  M.  and  P.  G.  Rep.,  has  suggested 
to  him  a  sea  voyage  in  its  behalf,  and  he  has  been  commissioned  as  a  Special 
Deputy  to  Australia.  Should  an  All-wise  Providence  vouchsafe  health 
and  life  to  this  beloved  brother,  you  will  welcome  his  arrival  with  hearts 
full  of  joy,  that  such  has  been  your  extraordinary  fortune.  We  pray  earnestly 
that  he  may  reach  you  and  be  so  restored  in  health  and  strength  as  to  en¬ 
able  him  to  comfort  and  instruct  you  in  the  work,  and  generally  to  give  you 
all  the  aid  and  counsel  you  may  need.  We  commend  him  also  to  your 
fraternal  love  and  care,  bespeaking  for  him  every  consideration  which 
his  feeble  health  may  require.  Every  effort  will  be  made  by  us  to  put  you 
safely  in  possession  of  the  unwritten  work.  Meanwhile,  have  the  assurance 
of  our  continued  interest  for  Odd  Fellowship  in  your  jurisdiction,  and  our 
earnest  prayer  for  its  prosperity.  Present  my  affectionate  regards  to  Dr. 
Morse,  should  he  reach  your  country,  and  accept  my  sincere  respect.

W.  I).  D.  Grand  Sire  of  Australia  : 

Dear  Sir  and  Brother, — At  length  I  am  enabled  to  transmit  to  you  the 
revised  work  of  our  Order,  written  and  unwritten,  the  latter  in  cipher,  in 
consequence  of  the  impossibility  of  obtaining  any  assurance  of  its  inviola¬ 
bility  by  any  other  mode.  We  have  been  ready  for  several  months,  delayed 
by  fruitless  efforts  to  obtain  from  our  government  facilities  by  which  the  ex¬ 
amination  of  the  custom-house  in  England  and  at  Melbourne  might  be 
avoided.  The  present  plan  alone  seems  to  be  available,  and  although  it 
may  subject  you  to  trouble  and  possible  error  in  the  first  instance,  will  in 
the  end,  doubtless  prove  the  wisest  course.  I  trust  it  will  reach  you  safely, 
and  prove  efficient  in  rendering  our  system  perfectly  uniform,  a  consumma¬ 
tion  greatly  to  be  desired.  The  written  work  is  doubtless  already  in  your 
possession,  having  been  forwarded  from  this  office,  October  24,  1874.  This 
of  course  embraces  the  work  as  far  as  it  has  been  introduced  in  your  juris¬ 
diction  only,  the  Patriarchal  branch  or  Encampment  department,  not  as  yet, 
so  far  as  we  are  officially  advised,  having  been  organized  in  Australia.  We 
have,  however,  reduced  this  ritual  to  cipher  also,  so  that  at  any  time  here¬ 
after,  should  you  desire  to  enter  and  occupy  that  field,  the  material  power 
will  be  ready  and  at  once  be  available.  Accompanying  this  cipher  are  also 
the  diagrams  and  a  letter  of  general  instruction  by  the  author,  Bro.  Stuart, 
P.  G.  Sire,  to  explain  and  facilitate  the  use  of  the  same.  Thus,  my  good 
brother,  have  we  been  able  to  consummate  a  long-desired  purpose  on  our 
part,  and  to  render  to  our  brethren  in  Australia  the  justice  so  vexatiously 
withheld  from  them  by  circumstances  beyond  our  control.  Whilst  address¬ 
ing  you  this  communication,  I  beg  to  add,  that  should  a  kind  Providence 
favor  the  safe  arrival  in  your  country  of  our  beloved  brother,  John  F.  Morse, 
that  you  will  be  greatly  aided  in  becoming  thoroughly  instructed  in  the 
secret  ritual  of  Odd  Fellowship.  Of  its  principles  and  written  work,  you 
are  as  conversant  as  we  are,  and  any  attempt  to  further  enlighten  you  in  that 
regard,  would  be  an  act  of  supererogation.  Before  I  close,  let  me  indulge  in 
a  single  remark  touching  the  legislation  of  the  last  session  referring  to  your 
renewed  complaint  about  the  restrictive  terms  of  your  Charter.  You  are 
aware  that  the  late  Grand  Sire,  Bro.  Logan,  and  all  his  immediate  prede¬ 
cessors,  sympathized  with  your  opinions  and  wishes,  and  earnestly  com¬ 
mended  their  justice  and  propriety  to  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.,  and  also  that  com¬ 
mittees  have  sometimes  reported  favorably  upon  the  subject;  and  further, 
that  in  fact  the  Grand  Lodge,  at  the  session  of  1873,  actually  passed  the 
measure,  which  was  subsequently,  upon  a  point  of  order,  rendered  abortive. 
Thus  it  will  appear  that  a  good  degree  of  interest  has  been  enlisted  with  us 
for  this  so  much  desired  object  on  your  part.  I  can  only  add,  that  the  words 
of  the  committee  at  our  last  session,  truly  represent  our  position  in  this 
country  on  that  question.  You  can  hardly  enter  properly  into  our  difficul¬ 
ties  and  embarrassments  in  this  regard.  But  when  I  say  to  you  that  a 
successful  attempt  to  strike  out  the  word  “white”  in  our  general  qualifica¬ 
tions  for  membership  would  seriously  endanger  our  unity  and  general  har¬ 
mony,  you  will  perceive  that  the  subject  is  a  very  grave  one  for  our  consid¬ 
eration.  Nevertheless,  in  so  far  as  your  and  some  other  foreign  jurisdictions 
are  concerned,  I  do  not  doubt,  as  I  have  heretofore  written,  that  a  satisfac¬ 
tory  solution  will  in  time  be  supplied. 

Should  Bro.  Morse  reach  you,  present  to  him  my  affectionate  regards. 

At  the  instance  of  Assistant  Grand  Secretary  Ross  and  Bro.  Stuart,  P.  G. 
Sire,  I  remark  that  the  copy  of  the  work  prepared  by  Bro.  Stuart,  and 
which  we  were  prevented  from  sending  you  in  November  last,  was  got  up  in 
splendid  style,  written  in  English,  and  elegantly  bound.  So  also  were  the 
diagrams  elaborately  prepared.  We  had  also  agreed  to  pay  heavy  postage 
on  these  documents,  and  left  undone  nothing  on  our  part  to  testify  our  love 
and  devotion  for  the  prosperity  of  our  Order  in  your  jurisdiction. 
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With  sincere  personal  regards,  and  an  earnest  prayer  for  the  prosperity  of 
our  beloved  Order  in  Australia,

Dear  Sir  and  Brother, — Your  very  kind  and  fraternal  letter  of  November 
27th,  with  A.  T.  P.  W's  inclosed  came  duly  to  hand.  The  members  here 
were  overjoyed  to  hear  of  the  intended  visit  of  our  highly  accomplished  Bro. 
Dr.  Morse,  the  news  of  whose  commission  had  been  anticipated  by  private 
letter  from  San  Francisco,  but  their  joy  was  turned  into  deep  and  unaffect¬ 
ed  sorrow,  when  the  same  mail  that  brought  the  official  intimation  of  his 
appointment  brought  also  a  letter  from  himself,  dated  Honolulu,  evidently 
written  upon  a  bed  of  sickness,  announcing  that  the  state  of  his  health  pre¬ 
vented  him  continuing  his  journey.  I  sincerely  hope,  however,  that  we  may 
yet  be  able  to  give  him  a  hearty  welcome  to  Australia,  and  that  perfect  health 
may  enable  him  to  continue  the  good  work  of  which  he  has  proved  himself 
so  earnest  and  able  an  exponent. 

I  received  the  case  of  rituals,  Ac.,  sent  per  favor  of  Grand  Secretary  John¬ 
son,  who  is  entitled  to  the  best  thanks  of  this  jurisdiction  for  many  acts  of 
similar  courtesy.  I  have  not  yet  examined  the  contents  of  the  case,  but  from 
the  invoice  sent,  I  believe  you  have  judged  our  wants  to  a  nicety.  My  rea¬ 
son  for  not  opening  it  is  that  I  am  desirous  that  some  definite  plan  of  distri¬ 
bution  should  be  determined  upon  before  doing  so.  I  find  per  invoice  that 
you  have  sent  three  copies  each  of  the  last  three  volumes  of  Journal  of  G.  L. 
of  U.  S.  As  we  have  only  one  copy  of  each  of  the  first  four  volumes,  I  have 
to  ask  that  you  will  be  so  good,  when  opportunity  offers,  to  forward  other 
two  copies  so  that  we  shall  have  three  complete  sets. 

I  am  rather  surprised  the  Postmaster  should  have  stated  that  the  box  con¬ 
taining  the  secret  work  would  be  opened  by  the  customs  authorities  in  Eng¬ 
land  and  here.  It  strikes  me  as  being  a  very  unusual  course.  I  know  that 
all  things  sent  through  the  Post  are  delivered  without  inspection,  except 
where  an  intention  to  defraud  the  revenue  is  apparent,  the  receiving  office 
being  held  responsible  for  the  contents  of  the  package.  Even  the  parcels  of 
Journals  sent  by  you  and  the  case  containing  the  rituals  although  appear¬ 
ing  upon  the  ship’s  manifest,  and  necessarily  passing  through  the  customs, 
have  never  been  inspected  or  subject  to  duty.  At  the  time  the  entry  has 
been  passed,  a  declaration  of  the  contents  of  the  parcel,  and  that  it  is  in¬ 
tended  for  private  use,  and  not  for  trade,  has  always  cleared  it.  I  would  ad¬ 
vise  it  being  sent  as  a  package  per  mail  steamer,  addressed  in  the  same  man¬ 
ner  as  all  previous  ones  have  been,  and  you  may  rest  assured  that  if  it  is  not 
opened  in  America,  it  will  not  be  here. 

I  forward  you  a  copy  of  our  last  Journal,  and  will  take  an  early  opportu¬ 
nity  of  sending  a  number  for  distribution.

Dear  Sir  and  Brother, — Your  esteemed  favor  of  8th  February  reached  this 
office  29th  March.  On  account  of  the  illness  of  Grand  Secretary  Bidgely, 
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who  has  been  unable  to  give  any  attention  to  business  since  about  26th  ult, 
the  receipt  has  not  been  acknowledged.  We  have  had  such  severe  weather 
that  the  recovery  of  our  esteemed  brother  has  been  greatly  retarded;  but  we 
hope  that  with  settled  pleasant  weather  he  will  soon  be  restored  to  health. 

You  have  doubtless  before  this  time  learned  that  he  who  was  commis¬ 
sioned  by  the  Grand  Sire  to  bear  to  our  brethren  in  Australia  the  messages 
of  love  from  the  Order  in  the  United  States,  returned  to  San  Francisco  to 
breathe  his  last  in  the  presence  of  his  sorrowing  family  and  friends.  J ohn 
F.  Mokse  died  on  the  30th  of  December,  1874,  and  the  Order  lost  an  earnest 
advocate,  and  unfailing  friend. 

As  you  have  probably  received  full  particulars  of  the  manner  the  sad  an¬ 
nouncement  of  his  decease  was  received  in  this  country  and  in  Germany,  I 
need  not  write  more  concerning  it.  We  regret  that  he  was  unable  to  reach 
your  shores;  that  your  people  were  deprived  of  the  pleasure  and  profit  they 
would  have  derived  from  his  visit,  and  that  the  mission  upon  which  he  so 
earnestly  entered  was  destined  to  be  unfulfilled. 

We  sent  you  only  volumes  5,  6,  and  7  of  Journal,  G.  L.  of  U.  S.,  because 
on  referring  to  our  books  we  found  that  Sept.  9,  1867,  4  volumes  had  been 
sent  to  you  by  Grand  Secretary  Johnson,  and  as-we  supposed  were  one  set 
of  four  volumes;  and  May  15,  1868,  we  sent  to  you  8  volumes,  being  2  sets 
of  4  volumes  each.  I  have  entered  your  order  for  2  copies  each,  volumes  1, 
2,  3,  and  4;  but  as  the  8th  volume,  we  hope,  will  soon  be  ready,  will  not 
send  them  until  that  is  published,  which  will  complete  the  work  to  this 
time,  and  will  contain  an  index  to  volumes  6,  7,  and  8. 

I  presume  you  have  received  the  copy  of  the  unwritten  work  in  cipher, 
and  the  diagrams  sent  to  you  in  December,  although  you  do  not  mention 
their  arrival.  If  you  desire  also  the  original  copy  prepared  for  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Australia,  it  can  be  sent  as  you  suggest,  though  I  presume  you 
have  prepared  a  book  from  the  characters  transmitted,  and  the  work  we 
have  will  not  be  needed.  I  am  sorry  we  did  not  know  of  the  practice  pur¬ 
sued  by  the  revenue  authorities  in  your  country,  as  it  would  have  saved 
much  labor  here,  as  well  as  in  your  office.  The  information  given  to  us  was 
doubtless  based  upon  the  practice  in  the  United  States. 

The  Journal  of  G.  L.  of  Australia,  August,  1874,  was  received.  We  shall 
be  glad  to  have  additional  copies. 

The  Journal  of  G.  L.  of  U.  S.,  session  September,  1874,  was  sent  to  you 
February  1st,  via  San  Francisco  (50  copies),  and  I  trust  the  box  reached  you 
in  due  time. 

As  you  may  not  have  seen  the  Heart  and  Hand ,  with  notices  of  the  decease 
of  Bro.  Mobse,  I  send  you  by  mail  two  copies  of  16th  and  one  of  30th  Janu¬ 
ary. 

Please  advise  soon  as  possible  of  the  receipt  of  the  unwritten  work  (cipher) 
and  diagrams. 

Trusting  you  are  in  the  enjoyment  of  good  health,  and  with  best  wishes

Dear  Sib  and  Brother, — Your  letter  of  October  7th  came  duly  to  hand. 
The  papers  and  cards  will  be  here  to-day.  We  will  remit  the  money  next 
month  with  our  statement.  Our  Order  is  progressing  very  fast.  We  initi¬ 
ated  some  brothers  who  reside  on  the  coast  and  they  are  trying  to  get  up  a 
Lodge.  It  would  be  well  if  you  had  somebody  here,  who  could  spare  the 
time,  and  go  up  the  coast  for  the  purpose  of  installing  the  officers.  The 
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German  Lodge  has  progressed  very  well  and  is  increasing  rapidly.  We 
have  our  new  hall  just  linished,  it  seats  comfortably  one  hundred  members 
and  officers,  and  is  really  one  of  the  snuggest  little  halls  I  ever  sat  in.  Hon. 
C.  A.  Logan  will  visit  us  perhaps  next  month  to  assist  at  the  dedication  of 
the  hall.  He  dislikes  the  railroad  travel  very  much,  otherwise  he  would  be 
with  us  oftener.  We  are  having  a  translation  made  of  the  rituals  into  Span¬ 
ish,  which  will  be  completed  next  month.  There  will  be  no  trouble  about  in¬ 
troducing  the  Order  among  the  Chilenos.  In  fact  they  are  very  anxious  to 
join  us,  but  as  they  do  not  speak  enough  English,  we  had  to  decline.  Some 
dozen  were  initiated,  who  speak  good  English,  and  some  of  them  are  the 
very  best  citizens  this  Republic  has.

The  reason  we  sent  you  this  draft  separate,  is  that 
your  cards,  etc.,  are  to  be  paid  for  in  Greenbacks,  and  our  dues,  10  per  cent, 
on  our  money,  and  as  exchange  is  so  very  low  now,  we  cannot  figure  closely 
on  United  States  exchange;  we  have  inclosed  our  draft,  which  we  hope  will 
prove  satisfactory. 

Our  Lodges  are  getting  along  very  nicely,  and  I  think  in  our  past  term  we 
have  planted  the  seed  that  will  make  Odd  Fellowship  a  permanent  institu¬ 
tion  of  South  America.  The  present  officers  installed  in  Valparaiso  Lodge 
will  do  their  best  to  increase  the  Order.  We  have  at  present  eighteen  appli¬ 
cations  on  hand,  accepted,  but  the  applicants  being  sea-faring  men  are  not 
here,  and  we  are  awaiting  their  return  to  initiate  them. 

I  think  our  reports  for  the  first  term  will  comjiare  favorably  with  the  ones 
from  Peru  in  regard  to  members.  Hoping  that  you  will  find  them  correct,

It  affords  me  great  pleasure  to  be  enabled  to  congratulate  the  brethren  of 
your  jurisdiction  for  extraordinary  success.  This  result  indicates  unmis¬ 
takably  a  corresponding  zeal,  energy,  and  intelligence  in  the  administration 
on  the  part  of  the  officers  in  charge.  Barely  indeed  has  such  rapid  progress 
been  displayed,  and  I  think  I  may  venture  the  expression  that  it  has  never 
been  surpassed.  Hence  I  have  characterized  it  as  extraordinary.  I  should, 
under  other  circumstances  than  those  which  surround  the  Order  in  Chile, 
be  inclined  to  fear  that  your  growth  had  been  more  rapid  than  healthful; 
but  when  I  recollect  that  it  has  been  in  the  presence  of  and  by  the  approval 
of  Bro.  Logan,  P.  G.  Sire,  I  am  assured  that  Odd  Fellowship  in  your  midst 
has  had  a  development  fully  responsive  to  its  noble  principles,  and  that 
your  constituency  is  drawn  from  the  best  material  in  the  community.

Dear  Sib  and  Brotheb, — Your  very  flattering  letter  of  February  16th  came 
duly  to  hand,  and  I  would  have  answered  sooner,  only  was  prevented  by 
business,  as  there  has  been  a  change  in  the  Ministers  of  this  Bepublic,  and 
my  business  is  mostly  connected  with  the  Minister  of  War,  I  had  to  make 
several  trips  to  Santiago,  as  I  had  several  contracts  for  Gatling  guns,  am¬ 
munition,  and  harness  on  hand. 

I  thank  you  very  much  for  the  credit  you  have  given  me  in  your  last,  and 
can  assure  you  that  all  of  my  spare  moments  and  more  are  devoted  to  the  bene¬ 
fit  of  the  Order,  and  always  will  be ;  for  since  my  initiation  in  the  Order  in  May, 
1868,  in  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  I  have  taken  a  deep  interest  in  all  its  degrees,  and  to 
the  present  time,  being  a  member  of  several  Orders,  and  well  advanced  in 
some,  I  have  not  found  one  which  comes  so  near  to  the  wants  of  our  poor 
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race,  which  you  as  an  old  member  of  our  beloved  Order  know  so  well,  that 
it  would  be  out  of  my  power  to  call  your  attention  to  it. 

You  may  truly  say  that  ours  is  a  large  field  for  the  new  Order,  but 
you  do  not  know  the  difficulty  we  have  to  encounter  among  the  differ¬ 
ent  nationalities.  They  are  more  separated  here,  and  more  jealous  of  each 
other  than  in  the  United  States.  You  find  the  Germans  here  the  same  as  in 
Germany,  proud  of  their  different  classes,  and  we  are  now  trying  to  start  a 
new  German  Lodge,  composed  of  only  members  of  the  largest  wholesale 
houses.  You  will  say  this  is  wrong,  and  I  believe  you,  but  in  war  and  love 
every  device  is  allowable.  Our  object  is  to  break  the  barrier  which  exists 
mostly  among  the  Germans,  and  by  uniting  the  best  and  middle  class  in  one 
common  Order,  for  the  one  and  the  same  purpose,  we  are  trying  to  over¬ 
come  this  obstacle  which  has  so  many  years  resisted  the  most  strenuous  ef¬ 
forts  of  Masonry.  While  I  have  been  writing  the  above,  a  committee  of 
Pacific  Lodge,  No.  2,  has  called  on  me,  and  requested  me  to  make  the  neces¬ 
sary  applications  to  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  through  our  D.  D.  Grand  Sire,  Bro. 
C.  A.  Logan,  for  a  new  Lodge,  also  insisting  at  the  same  time,  that  I  should 
make  one  of  their  number;  as  I  speak  German.  I  have  consented,  and  I  in¬ 
close  you  a  copy .  of  our  application.  I  have  been  trying  to  start  a  French 
Lodge,  and  expect  to  be  able  perhaps  in  my  next  to  inform  you  that  we  have 
succeeded  in  starting  it. 

The  Chile  Lodge  hangs  fire  yet,  but  as  soon  as  the  translations  have  been 
copied,  we  shall  try  and  start  it,  that  is  one  here,  and  before  the  Exhibition 
opens  we  may  have  one  or  two  perhaps  in  Santiago. 

Thanking  you  again  for  your  kind  letter,  and  assuring  you  of  my  best  en¬ 
deavors  to  increase  our  Order  here,  I  remain,

The  inclosed  letter  has  been  delayed  by  the  non-departure  of  the  mail,  and 
I  now  send  it  with  this. 

The  German  Lodge  was  instituted  on  May  6th,  with  eight  Charter  mem¬ 
bers,  eight  more  uniting  by  card.  It  is  to  reach  a  class  of  members  No.  2 
cannot  claim  or  get.  You  understand  these  things,  of  course,  without  the 
necessity  of  an  explanation  from  me.  It  is  believed  both  Lodges  will  be 
strong  in  their  respective  fields. 

The  French  members  are  the  elite  of  the  city,  and  it  will  doubtless  make  a 
strong  Lodge,  besides  which  it  will  take  in  a  number  of  Chilenos,  the  edu¬ 
cated  classes  of  whom  all  speak  French.

My  Dear  Grand  Secretary  : 

I  have  the  pleasure  to  report,  that  last  night,  July  8th,  I  opened  Leaven¬ 
worth  Lodge,  No.  5,  in  this  city,  to  work  in  the  English  language.  The  fol¬ 
lowing  brothers  constitute  the  Charter  members  : 

William  J.  Cox,  E.  C.  Spencer,  Charles  Davis,  C.  S.  Arnold,  August 
Moller,  Jr. 

Bros.  John  Duncan  and  John  McPherson,  were  admitted  by  card,  making 
the  whole  number  of  beginners  seven. 

Inclosed  in  this  you  will  find  the  application  and  cards  of  the  brothers 
forming  the  new  Lodge.  The  Charter  fee  of  $30  will  be  forwarded  to  you  by 
this  or  the  next  mail  by  Bro.  W.  J.  De  Gress,  as  he  has  better  facilities  for 
sending  it  through  his  New  York  house.  The  brothers  turned  out  in  large 
force  to  witness  the  formation  of  this,  fifth  Lodge  of  the  series,  and  there  was 
much  enthusiasm  in  connection  with  the  proceedings.  I  found  the  appli¬ 
cants  had  determined  to  call  the  Lodge  after  the  name  of  the  D.  D.  Grand 
Sire,  and  there  was  considerable  disappointment  when  it  was  shown  to  be 
against  the  law,  but  they  fixed  upon  the  name  “Leavenworth,”  as  in  some 
degree  representing  the  idea  which  they  wished  to  convey,  a  delicate  com¬ 
pliment  fully  appreciated. 

I  also  inclose  you  in  this,  an  application  to  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.,  for  a  Char¬ 
ter  for  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Chile ,  an  application  which  I  sincerely  hope  and  be 
lieve  will  be  granted.  The  Charter  fee  I  have  concluded  not  to  send  until  I 
receive  authority  to  institute  the  Grand  Lodge,  as  in  the  remote  event  of  a 
refusal  the  price  of  the  exchange  will  be  lost.  I  shall,  however,  forward  it  as 
soon  as  I  open  the  Grand  Lodge,  and,  if  necessary,  you  can  state  that  I  am 
personally  responsible  for  it. 

The  Spanish  translation  is  now  completed,  and  I  could  open  a  Lodge  at 
once  to  work  in  that  language,  but  I  prefer  awaiting  the  action  of  the  G.  L. 
of  U.  S.  at  its  approaching  session.  I*  have  been  somewhat  at  a  loss  to  de¬ 
cide  whether  to  send  you  the  manuscript  or  not.  There  is  some  danger  of 
loss,  in  the  event  of  which,  as  we  have  but  one  copy,  the  whole  labor  would 
be  lost.  Besides,  as  there  are  probably  none  of  the  members  of  the  G.  L.  of 
U.  S.  sufficiently  acquainted  with  the  Spanish  language  to  pronounce  a 
judgment  upon  the  merits  of  the  translation,  it  would  seem  unnecessary  to 
send  it  until  after  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  decide  that  it  shall  be  printed,  and 
where  it  shall  be  printed.  The  work  can  be  done  here,  and  I  will  forward 
you  figures,  in  time  for  action  upon  the  matter. 

Should  it  be  printed,  the  Order  will  gain  Spanish  America,  which  in  time 
will  compete  numerically  with  Germany,  and  will  also  prepare  the  Order  for 
introduction  into  all  Spanish  speaking  countries. 

By  the  next  mail,  I  shall  forward  you  my  official  report  as  D.  D.  Grand 
Sire,  in  which  the  whole  matter  will  be  gone  over,  and  appropriate  sugges- 
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tions  made.  I  hope,  however,  you  will  also  add  your  voice  to  mine  in  the 
consummation  of  this  important  result. 

Please  send  the  set  of  German  rituals  for  No.  3,  if  it  has  not  already  been 
done,  and  also  two  or  three  blank  Dispensations  for  Lodges,  as  I  may  begin 
the  work  in  Santiago  before  the  session  of  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S. ;  also  send  a 
blank  Dispensation  for  an  Encampment.

My  Dear  Grand  Secretary: 

By  the  last  mail,  I  forwarded  the  application  and  cards  of  the  petition¬ 
ers  of  Leavenworth  Lodge,  No.  5,  which,  as  I  then  informed  you,  I  opened  on 
the  evening  of  July  8th.  Bro.  De  Gress  sends  the  Charter  fee  by  the  pres¬ 
ent  mail,  with  the  draft  for  the  dues,  which  I  have  thought  best  to  require 
them  to  pay  semi-annually  for  the  present. 

I  also  forwarded  you  a  petition,  signed  by  the  representatives  of  live 
Lodges,  for  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Chile.  Lest  it  might  miscarry,  I  inclose  a 
copy  of  the  ajiplication  in  this.  I  will  collect  and  forward  the  Charter  fee 
when  I  have  authorization  to  open  the  Grand  Body.  In  case  of  refusal  to 
grant  the  Charter,  we  shall  then  be  saved  the  loss  by  exchange  on  the 
money. 

I  have  the  translation  in  Spanish  all  completed,  but  have  determined  not 
to  forward  it  until  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  authorizes  its  printing.  No  good  would 
result  from  its  simple  possession  by  the  Grand  Lodge  so  far  as  determining 
its  merits  is  concerned;  while  there  might  be  danger  of  its  loss.  If  the 
Grand  Lodge  decides  upon  the  printing,  I  will  find  means  to  forward  it  at 
once,  probably  by  private  hand. 

I  also  forward  in  this,  my  report  as  D.  D.  Grand  Sire,  addressed  to  the 
Grand  Sire,  I  should  be  pleased  if  it  might  be  printed  with  the  Journal,  in  a 
prominent  place,  containing  as  it  does  matters  of  interest  to  the  Order. 

I  desire  you  to  supply  me  with  another  Warrant  signed  in  blank ;  also  to 
send  me  an  additional  Warrant  for  an  Encampment  in  blank,  with  a  set  of 
books,  for  the  return  of  which  I  will  be  responsible,  should  the  Encamp¬ 
ment  not  be  opened.

These  papers,  are  full  of  interest,  and  abound  with  the  evidence  of  your  tire¬ 
less  zeal  and  energy  in  the  administration  of  your  office  as  D.  D.  Grand  Sire.

Ido  not  know  whether  there  are  idioms  or  dia¬ 
lects  in  the  Spanish  language  which  appertain  to  localities  or  classes,  if  so,  it 
would  be  well  to  have  that  fact  tested  by  the  examination  of  several  texts 
from  different  sections.  The  Grand  Lodge  will  doubtless,  should  it  favor 
the  translation,  provide  for  the  printing  in  this  city,  or  some  other  con¬ 
venient  place.  All  your  wants  in  the  nature  of  supplies  will  be  forward- 
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ed,  and  the  dues  rendered  will  be  duly  acknowledged  by  the  Assistant 
Grand  Secretary.

This  magazine  contains,  among  many  interesting  matters,  the  Proceedings 
of  the  Annual  Movable  Committee  of  the  Manchester  Unity  of  1874;  and  also 
an  account  of  the  passage  of  the  new  “Friendly  Societies  Bill”  through  the 
committee  of  the  House  of  Commons,  which  gives  not  only  a  legal  status  to 
such  organizations  as  measure  up  to  its  standard,  but  also  provides  the  am¬ 
plest  guaranties,  as  well  to  the  societies  as  to  their  individual  members,  for 
the  discharge  of  their  reciprocal  obligations  to  each  other.  I  am  glad  to  see 
that  this  law  was  mainly  promoted  by  your  Order.  I  thank  you  for  this 
courtesy,  and  will  be  happy  to  reciprocate  it  in  the  future.

We  thank  you  very  much  indeed,  in  sending  the  letter  first  to 
our  quarter  before  deciding  in  any  matter  on  your  hand.  Guided  by  ex¬ 
perience  we  encountered  on  former  occasions,  we  are  reduced  to  the  neces¬ 
sity  of  being  very  cautious  before  unfolding  our  privacy  to  the  uninitiated, 
and  in  this  case,  we  prefer  to  remain  neutral  for  some  time  yet.  I  hope  our 
beloved  Bro.  Morse  will  regain  his  health,  as  his  death  would  be  a  great 
loss  to  the  whole  brotherhood.

Dear  Sir  and  Brother, — Inclosed  please  find  reports  of  the  two  Lodges 
working  under  my  supervision  in  this  jurisdiction.  They  are  not  as  favor¬ 
able  as  I  would  wish  them  to  be;  but  times  have  been  and  are  yet  so  bad 
that  I  consider  them  comparatively  very  good.  I  was  not  able  to  procure  a 
bill  of  exchange  for  the  amount  due  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S. ,  and  have  therefore 
sent  to  Panama  for  the  same;  will  forward  it  as  soon  as  it  comes  to  hand. 

Some  of  the  members  were  anxious  to  send  for  a  Dispensation  to  open  a 
Lodge  to  work  in  the  German  language,  but  I  requested  them  to  wait  until 
matters  in  the  country  took  a  turn;  times  are  too  bad  and  money  too  scaroe. 
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I  did  this  judging  it  to  he  for  the  best  interests  of  the  Order  here;  but  I  hope 
matters  will  change  and  times  better. 

The  reports  show  a  small  membership,  yet  the  old  spirit  prevails,  and  al¬ 
though  the  amount  expended  for  relief  may  seem  small,  yet  I  must  assure 
you  that  an  equal  amount  at  least  was  raised  by  voluntary  subscription  by 
the  members,  and  if  the  increase  of  membership  would  only  go  hand  in 
hand  with  the  spirit  of  charity  prevailing  among  the  members,  I  should  be 
very  proud  of  the  honor  of  having  been  reappointed  Deputy  for  the  jurisdic¬ 
tion  of  Peru;  as  it  is,  I  often  think  it  would  be  a  wiser  step  not  to  continue 
the  same  officers  for  too  long  a  time  in  the  same  responsible  office;  this 
would  give  more  spirit  to  rivalry,  and  I  would,  therefore,  most  earnestly  re¬ 
quest  that  a  change  be  made,  and  beg  to  mention  P.  G’s  George  J.  Schmidt, 
Callao,  and  Wllliam  Long,  C-horillos,  who  are  some  of  the  most  competent 
to  fill  the  office;  or  would  suggest  that  the  Lodges  be  consulted  on  the  mat¬ 
ter  in  a  direct  way,  the  inquiry  coming  from  you. 

I  do  not  propose  the  above  in  a  spirit  of  wishing  to  retire  from  the  Order, 
on  the  contrary,  I  hope  to  remain  an  active  member  for  many  years  to 
come,  and  I  shall  always  be  happy  to  be  at  the  command  of  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

Inclosed  please  find  also  a  letter  from  the  former  Secretary  of  Lima  Lodge, 
No.  1.  The  same  was  delayed  being  sent,  as  from  the  proceedings  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  appearing  in  the  Xew  Age  and  Mystic  Jewel  in  a  condensed 
state  or  form,  it  was  not  considered  necessary;  but  after  reflecting  on  the 
matter  I  inclose  the  same.

Jurisdiction  of  Republic  of  Peru,  S.  A.  : 

My  Dear  Sir  and  Bbo., — Yours  of  27th  ult.  has  been  received.  The  As¬ 
sistant  Grand  Secretary,  Bro.  Theodore  A.  Ross,  has  already  (19th  Feb.) 
acknowledged  the  receipt  of  the  accompanying  reports,  and  forwarded  the 
supplies  ordered,  via  New  York,  which  I  trust  will  reach  you  in  safety. 

I  have  great  pleasure  in  congratulating  you  upon  the  success  of  your  ju¬ 
risdiction,  notwithstanding  the  very  adverse  state  of  business  which  you 
represent.  Our  Order,  like  every  other  institution  or  interest  of  man,  is 
subject  to  the  fluctuations  of  commerce  and  the  general  prosperity  of  the 
various  industries  which  make  up  the  business  world.  We  must,  therefore, 
expect  such  trials,  and  await  better  fortune  when  the  tide  makes  a  favorable 
turn.  Under  such  circumstances  you  have  done  well  to  hold  your  own. 
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In  the  neighboring  Republic  (Chile),  owing  to  a  greater  commercial  pros¬ 
perity,  the  Order  has  done  exceedingly  well.  We  are  quite  sanguine  that 
Odd  Fellowship  is  now  firmly  planted  in  South  America,  and  that  within  a 
reasonable  time  its  banner  will  be  unfurled  in  every  part  of  the  continent 
where  freedom  of  opinion  is  tolerated,  and  where  the  foreign  element  is  at 
liberty  to  associate  and  mingle  in  fraternal  intercourse.  I  regret  to  hear 
your  remarks  about  withdrawing  from  your  official  position.  We  need 
above  all  things  experienced  officers  at  so  great  a  distance  from  the  parent 
Grand  Body.  I  trust  that  this  important  fact  may  fully  impress  your  mind, 
and  constrain  it  to  a  very  different  conclusion.  You  will,  upon  a  moment’s 
reflection,  perceive  the  importance  of  your  official  position,  not  only  to  our 
Order,  but  to  the  great  cause  of  fraternity  among  men,  and  especially  to 
the  closer  intercommunion  of  peoples  and  nations,  and  thereby  to  the  gen¬ 
eral  welfare  of  the  human  race. 

The  experiment  made  in  Peru  by  our  Order  is  yet  a  mere  beginning;  it  is, 
necessarily,  in  need  of  close  attention  from  earnest  and  sympathetic  hearts. 
The  idea  is  that  competent,  zealous,  and  prudent  brethren  should  super¬ 
vise  and  direct  the  early  steps  of  young  jurisdictions,  and  feeling  that  we 
have  just  the  right  man  in  the  right  place,  you  must  not  be  surprised  if  we 
do  not  desire  change,  especially  at  this  time.

Dear  Sir  and  Brother, — I  am  rather  late,  but  cannot  help  it,  as  up  to  date 
I  was  not  able  to  collect  any  items  regarding  the  Lodges  here;  but  I  could 
not  very  well  delay  any  longer. 

You  will  notice  above  that  I  have  changed  my  residence,  and  as  my  busi¬ 
ness  at  present  is  such  as  requires  my  continual  attention,  I  have  not  been 
able  to  collect  such  information  as  I  heretofore  have  gathered;  besides,  as 
all  the  banks  here  suspended  specie  payment,  everybody  is  so  much  taken 
up  with  his  own  affairs  that  Lodge  matters  become  secondary. 

The  bills  against  the  Lodges  here  have  not  been  collected  up  to  date,  as  it 
is  impossible  to  get  bills  of  exchange;  as  soon  as  I  am  able  to  get  them,  will 
collect  it  and  forward  the  same. 

We  had  a  communication  from  P.  G.  Sire  C.  A.  Logan,  inviting  this  juris¬ 
diction  to  enter  with  them  into  forming  a  Grand  Lodge  in  Chile.  I  laid  the 
circular  before  the  Lodges  here,  but  the  same  was  by  both  Lodges  rejected 
on  the  following  grounds: 

First. — That  as  we  would  be  unable  to  send  Representatives  from  here  our 
condition  would  not  be  bettered. 
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Second. — That  as  soon  as  affairs  will  mend  for  the  better  here,  they  (the 
Odd  Fellows  here)  intend  to  start  a  Grand  Lodge  in  Peru. 

Allow  me  to  assure  you  that  I  did  not  influence  them  in  the  least,  but  left 
it  to  their  own  decision. 

The  condition  of  the  Lodges  here  is  none  of  the  best,  owing  to  the  unsat¬ 
isfactory  state  of  affairs  in  the  country;  but  they  still  hold  their  own,  and  as 
soon  as  times  get  better,  I  have  no  doubt  the  prospects  will  brighten  for  us 
again. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  learn,  from  time  to  time,  of  the  prosperity 
enjoyed  by  the  Chile  Lodges,  and  hope  they  will  continue  to  so  prosper. 

Installation  of  Officers. — On  Thursday,  July  1st,  I  installed  the  officers  of 
Lima  Lodge,  No.  1,  as  follows:  Feed.

Dear  Sir  and  Bro., — Yours  of  January  12th,  with  reports,  etc.,  was  ac¬ 
knowledged  yesterday. 

Your  report  of  the  condition  of  the  Order  in  your  charge  is  highly  grati¬ 
fying,  and  although  your  progress  in  numbers  is  comparatively  limited,  we 
have  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  you  maintain  a  status  of  decided  vigor 
and  health.  Personally,  it  has  been  to  me  a  source  of  long-continued  regret 
that  I  had  not  had  sufficient  weight  with  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  to  awaken  a 
deeper  interest  in  Odd  Fellowship  in  your  jurisdiction.  Had  success  at¬ 
tended  your  several  applications  in  this  direction  some  years  ago,  it  is  not 
unreasonable  to  suppose  that  your  strength  would  ere  this  have  increased 
sufficiently  to  justify  your  erection  into  an  independent  sovereignty,  upon 
the  same  liberal  basis  which  was  granted  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  German 
Empire,  and  which  has  already,  in  the  short  space  of  two  years,  rendered 
that  jurisdiction  a  great  success. 

Such  has  been  invariably  our  experience  in  the  career  of  our  Order,  and  I 
earnestly  trust  that  our  rulers  will  be  guided  by  that  light,  as  a  never-failing 
wise  counsellor.  The  fraternal  kindness  of  our  brethren  in  Honolulu  to 
our  beloved  Morse,  during  his  prostration  at  your  Islands,  on  his  way  to 
Australia,  overwhelmed  him  with  emotions  of  love  and  gratitude,  and  has 
awakened  in  all  hearts  in  this  jurisdiction  renewed  devotion  to  an  institution 
which  generates  such  noble  men,  and  the  most  profound  admiration  for 
their  brethren  in  the  Sandwich  Islands.  This  sad  memorial,  I  trust,  will 
not  be  without  its  compensation,  in  awakening  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  to  the 
value  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  Honolulu,  and  of  its  corresponding  duty  to 
cherish  it  by  all  just  and  reasonable  supports.  The  death  of  Bro.  Morse, 
apart  from  the  general  grief  which  it  has  diffused  throughout  the  world 
wherever  .  Odd  Fellowship  dwells,  and  with  which  his  fame  was  co-extensive, 
is  peculiarly  calamitous  at  this  time,  in  view  of  the  special  mission  which  it 
has  so  abruptly  interrupted.  At  the  late  session  of  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.,  by 
the  earnest  appeal  of  the  Grand  Sire,  and  the  additional  humble  efforts  of 
the  Grand  Secretary,  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Relations  reported  for¬ 
mally  upon  the  executive  recommendation  for  a  Commissioner  to  Australia, 
but  the  resolution  making  the  appropriation  was  lost.  I  confess  that  I  then 
abandoned  all  hope  of  any  favorable  legislation  in  behalf  of  distant  jurisdic¬ 
tions;  and  after  years  of  continuous  effort  in  that  direction,  I  concluded 
that  I  had  outlived  my  reasonable  influence  in  a  body  which  had  in  all  other 
respects  generally  deferred  with  generous  confidence  to  my  suggestions 
for  the  general  welfare.  But  it  was  far  otherwise  in  the  counsels  of  Him  who 
overrules  and  directs  all  things.  The  heavy  cloud  which  apparently  over¬ 
hung  the  sky  was  in  due  season  dispersed,  and  a  bright  and  beautiful  “  bow 
of  promise  ”  appeared.  Our  most  estimable  Bro.  Porter,  G.  Rep.  of  Cali¬ 
fornia,  the  very  member  upon  whose  motion  the  appropriation  was  defeated, 
advised  me  of  the  contemplated  journey  of  Bro.  Morse,  and  earnestly  rec¬ 
ommended  his  appointment  as  Special  Deputy  to  the  Sandwich  Islands  and

to  Australia.  How  strange,  yet  liow  fortunate !  Of  course  the  Grand  Sire, 
although  embarrassed  somewhat  by  the  adverse  legislation  had,  did  what 
he  could  promptly.  The  proper  credentials  were  supplied,  and  our  good 
Bro.  Mobse,  already  immortalized  by  his  success  in  that  field,  embarked 
upon  his  divine  mission,  reached  your  hospitable  Islands,  and  you  know 
the  rest. 

How  truly  has  his  melancholy  death,  just  at  the  threshold  of  this  aus¬ 
picious  promise,  been  a  calamity  to  your  and  our  good  cause  !  Nevertheless, 
let  us  not  despair,  but  renew  yet  more  earnestly  our  efforts,  trusting  to  the 
justice  and  nobility  of  that  cause  and  to  the  common  interests  which  hu¬ 
manity  challenges  in  its  behalf.

the  members  of  Excelsior  Lodge,  and  it  was  with  emotions  of  pleasure  that  I 
observed  the  silent  and  attentive  respect  paid  to  it  while  it  was  being  read, 
and  the  unanimous  gratification  expressed  after  the  reading  was  concluded. 
*  *  *  *  When  we  beheld  in  the  western  horizon  in  the  month  of  September, 
1849 — that  dark  and  gloomy  year — the  cheering  flag  of  Friendship,  Love,  and 
Truth,  which  was  'displayed  at  the  mast-head  of  the  United  States’  brig 
Lawrence,  Capt.  A.  V.  Frazier,  D.  D.  Grand  Sire  for  the  Pacific  coast,  that 
much  esteemed  and  highly  distinguished  officer  rendered  very  efficient  ser¬ 
vice  to  our  despondent  band  of  brothers,  and  with  the  assurance  of  further 
assistance  from  your  R.  W.  Grand  Body,  imparted  new  life  and  bright  hopes 
for  the  future,  which  dispelled  the  dark  clouds  that  surrounded  us.  Had  it 
been  otherwise,  the  brothers  and  sisters  at  these  Islands  would  never  have 
had  the  honor  of  greeting  that  ever-to-be-remembered  great  and  good  man, 
Bro.  J.  F.  Morse,  who,  with  that  noble  and  gigantic  brain,  was  struggling 
with  his  emaciated  body  to  encircle  the  Globe  with  that  golden  chain  of  an 
ever-expanding  sympathy.  I  cannot  relinquish  this  subject  without  once 
more  expressing  my  admiration  of  the  heartfelt  sympathy  and  active  legisla¬ 
tion  in  favor  of  a  special  commission  in  aid  of  foreign  jurisdictions  exhibited 
by  the  Grand  Officers  and  Grand  Representatives  of  your  R.  W.  Grand  Body 
at  its  last  session;  and  also  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire’s  appeals  in  favor  of 
that  divine  mission  and  the  promptness  with  which  he  prepared  the  proper 
credentials,  in  connection  with  your  valuable  assistance  in  recommending 
Bro.  Morse,  at  the  suggestion  of  our  much  esteemed  Bro.  Porter,  G.  Rep. 
of  California.  I  had  the  honor  of  reading  your  kind  and  complimentary  lan¬ 
guage  in  regard  to  our  humble  and  feeble  efforts  to  reinvigorate  his  almost 
exhausted  physical  strength,  and  to  be  assured  from  such  a  distinguished 
source  that  our  beloved  departed  Brother  Morse  was  overwhelmed  with 
emotions  of  love  and  gratitude  for  the  Order  at  these  Islands,  has  filled  the 
hearts  of  the  brothers  and  sisters  here  with  overflowing  emotions  of  grati- 
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tude,  love,  and  veneration  for  the  officers  and  members  of  your  most  distin 
guished  Grand  Body. 

I  ask  your  further  indulgence  while  I  write  a  few  words  in  regard  to  our 
departed  Brother  Mouse.  The  day  the  steamer  arrived,  I  was  informed  that 
the  brother  was  on  board  in  a  dying  state.  I  went  to  his  assistance  immedi¬ 
ately,  and  found  that  one  of  the  hotel  carriages  had  taken  him  to  his  room, 
and  after  an  interval  of  live  minutes  I  was  in  his  presence.  After  making 
myself  known  to  him,  he  said,  “You  are  just  the  man  I  want  to  see:  I  wish 
you  to  assist  me  in  dispatching  a  letter  to  Henry  Vine,  D.  D.  Grand  Sire,  at 
Australia.  ”  The  substance  of  the  letter  was,  to  have  his  correspondence  for¬ 
warded  to  Honolulu.  I  thought  of  the  great  disappointment  to  our  brethren 
in  that  distant  jurisdiction  when  the  sad  news  reached  them.  I  was  aston¬ 
ished  to  see  such  exhibition  of  indomitable  energy  displayed  by  that  most 
remarkable  man;  while  the  letter  was  being  prepared,  he  would  not  delay  for 
a  moment  for  his  own  comfort;  it  must  be  done  at  once.  After  it  was  pre¬ 
pared,  he  told  me  he  did  not  wish  the  brethren  here  to  supply  watchers  or 
pecuniary  assistance;  but  wished  me  to  procure  a  good  servant  or  male  nurse, 
which  I  afterward  succeeded  in  doing.  He  said  that  he  had  a  special  com¬ 
mission  from  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire  for  foreign  jurisdictions;  he  regretted 
exceedingly  that  he  could  not,  on  account  of  his  prostrate  condition,  perform 
the  duties  of  his  mission  successfully.  He  briefly  and  slowly  related  to  me 
his  sufferings  during  the  voyage  from  San  Francisco;  not  an  ounce  of  solid 
food  for  nourishment  had  passed  his  lips  for  ten  days;  his  body,  though  re¬ 
duced  to  a  mere  shadow  by  a  long-continued  illness,  did  not  detract  from 
nor  dim  his  lofty  and  brilliant  intellect,  nor  turn  his  noble  soul  from  its  di¬ 
vine  purpose,  and  I  felt  that  I  was  in  the  presence  of  a  brother  who  possessed 
the  noblest  attributes  of  an  Odd  Fellow;  one  who  had  travelled  thousands 
of  miles,  east  and  west,  around  the  Globe,  using  his  own  means  for  the  ben¬ 
efit  of  that  universal  fraternity  in  the  great  family  of  man.  I  was  never  so 
much  impressed  in  my  life  with  so  much  nobleness  of  character  as  was  ex¬ 
hibited  in  my  presence  on  the  occasion  of  my  first  visit  to  the  almost  lifeless 
body  of  Brother  Morse;  can  any  such  instance  of  moral  heroism  ever  be 
eclipsed  ? 

I  thought  I  saw  a  decided  improvement  in  his  condition  every  time  I  vis¬ 
ited,  and  on  the  third  or  fourth  day  he  seemed  very  much  improved;  we  con¬ 
versed  some  on  the  subject  of  benefits;  the  next  time  I  called  upon  him  he 
spoke  to  me  on  the  color  question. 

In  answer  to  a  few  remarks  which  Brother  Morse  made  to  me  in  regard  to 
that  question,  he  using  the  term  natives,  I  replied,  that  as  far  as  the  pure  blood 
of  the  race  was  concerned,  it  was  of  vastly  more  importance  to  the  Order  here 
twenty  or  twenty-five  years  ago,  on  account  of  qualification,  than  at  the  pres¬ 
ent  time.  My  reason  for  making  this  statement  was  based  mostly  on  ac¬ 
count  of  the  very  rapid  decrease  of  the  population  since  the  discovery  of  the 
Islands  by  Capt.  Cook;  his  estimate  of  the  population  then  was  about  four 
hundred  thousand;  even  estimating  it  at  three  hundred  thousand,  the  pure 
native  race,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  would  become  extinct  in  about  thirty  years  if 
the  decrease  should  be  in  the  same  proportion  as  it  has  been  since  the  dis¬ 
covery  of  these  most  affable  people.  I  also  said  to  him  that  the  most  im¬ 
portant  consideration  of  the  question  to  the  Order  in  these  Islands  at  the 
present  time  is  the  half  and  three-quarter  white  population,  which  instead  of 
decreasing  increases  at  the  rate  of  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  per  year,  and 
some  of  them  are  as  white  as  the  pure  Caucasian,  and  some  of  our  most  ener¬ 
getic  brothers  had  highly  intelligent  sons  and  daughters  by  intermarriage 
with  Hawaiians,  and  many  of  the  male  portion  are  of  the  proper  age  to 
become  good  Odd  Fellows;  and  added  further,  that  if  any  of  them  ever  did 
become  members,  the  instances  of  their  travelling  abroad  might  not  occur 
for  many  years  to  come.  Brother  Morse  paid  me  the  respect  of  listening 
attentively  to  my  remarks,  as  though  they  had  imparted  to  his  mind  a  new 
phase  of  the  subject,  and  had  increased  his  sympathy  for  our  peculiar  posi¬ 
tion,  as  I  judged  by  his  only  reply — “Can  you  not  consider  them  white?” 


On  another  occasion  of  my  many  visits  to  Brother  Morse  he  manifested  a 
great  desire  to  meet  twelve  of  onr  most  influential  members  at  his  bedside, 
to  confer  together  for  the  good  of  the  Order  in  these  Islands,  and  doubtless 
much  good  would  have  resulted  therefrom;  but,  unfortunately  for  us,  in¬ 
stead  of  his  health  improving  sufficiently  to  permit  of  this,  it  steadily  de¬ 
clined,  and  the  brethren  here  were  denied  that  golden  opportunity. 

The  condition  of  the  Order  in  this  jurisdiction,  as  far  as  acquisition  of 
members  is  concerned,  has  been  somewhat  retarded  in  the  last  two  years, 
owing,  no  doubt,  to  the  depressed  state  of  the  commercial  and  agricultural 
interests  of  the  country;  but  I  am  happy  to  say  that  since  my  last  report  Ex¬ 
celsior  Lodge  has  increased  its  membership  by  two,  and  Polynesia  Encamp¬ 
ment  has  added  to  its  roll  of  members  one,  and,  in  all  probability,  another 
at  our  next  session;  and  in  consideration  of  the  Order  here  numbering  one 
in  every  twenty  of  the  population  of  the  Caucasian  race,  the  increase,  though 
gradual,  is  as  much  as  can  reasonably  be  expected.  *  *  *  *

Dear  Sir  and  Brother, — I  trust  you  will  pardon  me  for  trespassing  so  soon 
again  upon  your  valuable  time,  as  I  could  not  retrain  from  alluding  to  the 
fifty-sixth  anniversary  of  the  introduction  of  the  Order  on  the  American 
Continent.  That  ever  to  be  remembered  day  was  celebrated  by  the  brothers 
and  sisters  of  the  Order  here  in  fine  style.  The  ladies  took  possession  of  the 
hall  three  days  previous  to  the  26th,  and  with  a  zeal  and  will  which  was  very 
surprising,  transformed  Excelsior  Lodge  and  adjoining  rooms  into  a  garden  of 
evergreens  and  flowers.  The  large  picture  of  the  Past  Grand  Sires  was  beauti¬ 
fully  decked  with  mountain  vines,  which  their  fair  hands  had  skilfully  inter¬ 
twined  and  arranged.  All  the  emblems,  the  principal  chairs,  and  in  fact 
every  fixture,  the  ceilings  and  walls  of  the  hall,  were  handsomely  decorated. 
The  exercises  of  the  evening  commenced  by:  first,  singing  the  opening  ode; 
second,  prayer;  followed  by  an  eloquent  address  delivered  by  Brother  the 
Rev.  A.  McIntosh.  -And  all  who  participated  in  the  celebration  of  the  day 
passed  a  very  agreeable  and  pleasant  time  till  its  conclusion,  which  was  quite 
late  in  the  evening.  I  have  just  received  a  very  interesting  letter  from  Broth¬ 
er  Theod.  C..  Heuck,  dated  Hamburg,  March  5,  1875 ;  he  was  formerly  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  Excelsior  Lodge  and  Polynesia  Encampment.  Brother  Heuck  alludes 
in  glowing  terms  to  the  rapid  growth  of  the  Order  in  Germany;  he  informs  me 
that  he  is  in  correspondence  with  Brother  Wilhelm  Altvater,  Grand  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  R.  W.  G.  L.  of  the  German  Empire,  in  regard  to  instituting  a 
Lodge  in  the  city  of  Hamburg;  a  call  was  soon  to  be  made  in  print  for  that 
object,  and  I  hope  that  four  other  brothers  will  soon  respond  to  the  call,  and 
if  they  do  they  will  find  Brother  Heuck  a  noble  Odd  Fellow,  one  who  can 
and  will  render  highly  valued  services  to  the  Order  in  that  jurisdiction. 
Brother  Heuck  was  initiated  into  the  Order  on  these  Islands  some  years  ago. 
In  reference  to  question,  No.  14,  in  my  last,  referring  to  a  brother  elected  to 
fill  a  vacancy  in  Vice  Grand’s  chair,  I  neglected  to  call  your  attention  to 
Clause  6,  Section  3  of  Article  III.,  page  8,  of  the  Constitution  of  Excelsior 
Lodge.

Dear  Sir  and  Brother, — I  received  yesterday  your  esteemed  favors  of  May 
14th  and  16th,  transmitted  by  Bro.  Budolf  Aschmann,  of  Bern,  in  letter  of 
June  15,  1875,  together  with  certificate  of  the  election  of  Bro.  Aschmann  as 
Bepresentative  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Switzerland  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  United  States. 

It  gratified  me  exceedingly  to  hear  from  the  Grand  Officers  in  your  juris¬ 
diction,  and  to  learn  from  Bro.  Aschmann  that  our  Order  in  the  Bepublic  of 
Switzerland  is  being  increased  in  Lodges  and  membership,  and  will  make 
such  a  record  as  cannot  but  reflect  credit  on  the  beloved  and  lamented 
brother  who  instituted  the  first  Lodge  on  your  classic  soil,  and  ever  mani¬ 
fested  a  lively  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  Subordinate  called  into  existence 
by  his  instrumentality. 

I  hope  the  Bevised  Journal  of  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  for  1874,  sent  to  you  at 
Baden,  per  steamer  Hansa  from  New  York,  February  13,  1875,  reached  you 
in  due  time,  and  that  my  several  communications  addressed  to  you  at  the 
same  place  were  promptly  delivered. 

The  rejiort  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Switzerland  for  the  year  1874,  has  not 
reached  this  office.  As  my  report  to  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  will  soon  go  to  press, 
it  will  be  necessary,  if  not  yet  sent,  that  you  forward  your  report  immedi¬ 
ately,  to  enable  me  t,  make  the  abstract  for  the  tables. 

The  supplies  ordered  (with  the  exception  of  Charters)  were  sent  this  day 
to  “H.  Guggenheim,  Grand  Secretary,  Fursprecht,  Baden,  Switzerland.” 
Each  Grand  Lodge  prints  the  Charters  it  furnishes  to  Subordinates  ;  the 
G.  L.  of  U.  S.  has  no  Charters  except  those  issued  to  bodies  of  its  creation, 
which  would  not  be  suitable  for  a  Subordinate  Grand  Lodge  to  issue. 

With  regard  to  printing  the  cards  in  German  on  the  backs  of  the  cards  I 
send  you,  I  have  to  advise  that  such  privilege  was  granted  in  1873  (Journal, 
p.  5902)  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  German  Empire,  “to  be  issued  exclusively 
by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  German  Empire ,”  and  I  have  no  power  to  extend  sim¬ 
ilar  authority  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Switzerland.  I  deem  it  probable,  that 
on  proper  application  to  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  your  request  will  be  acceded  to. 

With  the  hope  that  the  supplies  sent  will  reach  their  destination  in  good 
season ;  my  best  wishes  for  the  success  of  your  administration  as  Grand  Mas¬ 
ter,  and  the  continued  prosperity  of  the  Order  in  Switzerland,  as  elsewhere,

My  Deae  Sie  and  Beothee, — I  avail  myself  of  your  presence  at  Washing¬ 
ton  and  easy  access  to  the  Post-Office  Department  for  important  service  to 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  which  I  am  very  sure,  you  will  cheer¬ 
fully  and  efficiently  render. 

The  facts  are  as  follows  :  We  have  just  ready,  after  long  delay,  the  revised 
copy  of  unwritten  work  and  diagrams  for  Grand  Lodge  of  Australia,  and 
have  been  much  exercised  about  their  safe  transmission  to  their  distant  des¬ 
tination.  Especially  has  the  subject  of  their  exemption  from  Custom  regu¬ 
lations  troubled  us.  It  is  impossible  to  introduce  them  to  Australia  by 
any  channel  without  exposure  to  Custom-house  officials  unless  it  be  by 
mail,  upon  payment  of  letter  postage.  Upon  inquiry  at  the  Post-office  here, 
the  postage  has  been  fixed  at  $40,  which  we  are  ready  to  pay;  but  we  are 
there  informed  that  such  a  package,  upon  reaching  England,  if  sent  by  that 
route,  would  be  sent  from  the  Post-office  to  the  Custom-house,  and  would 
necessarily  be  opened  and  inspected.  Such  it  has  been  stated  is  the  prac¬ 
tice  in  the  Post-offices  in  this  country.  If  this  be  so,  it  amounts  to  a  prohi¬ 
bition  altogether  in  the  premises,  as  we  care  not  to  have  these  books  exposed 
to  public  curiosity.  Hence,  our  great  idea  of  propagandism  is  at  once  seri¬ 
ously  hindered.  Now,  will  you  be  land  enough  to  advise  with  the  proper 
authorities  upon  the  following  points  in  this  connection : 

First. — Is  the  information  derived  from  the  Post-office  here  the  law  of  the 
case;  that  is,  will  the  package  be  opened  in  England  or  Australia  before 
delivery  ? 

Second. — If  so,  the  contents  being  exposed  to  the  Post-office  authorities  hei% 
cannot  such  information  be  officially  communicated  to  the  proper  authorities 
in  England,  so  as  to  relieve  the  package  from  suspicion  of  fraud  on  the 
revenue  ? 

Third. — Will  the  Postmaster-General,  in  the  interest  of  a  great  humanity 
such  as  Odd  Fellowship,  not  afford  such  aid  as  to  make  this  special  case  a 
subj  ect  of  official  favor  V 

Your  attention  and  prompt  reply  will  add  to  the  many  valuable  services 
already  rendered  by  you  to  our  beloved  Order.

Those  among  us  who  enjoyed 
the  personal  friendship  of  the  departed,  who  were  inspired  by  personal  in¬ 
tercourse  with  him,  with  his  intrinsic  excellence  and  commanding  virtues, 
and  who  from  his  lips  received  his  pure  and  exalted  proclamation  of  human¬ 
ity,  these,  in  their  silent  sorrow  mourn  the  irreparable  loss  which  they  have 
sustained,  the  more  so,  that  he  has  not  been  spared  to  witness  the  golden 
harvest  of  the  seed  he  had  sown. 

We  rejoice  in  the  midst  of  our  grief,  in  the  consolation,  that  our  loss  has 
been  his  great  gain,  that  an  All-wise  Providence  has  removed  him  from  suffer¬ 
ing  and  trial  to  that  haven  of  everlasting  rest  provided  for  the  just;  that 
rest  which  has  no  dwelling-place  on  earth.  May  this  consolation,  also  serve 
to  rejoice  and  relieve  the  burden  of  your  heart,  so  bowed  with  sorrow  and 
grief.  Let  us  not  murmur  at  the  mournful  decree  which  has  separated  him 
from  us.  Although  his  body  be  absent,  his  spirit  shall  ever  dwell  in  our 
hearts,  and  his  memory  will  be  revered  by  coming  generations,  his  name 
will  glow  in  ever-living  letters  on  the  pages  of  history,  and  will  be  honored 
and  cherished  wherever  on  the  earth’s  surface  right  and  virtue,  friendship, 
love,  and  truth  will  have  an  abiding  place. 

May  God  bless  you,  Madam,  and  yours,  and  give  you  His  consolation  and 
peace.

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ident  of  Buhl,  and  a  member  of  Rotteck  Lodge,  No.  2,  located  at  Freiburg, 
Baden,  was,  by  resolution  of  tlie  Lodge,  adopted  on  the  29th  day  of  April, 
expelled  from  the  Order  for  defrauding  the  Lodge  of  money,  &c.
